To provide for a limitation on the total cost of license plates, 
taxes and license fees for motorized recreational vehicles.

SUBSTITUTE OFFERED 


Rep. Laird offered the following substitute to the bill, H. 1, as amended 
and the pending amendment: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To provide for a limitation on the total cost of license plates, taxes and 
license fees for motorized recreational vehicles; to return the taxation of 
such vehicles to the rates, weights and amounts that existed prior to 1984; 


and to exempt motorized recreational vehicles from the provisions of section 
40-12-248 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. For the purpose of this act, the following terms shall have 
the respective meanings ascribed by this section: 


MOTORIZED RECREATIONAL VEHICLES OR SELF-PROPELLED 
CAMPERS OR HOUSE CARS. A self-propelled motor vehicle designed and 
used primarily for mobile living quarters. The living quarters on self-propelled 
campers or house cars are constructed as an integral part of the motor 
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vehicle and are not detachable. Self-propelled campers or house-cars are 
commonly known as motor homes. 


Section 2. For each motorized recreational vehicle using the public 
highways of this state, the annual license taxes and registration fees herein 
imposed shall consist of (i) the base amount applicable to such motorized 
recreational vehicle under the following schedule of base amounts plus (ii) 
the additional amount, if any, applicable to such motorized recreational 
vehicle under the provisions of the following schedule of additional amounts:

Section 3. Motorized recreational vehicles or self-propelled campers or 
house cars are hereby specifically excepted and exempted from the provisions 
of section 40-12-248 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the taxation 
of trucks or truck tractors. 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating the taxation of motor 
vehicles; however, those laws or parts of laws which are in direct conflict 
or inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed as relates to the taxation of 
motorized recreational vehicles or self-propelled campers or house cars. 


Section 5. This act shall become effective October 1, 1987. 


SUBSTITUTE TO SUBSTITUTE OFFERED 


Rep. Starkey offered the following substitute to the substitute offered 
by Rep. Laird to the bill, H. 1, as amended and to the pending amendment: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Section 40-12-240 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, by adding 
the definition of self-propelled campers or house cars and to delete certain 
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portions of the definition of gross vehicle weight which are no longer ap- 
plicable; and to amend Section 40-12-248 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, as 
amended, by reducing the annual license taxes and registration fees on certain 
trucks known as self-propelled campers or house cars; and to amend Section 
40-12-252 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, by increasing the 
annual license taxes and registration fees on truck trailers, tractor trailers 
and semitrailers. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Section 40-12-240 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“For the purpose of this article, the following terms shall have the 
respective meanings ascribed by this section: 


(1) DEALER. Every person currently licensed by this state to engage 
in the business of buying, selling or exchanging vehicles required to be 
registered hereunder who has an established place of business for such purpose 
in this state and to whom current dealer registration plates have been issued 
by the department of revenue. 


(2) ESTABLISHED PLACE OF BUSINESS. A place actually occupied 
either continuously or at regular periods at or from which a business or a 
part thereof is transacted. 


(8) FARM TRACTOR. Every motor vehicle designed and used primarily 
as a farm implement for drawing plows, mowing machines and other im- 
plements designed and used for agricultural purposes and only incidentally 
moved upon public highways. 


(4) GROSS VEHICLE WEIGHT. Whenever used in section 40-12-248, 
or elsewhere in this section, the empty weight of the truck or truck tractor, 
plus the heaviest load to be carried and, in the case of combinations, the 
empty weight of the heaviest trailer with which the power unit shall be 
placed in combination, plus the heaviest load to be carried. 


and-enfereed: The intent being that all licenses which are levied on the 
basis of the “gross vehicle weight” of the vehicle plus the heaviest load to 
be carried, as “gross vehicle weight” is hereinabove defined, shall be collected 
and enforced uniformly and in the same way. 


(5) HOUSE TRAILER. Any trailer or semitrailer which was designed 
to be drawn by another vehicle and (i) to provide living and sleeping facilities, 
or either, or (ii) for use as an office, apartment, storehouse or warehouse, 
or (ili) for display and promotion of merchandise and services or any similar 
purpose, but not including camping trailers with tops and sides, or either, 
which fold or collapse for in-transit movement and trailers which, although 
of the type customarily used for purposes referred to in the foregoing clauses 
(i), Gi) and (iii), are actually used for the purpose of transporting property 
for hire or property for distribution by a private carrier. 


(6) JITNEY BUS. A motor vehicle engaged in the business of carrying 
passengers for hire over, along and upon a definite or substantially fixed 
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route or routes, in the incorporated limits of any municipality or within 10 
miles thereof, except where such vehicle is operated in conjunction with or 
in lieu of a street railway system or duly franchised bus operation authorized 
by the governing body of a city and the Alabama public service commission, 
all such motor vehicles that are excepted in the exception clause of this 
cenowon being subject to the license tax specified in subsection (a) of section 
40-12-246. 


(7) MOTOR VEHICLE. Every vehicle which is self-propelled, every 
vehicle which is propelled by electric power from overhead trolley wires and 
every vehicle that is drawn by a self-propelled vehicle, including every trailer 
and semitrailer. 


(8) MOTORCYCLE. Every motor vehicle designed to travel on not more 
than three wheels in contact with the ground, including motor scooters and 
motor bicycles, but not including farm tractors. 


(9) MUNICIPALITY. Any incorporated city or town in this state. 
(10) NONRESIDENT. Every person who is not a resident of this state. 
(11) OWNER. Any of the following: 

a. A person or persons holding the legal title to a motor vehicle; 


b. The mortgagor or conditional vendee of a vehicle that is the subject 
of a chattel mortgage or an agreement for the conditional sale thereof or 
other like agreement with the right of purchase upon performance of the 
conditions stated in the agreement and with the immediate right of possession 
vested in the mortgagor or conditional vendee, and 


c. The lessee of a vehicle owned by the United States of America or 
any of its agencies or instrumentalities. 


(12) PRIVATE PASSENGER AUTOMOBILE. Every motor vehicle de- 
Fa at primarily for the transportation of nine persons or less except the 
ollowing: 


a. Motorcycles; 

b. Motor vehicles used in the transportation of persons for hire; 
c. Trailers or semitrailers; or 

d. Self-propelled campers or house cars; 


and includes also every motor vehicle of the type usually referred to as a 
bus which is owned and operated by an individual for personal or private 
use and not for hire, rent or compensation. Motor trucks of the type commonly 
known as “pickups” or “pickup trucks,” regardless of the use made of any 
such motor trucks and regardless of whether the owner thereof owns or has 
access to any other mode of transportation, shall not be deemed to constitute 
a private passenger automobile. 


(13) PERSON. Every individual, firm, partnership, association, estate, 
trust or corporation, and the receiver, assignee, agent, administrator or other 
representative of any of them. 


(14) PUBLIC HIGHWAY. Every highway, road, street, alley, lane, court, 
place, trail, drive, bridge, viaduct or trestle, located either within a munic- 
ipality or in unincorporated territory, and laid out or erected as such by the 
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public or dedicated or abandoned to the public or intended for use by or 
for the public. The term “public highway” shall apply to and include driveways 
upon the grounds of universities, colleges, schools and institutions, but shall 
not be deemed to include private driveways, private roads or private places 
not intended for use by the public. 


(15) SEMITRAILER. Every vehicle without motive power designed for 
carrying persons or property and for being drawn by a motor vehicle and 
so constructed that some part of its weight and some part of its load rest 
upon or are carried by another motor vehicle. 


(16) STATE. A state, territory or possession of the United States, the 
District of Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico or a province of 
the Dominion of Canada. 


(17) TAX YEAR. The tax year of this state, being the 12-month period 
commencing on each October 1. 


(18) TRAILER. Every vehicle without motive power designed to carry 
persons or property wholly on its own structure and to be drawn by another 
motor vehicle. 


(19) TRUCK. Every self-propelled motor vehicle designed and used 
primarily for the transportation of property in or upon its own structure, 
every self-propelled motor vehicle of the types known as “campers” and 
“house cars” and every vehicle of the type commonly called a wrecker, which 
is used to move disabled motor vehicles for repair, storage and other purposes. 


(20) TRUCK TRACTOR. Every motor vehicle designed and used pri- 
marily for drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to carry a load 
other than a part of the weight of the vehicles and load so drawn. 


(21) UTILITY TRAILER. A trailer primarily designed to be drawn by 
a passenger car or pickup truck, including luggage trailers, folding or col- 
lapsible camping trailers and other small trailers of similar size and function, 
but shall not include boat trailers. 


(22) VEHICLE. Every device in, upon or by which any person or 
property is or may be transported or drawn upon a highway, excepting 
devices moved by muscular power or used exclusively upon rails or tracks. 


23) SELF-PROPELLED CAMPERS OR HOUSE CARS. A self-pro- 


elled motor vehicle designed and used primarily for mobile living quarters. 
The living quarters on ite ro) elled campers or house cars are constructed 
as an integral part of the motor vehicle at are not detachable. Self-propelled 
campers or house cars are commonly known as motor homes. 


All references in this article to the judge of probate shall be deemed to 
include the commissioner of revenue, license commissioner or other county 
official designated by law to register motor vehicles, issue license plates and 
perform other duties in connection with motor vehicle licenses.” 


Section 2. Section 40-12-248 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 40-12-248. 


“(a) For each truck or truck tractor using the public highways of this 
state, annual license taxes and registration fees based on the gross vehicle 
weight in pounds are hereby imposed and shall be charged. For the purposes 
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of this section, the term ‘gross vehicle weight’ shall mean the empty weight 
of the truck or truck tractor plus the heaviest load to be carried and, in the 
case of combinations shall be deemed to include also the empty weight of 
the heaviest trailer with which the power unit shall be placed in combination, 
plus the heaviest load to be carried. No tolerance or margin of error shall 
be allowable under any of the provisions of this section, except as provided 
in subsection (b). 


(b) For each truck or truck tractor using the public highways of this 
state, the annual license taxes and registration fees herein imposed (i) shall 
consist of the base amount applicable to such truck or truck tractor under 
the schedule of base amounts set forth in this subsection, plus (ii) the 
additional amount, if any, applicable to such truck or truck tractor under 
the provisions of the schedule of additional amounts set forth in this 
subsection:

The total amount of the said annual license tax and registration fee 
shall be limited with respect to trucks owned and used by a farmer for 
transporting farm products or the personal property of the farmer for his 
use on his farm to a maximum of $30.00 where the gross vehicle weight of 
the truck does not exceed 30,000 pounds and to a maximum of $85.00 where 
the gross vehicle weight of the truck exceeds 30,000 but does not exceed 
42,000 pounds, and the same annual license tax and registration fee shall 
be limited with respect to trucks owned and used by any person for trans- 
porting forest products from the point of severance to a sawmill, to a papermill 
or to a concentration yard to a maximum of $40.00 where the gross vehicle 
weight of the truck does not exceed 30,000 pounds and to a maximum of 
$65.00 where the gross vehicle weight exceeds 30,000 pounds but does not 
exceed 42,000 pounds. 


“For purposes of enforcement of farm truck license tags, or forest products 
truck license tags for trucks that do not exceed 42,000 pounds in gross 
vehicle weight, all scaled weight shall be allowed a tolerance or a margin of 
error of ten percent of the gross or axle weights to allow for any climatic 
conditions. 


“For each truck tractor which is operated by a certificated motor carrier 
and which is operated exclusively within 15 miles of the corporate limits of 
the incorporated municipality in which it is customarily domiciled, but not 
including vehicles operating beyond the borders of Alabama, and which is 
registered in the county in which it is customarily domiciled, a total annual 
Aeon ee and registration fee of $300.00 is hereby imposed and shall be 
charged. 


The total amount of said annual license tax and registration fee shall 

be limited to $25.00 base amount and $25.00 additional amount for all self- 

ropelled campers or house cars whose gross vehicle weight is in excess of 
8,000 pounds. 


(c) Every person making application for license under this section to 
use a truck or truck tractor on the public highways of this state shall be 
required to make an affidavit declaring the gross vehicle weight of such truck 
or truck tractor and file the said affidavit with the judge of probate, or other 
county licensing officer, in the county in which the said application is made. 
Upon payment of the applicable motor vehicle license tax or registration 
fee, the license to use the said truck or truck tractor on the public highways 
of this state shall be limited to the gross vehicle weight so declared by the 
owner, which shall be deemed to constitute the allowable gross vehicle weight 
for which the said vehicle is licensed. 


After having obtained a license under this section with respect to any 
truck or truck tractor, the owner thereof may during the then current tax 
year voluntarily increase the allowable gross vehicle weight for which his 
vehicle is licensed by making a new affidavit, applying for a new license 
applicable to the appropriate gross vehicle weight classification, surrendering 
the license plates or tags previously obtained, and paying the difference 
between the fees applicable to a license for the higher weight classification 
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desired and the fee in respect of the license so surrendered. The license 
classification of a truck or truck tractor may not be decreased, however, 
except once a year at the time new license tags or plates are purchased for 
such truck or truck tractor.” 


Section 3. Section 40-12-252 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 40-12-252. 


“(a) For each trailer, other than house trailers, and each semitrailer 
operated on the public highways of this state, the following annual license 
taxes and registration fees are hereby imposed and shall be charged: 


(1) For each privately owned utility trailer, which is not operated for 
hire, lease or rental, $3.00; 


(2) For each utility trailer, rented or leased for compensation of any 
kind or nature, $8.00; 


(3) For each truck or tractor trailer or semitrailer, -00; $27.00; and 
provided, that any trailer or semitrailer used by a farmer exclusively for 
transporting farm products to and from market or for transporting the 
personal property of a farmer for his own use on the farm shall not be 
subject to the license taxes and registration fees provided for in this section. 
Trailers of any kind or description for hauling passengers for hire are 
prohibited by law and shall not be licensed under this article. 


(b) House trailers, which are excluded from the foregoing provisions of 
this section, are subject, however, to the registration fee provided for in 
sections 40-12-255 through 40-12-257. 


(c) At the option of the owner, a fleet of 50 or more rental utility 
trailers required to be licensed in subdivision (2) of subsection (a) of this 
section may be registered for a period of five years, or any number of years 
to be designated by the commissioner, provided the following requirements 
are met: 


(1) The application shall be made on forms prescribed by the commis- 
sioner and shall contain such information as the commissioner may require. 


(2) Upon receipt of proper application and fees, there shall be issued 
for each trailer in the fleet a registration plate which shall be valid for the 
number of years specified. All plates issued to a fleet shall expire on the 
last day of the final month of the period for which issued. Should the fleet 
owner add trailers during the registration period, the registration of the 
additional trailers shall expire on the same day as the original fleet of trailers 
are to expire. 


(8) The fleet owner shall be required to pay all registration renewal fees 
due each year for all trailers registered in his fleet prior to the expiration 
date. If the renewal fees are not paid, all license plates and registrations in 
the fleet shall be cancelled.” 


Section 4. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 
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Section 6. This act shall become effective October 1, 1987 upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

To amend Sections 41-9-782 and 41-9-783 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
relating to the Tennessee Valley Exhibit Commission in order to clarify the

(3) To enter into such contracts and cooperative agreements with the

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including the Tennessee valley authority, with private individuals, corpora- 
tions, associations and other organizations as the commission may deem 
necessary or convenient to carry out the purpose of this article, such contracts 
and agreements to include leases to private industry; 


(4) To borrow money from private sources or such other sources as may 
be acceptable to the commission under such terms and conditions as may 
be provided by law and, in order to provide security for the repayment of 
any such private loans, to pledge such future revenues from admissions and 
any other sources as may from time to time be necessary or desirable; 


(5) To issue and sell at any time, and from time to time, its revenue 
obligations for the purpose of providing funds to acquire, construct, enlarge, 
improve, equip and maintain a facility and for the payment of obligations 
incurred for such purposes. The principal and interest on any such obligations 
shall be payable from revenues derived from the project and from such other

(6) To make such contracts in the issuance of its obligations as may 
seem necessary or desirable to assure their marketability and to provide for 
their retirement by a pledge of all or any revenue which may come to the 
commission from the investment of the proceeds of the sale of such obligations 
or from any other source whatsoever; 


(7) To accept public or private gifts, grants and donations; 


(8) To acquire property by purchase, lease, gift or license, such power 
not to include the purchase of a site for the facility; 


To receive Tend de soait into ihe State ‘Thessuny finds fom all donations, 
income and revenue from any source whatsoever coming into the Commission 
and expend such funds for the fulfillment and acco mph shment of its duties

(11) To employ an executive director and such additional personnel as 
may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this article.

The commission shall fix the 
compensation of the executive director, and such additional personnel and 
such compensation shall be paid from any funds of the commission. The 
commission shall designate the duties and authority of the executive director 
and such additional personnel.

Any educational attendance, membership, or financial report; or, a student’s 
coal transcript. 


(5) Peace Officer. Any public servant vested by law with a duty to 
maintain public order or to make arrests for crime, whether that duty extends 
to all crimes or is limited to specific crimes. 


(6) Property. Any real or personal property, including books, records 
and documents. 
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(7) Public Servant. Any officer or employee of government, including 
legislators and judges and any person or agency participating as an adviser, 
consultant or otherwise in performing a governmental function.”

ON MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT.

Committee on Municipal Government of the Legislature of Alabama was 
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organized with eight (8) members of the Legislature, four (4) from the House 
appointed by the Speaker and four (4) from the Senate appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor, and the Committee has submitted its report to the 
Legislature.

by the Speaker of the House, and four (4) members from the Senate to be 
appointed by the Lieutenant Governor. It shall be the duty and function of 
the Committee to analyze the present status of municipal government in 
Alabama and to make recommendations for legislation and constitutional 
revision which it considers necessary or desirable to enable the municipal 
governments of this State to more adequately meet and furnish the services 
and requirements of their citizens. 


In reviewing the status and the laws of municipal governments in 
Alabama, the Committee shall consider and make studies of, but shall not 
limit its consideration, to the following items: 


1. An assessment and study of the impact of reduced federal funds and 
the problems to municipalities created thereby; the study to suggest methods 
whereby municipalities may continue furnishing services notwithstanding the 
reduction of federal assistance; the study also to include a review of the 
block grant delivery system of federal assistance. 


2. A study and assessment of the problems faced by municipalities 
because of the mounting problems connected with sanitary sewage (waste 
water) disposal and a suggested avenue of meeting the tremendous expenses 
connected with such disposal; and a suggested funding mechanism to cover 
the cost of disposal. 


3. A study of hazardous waste disposal and suggested solutions of the 
problems created by hazardous wastes. 


4. A study of the infrastructure needs of Alabama towns and cities 
with particular emphasis on the study of road and street systems and their 
maintenance and repair. 


5. A review with recommendations as to how municipalities can best 
improve the delivery of services of all types to their citizens. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Committee shall be appointed 
during the 1987 Regular Session and shall not consume more than forty- 
five (45) working days in performing its functions and that its report be 
finished in time for presentation of a preliminary report during the first 
week of the 1988 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature and a final 
report to be submitted during the 1988 Regular Session of the Alabama 
Legislature and that as far as practical that all meetings of the Committee 
shall be held in the State House Building or in the State Capitol and be 
opened to the public.

Each 
member of the Committee shall be entitled to his regular legislative com- 
pensation, his per diem and travel expenses for each day he attends the 
meeting of the Committee which shall be paid out of the funds appropriated 
to the use of the Legislature on warrants drawn on the State Comptroller 
upon requisition signed by the Committee’s chairman. Provided, that mem- 
bers shall not receive additional legislative compensation or per diem when 
the Legislature is in session.

The total 
amount of funds expended by the Committee in carrying out the study shall 
not exceed the sum of $7,000.00 dollars.

Tank and Wellhead Protection Act of 1987. 


Section 2. For the purposes of this act, unless otherwise indicated, the 
following terms shall have the meanings respectively ascribed to them by 
this section: 


(a) “Commission” means the Alabama Environmental Management 
Commission. 


(b) “Department” means the Alabama Department of Environmental 
Management. 


(c) “Director” means the Director of the Alabama Department of En- 
vironmental Management. 


(d) “Groundwater” means water located beneath the land surface located 
wholly or partially within the boundaries of the state. 


(e) “Operator” means any person in control of, or having responsibility 
for, the daily operation of an underground storage tank. 


(f) “Owner Of An Underground Storage Tank” means: 


(1) in the case of an underground storage tank in use on November 8, 
1984 or brought into use after that date, any person who owns an underground 
storage tank used for the storage, use, or dispensing of regulated substances, 
and 


(2) in the case of any underground storage tank in use before November 
8, 1984 but no longer in use on that date, the present owner of the tank 
and any person who owned such tank immediately before the discontinuation 
of its use. 


(g) “Person” means any natural person, any firm, association, partner- 
ship, corporation, trust, the state and any agency of the state, governmental 
entity, the United States and any agency of the United States, a consortium, 
a joint venture, a commercial entity and any other legal entity. 


(h) “Petroleum” means crude oil or any fraction thereof which is liquid 
at standard conditions of temperature and pressure (60 degrees Fahrenheit 
and 14.7 pounds per square inch absolute. 
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(i) “Pollution” means the presence or discharge of regulated substances 
in or on the land or in the water of the state. 


(j) ‘Regulated Substance” means: 


(1) Any substance defined in section 101(14) of the Comprehensive 
Environmental Response, Compensation, and Liability Act of 1980 (but not 
including any substance regulated as a hazardous waste under the Alabama 
Hazardous Wastes Management Act of 1978 or the regulations promulgated 
under such Act, and 


(2) Petroleum. 


(k) “Underground Storage Tank” means any one or combination of 
tanks (including underground pipes connected thereto) used to contain an 
accumulation of regulated substances, and the volume of which (including 
the volume of the underground pipes connected thereto) is ten percent or 
more beneath the surface of the ground. Such term does not include any: 


(1) Farm or residential tank of 1,100 gallons or less capacity used for 
storing motor fuel for noncommercial purposes; 


(2) Tank used for storing heating oil for consumptive use on the premises 
where stored; 


(3) Septic tank; 

(4) Pipeline facility (including gathering lines) regulated under: 
(a) The Natural Gas Pipeline Safety Act of 1968, 

(b) The Hazardous Liquid Pipeline Safety Act of 1979, or 


(c) An intrastate pipeline facility regulated under state laws comparable 
to the provisions of law in clause (a) or (b) of this subparagraph; 


(5) Surface impoundment, pit, pond, or lagoon; 
(6) Stormwater or wastewater collection system; 
(7) Flow-through process tank; 


(8) Liquid trap or associated gathering lines directly related to oil or 
gas production and gathering operation; 


(9) Storage tank situated in an underground area (such as a basement, 
cellar, mineworking, drift, shaft, or tunnel) if the storage tank is situated 
upon; or above the surface of the floor; 


(10) Other tanks exempted by the Administrator of the Federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency; and 


(11) Piping connected to any of the above exemptions. 


(1) “Wellhead Protection Area” means the surface and subsurface area 
surrounding a water well or wellfield, supplying a public water system, through 
which contaminants are reasonably likely to move toward and reach such 
water well or well field. 


Section 3. The Department, acting through the Commission, is au- 
thorized to promulgate rules and regulations governing underground storage 
tanks and is authorized to seek the approval of the United States Environ- 
mental Protection Agency to operate the state underground storage tank 
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program in lieu of the federal program. In addition to specific authorities 
provided by this act, the Department is authorized, acting through the 
Commission, to adopt any rules or regulations that are mandatory require- 
ments for approval for the state underground storage tank program by the 
United States Environmental Protection Agency. Adoption of rules and 
regulations governing underground storage tanks shall not occur prior to 
adoption by the Environmental Protection Agency of regulations establishing 
the federal program. 


(a) To eliminate or reduce the threat to groundwater posed by under- 
ground storage tanks the Department, acting through the Commission, is 
authorized to promulgate rules and regulations which may: 


(1) Establish construction standards; 
(2) Establish performance standards; 


(3) Require persons owning or operating underground storage tanks to 
achieve and maintain compliance with this Act and rules and regulations of 
the Department, promulgated under this Act; 


(4) Require the owner or operator of an underground storage tank to 
provide to the Department information concerning the underground storage 
tank which may include, but is not limited to the name of the owner, the 
name of the operator, the location, and description of the facility at which 
the underground storage tank is located, regulated substances and quantities 
of regulated substances used or stored, and other information required to 
assess compliance with this Act or regulations promulgated under the au- 
thority of this Act. 


(5) Establish abandonment and closure standards for underground stor- 
age tanks and require owners to report the abandonment and closure of 
underground storage tanks; 


(6) Require the owner or operator of an underground storage tank to 
perform tests, to install release detection devices, and where appropriate to 
monitor groundwater to ensure that groundwater pollution is not occurring 
and to report the results of these activities to the Department or maintain 
records of these activities which will be made available for inspection at all 
reasonable times. 


(b) The Department, acting through the Commission, is authorized to 
promulgate rules and regulations which: 


(1) Require the owner or operator of an underground storage tank which 
has polluted groundwater or which the Director determines has released a 
regulated substance that may reasonably be expected to have polluted ground- 
water to perform investigations to determine if groundwater is polluted; 


(2) Require the temporary or permanent cessation of the operation of 
an underground storage tank, modifications, and immediate removal or control 
of any regulated substance that is found to be causing groundwater pollution 
wen such cessation, removal or control is determined to be required by the 

irector; 


(3) Require the owner or operator responsible for polluting groundwater 
to take corrective action. 


(4) Require the owner or operator responsible for polluting groundwater 
beyond applicable drinking water standards or where no established drinking 
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water standard exists, such standard as the Director shall determine, which 
was being used as a source of drinking water to provide an alternate or 
temporary drinking water source to any person deprived of drinking water; 


(5) Require any owner or operator of an underground storage tank which 
has caused groundwater pollution or which has released any regulated sub- 
stance that could reasonably be expected to pollute groundwater and who 
has knowledge that pollution of groundwater has occurred or a release has 
occurred to make a timely report of the pollution or release to the Department. 


(c) The Department, acting through the Commission, is authorized to 
promulgate rules and regulations to exempt persons eligible for coverage 
under the Leaking Underground Storage Tank Trust Fund or any applicable 
Hts ag from the requirements of Section 3 (b) (1), (3) and (4) and Section 
6 2). 


(d) The Department, acting through the Commission, is authorized to 
promulgate rules and regulations requiring the owner or operator of an 
underground storage tank to maintain evidence of financial responsibility for 
taking corrective action, providing alternate or temporary drinking water, 
and compensating third parties for bodily injury and property damages 
resulting from groundwater pollution caused by the operation of an under- 
ground storage tank only when such a requirement is mandatory for delegation 
of authority to the Department to manage a federal regulatory program and 
only to the extent required for delegation of that federal regulatory program. 


Section 4. For the purposes of determining compliance with regulations 
or detecting groundwater pollution, any owner or operator of an underground 
storage tank shall upon request of a duly authorized representative of the 
Department: 


(a) Furnish engineering, technical, and other information relative to 
such underground storage tank and installation; 


(b) Furnish information describing regulated substances stored in an 
underground storage tank; 


(c) Permit the representative, at all reasonable times, access to all records 
concerning the storage of regulated substances and permit the representative 
to copy said records; and 


(d) Permit the representative to enter, at all reasonable times, property 
and buildings where an underground storage tank is located and allow the 
representative to inspect facilities and equipment and to conduct monitoring 
and sampling. 


Section 5. To provide revenue for regulation, the Department shall, 
beginning on October 1, 1987, collect a lank tegalation fee of not less than 
fifteen dollars and not more than thirty dollars per regulated tank per year. 
This fee shall be collected in lieu of a permit or certification fee as provided 
by Section 22-22A-5, Code of Alabama 1975. The Department may collect 
fees at intervals greater than one year, but shall not collect fees for more 
than three years at any one time. 


Section 6. (a) The Department shall administer the expenditure of any 
funds made available from the Leaking Underground Storage Tank Trust 
ee established by the Superfund Amendments and Reauthorization Act 
of 1986. 
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(b) To enable the Department to administer the Leaking Underground 
Storage Tank Trust Fund, or state fund, where applicable, the Department: 


(1) Shall have authority to take investigative and corrective action with 
respect to releases of petroleum from underground storage tanks; 


(2) Shall have the authority to expend any federal and state funds which 
may be made available for corrective action concerning releases of petroleum 
from underground storage tanks (prior to expenditure of funds, except when 
a delayed response will result in an imminent and substantial endangerment 
to human health or the environment, or in accordance with Section 3(c), 
the Department shall attempt to locate the person responsible for the release 
and shall attempt to require the responsible person, if the responsible person 
is solvent, to perform the investigation and to take corrective action); 


(3) Is authorized to enter private property for the purpose of taking 
investigative and corrective action with respect to releases of petroleum from 
underground storage tanks; and 


(4) May authorize persons, who have been awarded contracts by the 
Department to take investigative and corrective actions with respect to 
releases of petroleum from underground storage tanks, to enter private 
property for the purpose of taking investigative and corrective action. 


(c) Whenever costs have been incurred by the Department for taking 
corrective action or enforcement action with respect to the release of pe- 
troleum from an underground storage tank, the owner or operator of the 
underground storage tank shall be liable to the Department for such costs. 
The Department shall seek recovery of any federal funds expended only to 
the extent required by the federal law and regulations providing the funds 
and shall seek recovery of state funds expended unless recovery of these 
funds was not intended by the funding authority. 


Section 7. The Department, acting through the Commission, is au- 
thorized to promulgate rules and regulations to establish and protect wellhead 
areas, associated with public water supply systems, from contaminants which 
may have any adverse effect on the health of persons. The development and 
implementation of rules and regulations shall be in accordance with Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency guidelines, policies, and regulations relative to 
wellhead protection areas and shall not be more stringent than the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency program. 


Section 8. Any records, reports, or information obtained under this act 
shall be available to the public; except that upon a showing satisfactory to 
the Department by any person that records, reports or information, or a 
particular part thereof is made public, would divulge production or sales 
figures or methods, processes or production unique to such person or would 
otherwise tend to affect adversely the competitive position of such person 
by revealing trade secrets, the Department shall consider such record, report, 
or information or particular portion thereof, confidential. Nothing in this 
section shall be construed to prevent disclosures of such report, record, or 
information to federal or state representatives as necessary for purposes of 
administration of any federal or state laws or when relevant to proceedings 
under this act. Information concerning groundwater quality and the presence 
or concentration of substances in groundwater shall not be considered con- 
fidential by the Department. 


Section 9. Subdivision (1) of Section 22-22A-5. Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended is hereby amended to read as follows: “(1) Administer appropriate 
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portions of Section 9-7-10 through 9-7-22, which relate to permitting, reg- 
ulatory and enforcement functions; administer and enforce the provisions 
and execute the functions of Chapter 28 of this title; Chapter 22 of this 
title; Article 2 of Chapter 23 of this title; Chapter 30 of this title; appropriate 
portions of Article 1 of Chapter 27 of this title, Sections 22-24-1 through 
22-24-11; Sections 22-25-1 through 22-25-15; this Act.” 


Section 10. (a) Any person who willfully violates any provision of the 
act, or rule, regulation or standard adopted under this act, shall be punished 
by a fine of no more than $25,000.00 per day of violation or by imprisonment 
for not more than one year, or by both. If the conviction is for a violation 
committed after a first conviction of such person under this subsection, 
punishment shall be by a fine of no more than $50,000.00 per day of violation 
or by imprisonment for not more than two years, or by both. 


(b) Any person who knowingly makes any false statement, representation 
or certification in any application record, report, plan or other document 
filed or required to be filed, or required to be maintained under this act, or 
who falsifies, tampers with or knowingly renders inaccurate any monitoring 
device or method required to be maintained under this act shall, upon 
conviction, be punished by a fine of not more than $10,000.00 or by im- 
prisonment for not more than six months, or by both. 


Section 11. Rules and regulations pertaining to this act shall be adopted 
in accordance with applicable state and federal laws. 


Section 12. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 13. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

2. The balance thereafter remaining during each fiscal year shall be paid 
into a special fund in the state treasury to be designated the “general and 
ee health fund,” and is hereby appropriated and shall be distributed as 
follows: 


(i) Thirty-six percent of the said balance shall be expended by the state 
health officer, with the approval of the state board of health, for salaries, 
other expenses and equipment purchases, incident to general health work: 


(ii) Fifty-eight percent of the said balance shall be paid to the Alabama 
mental health board to be expended by the said board for such purposes as 
it may designate for the provision of mental health services; and 


(iii) Six percent of said balance shall be paid to the Alabama mental 
health board to be expended by said board for such purposes as it may 
designate for the provision of services to the mentally retarded. 


c. Twelve and twelve one-hundredths percent shall be set apart and 
used for the following purposes only and in the following order:

AMENDMENT OFFERED 


Rep. Holley offered the following amendment to the bill, H.650 as 
amended: 


Amend House Bill 650 as substituted on page 1, lines 17 and 28 by 
adding the following language: 


“This bill provides for the establishment of the Army Aviation Museum 
Commission and establishes the authority for the issuance of revenue ob- 
ligations and makes a limited appropriation and pledge for the benefit of 
certain of such revenue obligations of certain moneys retained by the State 
of Alabama from in-lieu-of-taxes payments made by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority.” 


Further amend the substitute to House Bill 650 on page 7 after line 21 
by inserting a new section 3 as follows and renumbering the succeeding 
sections accordingly: 


“Section 3. 
A. Creation of Commission. 


There is hereby created and established a state agency to be known as 
the Army Aviation Museum Commission of Alabama, which shall be a public 
body corporate with all the powers and privileges of a corporation, for the 
purpose of providing for and participating in the management and control 
of facilities to house and display such visual exhibits of aviation related 
technology. Such facility shall constitute a permanent housing for the Army 
Aviation Museum which shall be open to the general public. The commission 
is empowered to establish an information and exhibit center in order to 
provide information to the public on aviation and development in the field 
of aviation related technology. 


B. Composition of Commission. 


The commission created herein shall consist of 16 members, to be 
appointed by the governor, and shall be bona fide residents and qualified 
voters of this state. Eight of the original members shall be appointed for 
terms of four years, and eight members shall be appointed for terms of eight 
years. Thereafter, all members shall serve for terms of eight years. All members 
shall serve until their successors are appointed and qualified, but any member 
may be removed by the governor for just cause. Vacancies for any reason 
whatsoever shall be filled in the same manner as original appointments are 
made. The first chairman of the commission shall be appointed by the 
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governor from among the original appointees. Thereafter, each succeeding 
chairman shall be selected by the other members of the commission. Members 
of the commission shall serve without compensation. The commission shall 
hold at least one annual meeting at the site of the exhibit, and one half of 
the members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any business 
which may properly come before the commission at any such meeting. The 
commission shall be authorized to provide for an executive committee of 
not fewer than five of its members to whom it may delegate such powers 
and authority as the commission may deem to be advisable. 


C. Authority of Commission 
The commission shall be authorized: 


(1) To investigate and select an available site for housing the exhibits, 
including the surrounding grounds, taking into consideratin all pertinent 
factors affecting the suitability of such site; 


(2) To acquire by rent or lease agreement or otherwise the necessary 
housing facilities and to establish, improve and enlarge the available facility, 
including providing it with necessary equipment, furnishings, landscaping 
and related facilities, including parking areas and ramps, roadways, sewers, 
curbs and gutters; 


(3) To enter into such contracts and cooperative agreements with the 
local, state and federal governments, with agencies of such governments, with 
private individuals, corporations, associations and other organizations as the 
commission may deem necessary or convenient to carry out the purpose of 
this article, such contracts and agreements to include leases to private 
industry; 


(4) To borrow money from private sources or such other sources as may 
be acceptable to the commission under such terms and conditions as may 
be provided by law and, in order to provide security for the repayment of 
any such private loans, to pledge such future revenues from admissions and 
any other sources as may from time to time be necessary or desirable; 


(5) To issue and sell at any time, and from time to time, its revenue 
obligations for the purpose of providing funds to acquire, construct, enlarge, 
improve, equip and maintain a facility and for the payment of obligations 
incurred for such purposes. The principal and interest on any such obligations 
shall be payable from revenues derived from the project and from such other 
sources (including, to the extent applicable, the TVA Payments referred to 
in Section 4 of this Act) as the commission may deem necessary to provide 
sufficient security for the marketing of said obligations. ‘The commission is 
further authorized to issue and sell revenue obligations in an amount not 
to exceed 3.5 million dollars to construct and equip the information and 
exhibit center. Any revenue obligations issued by the commission may there- 
after at any time (whether before, at or after the maturity thereof) and from 
time to time be refunded by the issuance of refunding obligations, which 
may be sold by the commission at public or private sale at such price or 
prices as may be determined by its executive committee to be most advan- 
tageous or which may be exchanged for the revenue obligations to be refunded. 
The commission may pay all expenses, premiums and commissions which 
its executive committee may deem necessary and advantageous in connection 
with any financing done by it. Neither the full faith and credit nor taxing 
powers of the state of Alabama or any political subdivision thereof shall be 
pledged to the payment of the principal of, premium, if any, on or interest 
on said obligations; 
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(6) To make such contracts in the issuance of its obligations as may 
seem necessary or desirable to assure their marketability and to provide for 
their retirement by a pledge of all or any revenue which may come to the 
commission from the investment of the proceeds of the sale of such obligations 
or from any other source whatsoever; 


(7) To accept public or private gifts, grants and donations; 


(8) To acquire property by purchase, lease, gift or license, such power 
to include the purchase of a site for the facility; 


(9) To receive and deposit into the State Treasury funds from all 
donations, income and revenue from any source whatsoever coming into the 
Commission and expend such funds for the fulfillment and accomplishment 
of its duties and responsibilities in such manner as may be necessary and 
appropriate for the perfection of the purposes of this article. However, such 
funds shall be paid out only by warrant of the Comptroller upon the Treasurer, 
upon itemized vouchers, approved by the Executive Director; provided, that 
no funds shall be withdrawn or expended except as budgeted and allotted 
according to the provisions of Sections 41-4-80 through 41-4-96 and Sections 
41-19-1 through 41-19-12 of the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, and 
only in amounts as stipulated in the general appropriation or other appro- 
priation bills; 


(10) To sell, convey, transfer, lease or donate any property, franchise, 
grant, easement, license or lease or interest therein which it may own and 
to transfer, assign, sell, convey or donate any right, title or interest which 
it may have in any lease, contract, agreement, license or property; 


(11) To employ an executive director and such additional personnel as 
may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this article. The executive 
director and such additional personnel as may be employed by the commission 
will serve at the pleasure of the commission. The commission shall fix the 
compensation of the executive director, and such additional personnel and 
such compensation shall be paid from any funds of the commission. The 
commission shall designate the duties and authority of the executive director 
and such additional personnel. The executive director and such additional 
personnel shall not be subject to the provisions of the state Merit System 
Act; provided, however, that they shall be eligible for participation in the 
state health insurance plan and benefits as provided, and they shall be eligible 
for participation in the state employees’ retirement system under the pro- 
visions governing counties, cities, towns and other quasi-public organizations 
of the state; 


(12) To make such rules and regulations as the commission may deem 
necessary and desirable to provide for the operation, management and control 
of the facility; and 


(13) To perform such other acts necessary or incidental to the accom- 
plishment of the purposes of this article, whether or not specifically authorized 
in this section, and not otherwise prohibited by law. 


D. Maintenance of accurate records and books required; audit. 
It shall be the duty of the commission to maintain at all times accurate 


records and books of account covering revenues and expenditures which shall 
be subject to the audit of the department of examiners of public accounts. 
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E. Obligations, etc., exempt from taxation. 


The commission, its property and income and all obligations issued by 
the commission, the income from such obligations or from the investment 
of such income and all conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of trust by 
or to the commission shall be exempt from all taxation in the state of 
Alabama.” 


Further amend the substitute to House Bill 650 by inserting the following 
new section 4 on page 7 after line 21 and renumbering all subsequent sections 
accordingly: 


“Section 4. All revenue obligations issued by the Army Aviation Mu- 
seum Commission shall be solely and exclusively the obligations of the 
commission and shall not create an obligation or debt of the state or of any 
county or of any municipality within the state. For the purpose of providing 
additional funds to enable the commission to pay at their respective maturities 
the principal of and the interest on an issue of revenue bonds in an amount 
not to exceed $3,500,000 to pay the costs of constructing and equipping the 
said information and exhibit center or to pay the principal of and the interest 
on any revenue refunding bonds issued to refund any revenue bonds that 
shall be issued for that purpose, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to such 
purpose and hereby appropriated such amounts as may be necessary for such 
purpose from the revenues retained by the State of Alabama from the in- 
lieu-of-taxes payments made by Tennessee Valley Authority following the 
distribution of a portion of such payments to certain counties in the State 
of Alabama as provided in section 40-28-2, Code of Alabama 1975, or any 
successor law or statute. In order to carry out the said pledge and appro- 
priation, the entire revenues so retained by the State of Alabama from the 
aforesaid in-lieu-of-taxes payments made by Tennessee Valley Authority 
(which are herein called the “TVA Payments”) in each fiscal year of the 
State of Alabama shall be deposited in the state treasury to the credit of a 
special fund to be called the “Army Aviation Museum Commission Trust 
Fund” (herein called the “Trust Fund”), until an amount equal to the principal 
of and the interest on any such revenue bonds or revenue refunding bonds 
that shall come due in the then next succeeding fiscal year shall be on 
deposit in the Trust Fund. The amounts deposited into the Trust Fund in 
each fiscal year shall be disbursed and are hereby appropriated to the extent 
necessary to pay at their respective maturities, or to redeem under the terms 
thereof, the principal of and the interest on any revenue bonds that may 
at any time be issued by the commission for the purpose of paying the costs 
of constructing and equipping the said information and exhibit center or 
any revenue refunding bonds that may be issued to refund any revenue bonds 
that shall be so issued for such purpose. 


In each fiscal year of the State of Alabama, beginning in the fiscal year 
in which any such revenue bonds are issued by the commission, all moneys 
retained by the State of Alabama from the TVA Payments shall be so 
deposited into the Trust Fund until the amount on deposit in the Trust 
Fund shall equal the total principal and interest becoming payable with 
respect to the said revenue bonds or revenue refunding bonds in the next 
succeeding fiscal year of the State. After the said amount shall have been 
deposited into the Trust Fund in each fiscal year, all other moneys retained 
by the State of Alabama from TVA Payments shall be credited to the state 
general fund. Not less than thirty (30) days before the end of each fiscal 
year, beginning with the fiscal year in which the said revenue bonds shall 
be issued, the executive director of the commission shall determine whether 
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or not the net revenues of the commission derived from all sources whatsoever 
during the then current fiscal year, after payment of all the costs of operating 
the said information and exhibit center and all other expenses of the com- 
mission, shall be sufficient or insufficient to pay the principal and interest 
that will come due during the next succeeding fiscal year on those bonds of 
the commission for payment of which TVA Payments have been pledged. 
Not less than fifteen (15) days before the end of each fiscal year the executive 
director of the commission shall file a notification with the Director of 
Finance stating whether such net revenues shall be sufficient or insufficient 
to pay the said principal and interest coming due in the next succeeding 
fiscal year. If the said executive director shall determine that the said net 
revenues of the commission shall not be sufficient to pay the said principal 
and interest during the then next succeeding fiscal year of the state, he shall 
so state in the said notification and shall specify the amount of any expected 
deficiency, supported by such documentation as shall be deemed appropriate 
by the Director of Finance. Upon receipt of said notification and such other 
documentation as he may specify, the Director of Finance shall cause to be 
transferred, and to the extent herein provided there is hereby in such event 
appropriated to the commission, solely for the purpose of paying such 
principal and interest, an amount equal to the lesser of (i) the amount of 
any expected deficiency as determined by the Director of Finance or (ii) the 
entire amount then on deposit in the Trust Fund. Following any such transfer, 
all moneys retained by the State of Alabama from TVA Payments shall 
again be deposited into the Trust Fund until an amount equal to the entire 
principal and interest coming due on the said bonds in the then next 
succeeding fiscal year shall again be on deposit in the Trust Fund, after 
which all moneys retained by the State of Alabama from TVA Payments 
shall again be credited to the state general fund. At such time as the entire 
principal of and the interest on any revenue bonds or revenue refunding 
bonds issued by the commission for the payment of which TVA Payments 
have been pledged have been paid, no further TVA Payments shall be 
deposited into the Trust Fund, and all moneys then on deposit in the Trust 
Fund shall be paid into the general fund.”

The legislature of the State of Alabama finds and declares that certain 
lands of Alabama constitute unique and delicately balanced resources; that 
the protection of these resources is vital to the economy of this state; and 
that the preservation of groundwater is a matter of the highest urgency and 
priority as these waters provide a primary source of potable water in this 
state; that such use can only be served effectively by maintaining the quality 
of groundwater in as close to a pristine condition as possible, taking into 
account multiple use accommodations necessary to provide the broadest 
possible promotion of public and private interests. 


The legislature further finds and declares that the storage and trans- 
portation of motor fuels within the jurisdiction of this state poses threats 
of damage to the environment of the state, to citizens of the state, and to 
other interests deriving livelihood from the state; and that such hazards 
have occurred in the past, are now occurring, and will continue to occur. 
Discharges from underground tanks pose a significant threat to the quality 
of ground waters of this state. 


The legislature further finds that where contamination of groundwater 
has occurred, remedial measures have often been delayed for long periods 
while determinations as to liability and the extent of liability are made; that 
such delays result in the continuation and intensification of the threat to 
the public health, safety, and welfare, in greater damages to the environment, 
and in significantly higher costs to contain and remove the contamination; 
and that adequate financial resources must be readily available to provide 
for the expeditious supply of safe and reliable alternative sources of potable 
water to affected persons and to provide a means for investigation and clean- 
up at contamination sites without delay, and such state interests outweigh 
any economic burdens imposed by the legislature upon those engaged in 
storing and transportation of motor fuels and related activities.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


In addition to any and all other taxes now authorized, or that may be 
hereafter authorized, by the Constitution and laws of Alabama, in Tallapoosa 
County there is hereby levied an additional eight mills on each dollar of 
taxable property situated in said county, for schools, capital outlay, main- 
tenance, equipment, repairs or other educational purposes, except for salaries, 
and for the purpose of providing tuition assistance for Tallapoosa County 
residents attending Alexander City Junior College; provided that before said 
taxes are levied and collected the question first shall be approved by the 
qualified electors of Tallapoosa County. If a majority of the qualified electors 
voting thereon shall vote in favor of such taxes then the said taxes shall be

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 40-17-31 and 40-17-171, Code of Alabama 1975, 
which levy a gasoline tax, so as to provide an exemption for gasoline purchased 
by city and county boards of education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind, and the Department of Youth Services School District. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 40-17-31 and 40-17-171, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“840-17-31. 


“(a) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer or user of gasoline 
shall collect and pay over to the state department of revenue an excise tax 
of $.07 per gallon upon the selling, use or consumption, distributing, storing 
or withdrawing from storage in this state for any use of gasoline as defined 
or otherwise referred to in this article, except gasoline sold for use as fuel 
to propel aircraft and which gasoline is subject to the tax imposed in 
subsection (d) of this section; and except gasoline sold for use by city and 
county boards of education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, and 
the Department of Youth Services School District; provided, that where any 
excise tax imposed by this section upon the sale, use or consumption, 
distribution, storage, withdrawal from storage in this state of such gasoline 
shall have been paid to the state by a distributor, refiner or by any retail 
dealer, storer or user, such payments shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that the tax shall be paid to the state but once. 


“(b) The state department of revenue is hereby authorized to issue to 
the United States certificates of exemption, upon forms prescribed by the 
department for use by the United States in purchasing gasoline or other 
fuels taxed by this section within the state of Alabama and which is paid 
for by the United States. Any person in reporting and paying the tax to 
the department may deduct the number of gallons of gasoline or other fuels 
taxed by this section sold to the United States, as shown by such certificate 
of exemption duly executed by the United States and filed with such report, 
and the department is authorized to adopt rules and regulations with respect 
to the issuance and use of such certificates. 


“(c) The revenue, less the cost of collection and all refunds authorized 
by law, obtained from the $.07 excise tax on gasoline, naphtha and other 
liquid motor fuels, or any device or substitute therefor commonly used in 
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internal combustion engines, as is provided for in this section, shall not be 
used for any purposes other than the following, namely: 


“(1) The legislature hereby finds as a fact that of all the gasoline sold 
in this state not less than thirty-five one hundredths of one percent thereof 
is used for marine purposes to propel vessels on inland and coastal waterways 
of this state. The legislature hereby declares that it is the policy of this 
state to use the funds derived from the sale of marine gasoline to improve 
boating and boating facilities, seafoods and salt water sports fishing in this 
state. Thirty-five one hundredths of one percent of all state imposed taxes 
collected on the sale of gasoline (except gasoline and other fuels consumed 
in airplanes) shall be credited as follows: 60 percent to the state water safety 
fund of the water safety division and 40 percent to the seafood fund of the 
seafood division. 


“(2) The revenue arising from the sale of gasoline as herein defined, 
except gasoline sold for use as fuel to propel aircraft and which gasoline is 
subject to the tax imposed in subsection (d) of this section, for all other 
purposes shall not be used for any purpose other than for the construction, 
improvement, maintenance and supervision of highways, bridges and streets, 
including the retirement of bonds for the payment of which such revenues 
have been or may hereafter be pledged. The payment of the per diem and 
mileage of members of county governing bodies when engaged in supervising 
the construction, improvement and maintenance of highways, bridges and 
streets, shall be construed as used in supervision; however, the governing 
body of each county is authorized to expend an amount not to exceed one 
third of the total amount of such revenue that may be received by such 
county in the payment of any debt that may have been incurred by such 
county for the construction or maintenance of roads or bridges. This fund 
shall be allocated in the manner now provided by law. On the twentieth day 
of each month following that quarter of any fiscal year, all revenue derived 
from the sale of gasoline to be consumed in the motor of a boat or vessel 
as defined in subdivision (1) of this subsection shall be allocated to the state 
water safety fund and seafood fund. 


“(d)(1) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer or user of gasoline 
or any substitute or device therefor sold for use as a fuel to propel aircraft 
shall collect and pay over to the state department of revenue an excise tax 
in accordance with the following schedule upon the selling, use or con- 
sumption, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage in this state for 
use as a fuel to propel aircraft: 


“a. Gasoline or other fuel used to propel aircraft powered by reciprocating 
engines shall be taxed at the rate of two and seven tenths cents per gallon. 


“b. Any fuel used to propel aircraft powered by jet or turbine engines 
shall be taxed at the rate of nine tenths of one cent per gallon. 


“(2) On July 31, 1977, or as soon thereafter as practicable, and at the 
same time in every year thereafter, the commissioner of revenue shall de- 
termine the total number of gallons of fuel upon which the tax levied in 
subdivision (1) of this subsection has been reported and paid to the state 
during the preceding 12-month period, and at the same time he shall ascertain 
the total net amount of revenue produced by the tax levied thereon. If the 
net proceeds of the tax for such period amount to more than $650,000.00, 
the rate of tax shall be reduced in decrements of three tenths of one cent 
per gallon with respect to the tax levied in paragraph a of subdivision (1) 
of this subsection and in decrements of one tenth of one cent per gallon 
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with respect to the tax levied in paragraph b of subdivision (1) of this 
subsection to the extent required to maintain net collections for such period 
at a level of $600,000.00. If at any time after such a reduction the rate of 
tax collections declines to the extent that the $600,000.00 level for a similar 
12-month period cannot be maintained, the rate of the tax shall be corre- 
spondingly increased in increments of three tenths of one cent per gallon 
with respect to the tax levied in paragraph a of subdivision (1) of this 
subsection and increments of one tenth of one cent per gallon with respect 
to the tax levied in paragraph b of subdivision (1) of this subsection to the 
extent required to maintain net collections for a similar period at a level of 
$600,000.00. It is the legislative intent by the above provisions to maintain 
collections at a $600,000.00 level per annum. 


“(3) The revenue, less the cost of collection, obtained from the tax 
levied in subdivision (1) of this subsection shall be paid into the state 
treasury and be used exclusively for the purpose of paying the cost of 
acquiring, engineering, construction, improvement and maintenance of ex- 
isting or proposed airports and other air navigation facilities within the

“(e) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer or storer of gasoline or other 
fuels taxed by this section shall add the amount of the excise tax levied and 
assessed herein to the price of the gasoline or other fuels taxed by this 
section, it being the purpose and intent of this provision that the tax levied 
is in fact a levy on the consumer or user with distributor, refiner, retail 
dealer or storer, or in the case of a licensed user, acting merely as an agent 
of the state for the collection and payment of the tax to the state.”

“Every distributor, manufacturer, retail dealer or storer of lubricating 
oil, as herein defined, shall pay an excise tax of $.02 per gallon upon the 
selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage in this state for any use 
lubricating oil as herein defined; provided, that this excise tax shall neither 
be levied upon the sale of lubricating oil in interstate commerce nor upon

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide that no person shall perform an abortion on an unemancipated 
minor without parental consent of said minor’s parents; to provide for certain 
exceptions; to provide for alternative court hearing and procedures; and to 
provide for criminal penalties for violation of the provisions of this act. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. Legislative Purpose and Findings. 


(a) It is the intent of the Legislature in enacting this parental consent 
provision to further the important and compelling state interests of: 
1) protecting minors against their own immaturity, 2) fostering the family 
structure and preserving it as a viable social unit, and 3) protecting the 
rights of parents to rear children who are members of their household. 


(b) The Legislature finds as fact that: 1) immature minors often lack 
the ability to make fully informed choices that take account of both immediate 
and long-range consequences, 2) the medical, emotional and psychological 
consequences of abortion are serious and can be lasting, particularly when 
the patient is immature, 3) the capacity to become pregnant and the capacity 
for mature judgment concerning the wisdom of an abortion are not necessarily 
related, 4) parents ordinarily possess information essential to a physician’s 
exercise of his best medical judgment concerning the child, and 5) parents 
who are aware that their minor daughter has had an abortion may better 
insure that she receives adequate medical attention after her abortion. The 
Legislature further finds that parental consultation is usually desirable and 
in the best interests of the minor. 


Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following definitions shall apply: 
(a) “Minor” means any person under the age of eighteen (18) years; 


(b) “Emancipated minor” means any minor who is or has been married 
or has by court order otherwise been legally freed from the care, custody 
and control of her parents; 


(c) “Abortion” means the use of any instrument, medicine, drug or any 
other substance or device with intent to terminate the pregnancy of a woman 
known to be pregnant, with intent other than to increase the probability of 
a live birth, to preserve the life or health of the child after live birth, or to 
remove a dead or dying unborn child. 


Section 3. (1) Except as otherwise provided in subsections (2) and (5) 
of this section and Sections 4 and 5 hereof, no person shall perform an 
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abortion upon an unemancipated minor unless he or his agent first obtains 
the written consent of either parent or the legal guardian of the minor. 


(2) (a) If the minor’s parents are divorced or otherwise unmarried and 
living separate and apart, then the written consent of the parent with legal 
custody, care and control of such minor shall be sufficient. 


(b) If the minor’s pregnancy was caused by sexual intercourse with the 
minor’s natural father, adoptive father or stepfather or legal guardian, then 
the written consent of the minor’s mother shall be sufficient. 


(3) The person who shall perform the abortion or his agent shall obtain 
or be provided with the written consent from either parent or legal guardian 
stating the names of the minor, parent or legal guardian, that he or she, is 
informed that the minor desires an abortion and does consent to the abortion, 
the date, and shall be signed by either parent or legal guardian. The eman- 
cipated minor shall verify on the same form, by her signature and in the 
presence of such person who shall perform the abortion or his agent, that 
said signature of the parents, parent or legal guardian is authentic. The 
consent shall be kept as a part of the minor’s patient file for seven years. 


(4) If the minor is emancipated, the person who shall perform the 
abortion or his agent shall obtain a written statement stating the name of 
the emancipated minor, that the minor is emancipated, the type of eman- 
cipation, the date and shall be signed by the minor. The written statement 
shall be signed in the presence of the person who shall perform the abortion 
or his agent and witnessed by him or the agent. The emancipated minor 
shall also provide a license or certificate of marriage, judgment or decree of 
divorce, order of emancipation or relieving her of the disabilities of nonage, 
or other court document evidencing her marriage, divorce, or emancipation. 
A copy of any such document shall be attached to the written statement 
and kept as a part of the minor’s patient file for seven years. 


(5) A minor who elects not to seek or does not or cannot for any reason, 
including unavailability or refusal by either or both parents or legal guardian, 
obtain consent from either of her parents or legal guardian under this section, 
may petition, on her own behalf, the juvenile court, or court of equal standing, 
in the county in which the minor resides or in the county in which the 
abortion is to be performed for a waiver of the consent requirement of this 
section pursuant to the procedure of Section 4 of this act. 


Section 4. (1) A minor who elects not to seek or does not or cannot 
for any reason, obtain consent from either of her parents or legal guardian, 
may petition, on her own behalf, the juvenile court, or the court of equal 
standing, in the county in which the minor resides or in the county in which 
the abortion is to be performed for a waiver of the consent requirement of 
this act. Notice by the court to the minor’s parents, parent or legal guardian 
shall not be required or permitted. The requirements and procedures under 
this act shall apply and are available to minors whether or not they are 
residents of this state. 


(2) The minor may participate in proceedings in the court on her own 
behalf. The court shall advise her that she has a right to court-appointed 
counsel and shall provide her with such counsel upon her request or if she 
is not already adequately represented. If the minor petitioner chooses to 
represent herself, such pleadings, documents or evidence that she may file 
with the court shall be liberally construed by the court so as to do substantial 
justice. Hearsay evidence shall be admissable. 
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(3) The court shall insure that the minor is given assistance in preparing 
and filing the petition and shall insure that the minor’s identity is kept 
confidential. Such assistance may be provided by court personnel including 
intake personnel of juvenile probation services. 


(4) The petition required in Section 3 (5) shall be made under oath 
and shall include all of the following: 


(a) A statement that the petitioner is pregnant; 


(b) A statement that the petitioner is unmarried, under eighteen (18) 
years of age, and unemancipated; 


(c) A statement that the petitioner wishes to have an abortion without 
the consent of either parent or legal guardian; 


(d) An allegation of either or both of the following: 


(i) That the petitioner is sufficiently mature and well enough informed 
to intelligently decide whether to have an abortion without the consent of 
either of her parents or legal guardian. 


(ii) That one or both of her parents or her guardian has engaged in a 
pattern of physical, sexual, or emotional abuse against her, or that the 
consent of her parents, parent or legal guardian otherwise is not in her best 
interest. 


(e) A statement as to whether the petitioner has retained an attorney 
and the name, address and telephone number of her attorney. 


(5) Court proceedings shall be given such precedence over other pending 
matters as is necessary to insure that the court may reach a decision promptly, 
but in no case, except as provided herein, shall the court fail to rule within 
seventy-two (72) hours of the time the petition is filed, Saturdays, Sundays, 
and legal holidays excluded. Provided, however, this time requirement may 
be extended on the request of the minor. If a juvenile court judge is not 
available for the hearing provided herein, the clerk of the court in which 
the petition was filed shall forthwith notify the presiding circuit court judge 
and the presiding circuit court judge of the circuit shall immediately appoint 
a district or circuit court level judge to hear the petition. 


(6) The required consent shall be waived if the court finds either: 


(a) That the minhor is mature and well-informed enough to make the 
abortion decision on her own; or 


(b) That performance of the abortion would be in the best interest of 
the minor. 


(7) A court that conducts proceedings under this section shall issue 
written and specific factual findings and legal conclusions supporting its 
decision and shall order that a confidential record of the evidence be main- 
tained for at least seven years. A transcript of the proceedings shall be 
recorded and if there is an appeal as provided in subsection (8), a transcript 
of the proceedings shall be prepared forthwith. 


(8) An expedited confidential and anonymous appeal shall be available 
to any minor to whom the court denies a waiver of consent. If notice of 
appeal is given, the record of appeal shall be completed and the appeal shall 
be perfected within five (5) days from the filing of the notice of appeal. 
Briefs shall not be required but may be permitted. Because time may be of 
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the essence regarding the performance of the abortion, the Alabama Supreme 
Court shall issue promptly such additional rules as it deems are necessary 
to insure that appeals under this section are handled in an expeditious, 
confidential and anonymous manner. 


(9) All proceedings under this act shall be confidential and anonymous. 
pte pleadings or court documents, the minor shall be identified by initials 
only. 


(10) No fees or costs shall be required of any minor who avails herself 
of the procedures provided by this section. 


Section 5. This act shall not apply when, in the best clinical judgment 
of the attending physician on the facts of the case before him, a medical 
emergency exists that so compromises the health, safety or well-being of the 
mother as to require an immediate abortion. A physician who does not 
comply with Sections 3 and 4 of this act by reason of this exception shall 
state in the medical record of the abortion, the medical indications on which 
his judgment was based.

Section 7. No physician who complies with the parental consent re- 
quirements of this act shall be liable in any manner to the minor upon 
whom the abortion was performed for any claim whatsoever arising out of 
or based on the disclosure of any information concerning the medical con- 
dition of such minor to her parent(s) or legal guardian(s). In no event shall 
the physician be under any duty to initiate proceedings in any court to 
secure a waiver of the parental consent requirement on behalf of any minor 
who has requested that an abortion be performed. 


Section 8. (1) Records and information involving court proceedings 
conducted pursuant to Section 4 of this act shall be confidential and shall 
not be disclosed other than to the minor, her attorney and necessary court 
personnel. Nothing in this subsection shall prohibit the keeping of statistical 
records and information as long as the anonymity of the minor is in no 
way compromised. 


(2) Any person who shall disclose any records or information made 
confidential pursuant to subsection (1) of this section shall be guilty of a 
Class C misdemeanor. 


(3) Provided, however, any person who performs abortions, or his agent, 
shall furnish to the bureau of vital statistics, on confidential forms furnished 
by the bureau, the following: 1) the number of abortions performed on each 
unemancipated and emancipated minors with written consent; 2) the number 
of abortions performed on each unemancipated and emancipated minors 
pursuant to juvenile or other court proceedings pursuant to Section 3(5) of 
this act; and 3) the number of abortions performed pursuant to Section 5 
of this act in each unemancipated and emancipated minors. Such reporting 
shall be provided annually as prescribed by the bureau of vital statistics 
which shall be retained by the bureau for at least seven years. Such infor- 
mation prescribed shall include nonconfidential statistics, including but not 
limited to: age, race and education level of minor. 


Section 9. No provision of this act shall be subject to the Administrative 
Procedure Act. 
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Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part, word 
or phrase of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 12. This act shall become effective 90 days after its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS, the Africanized bee quickly supplanted European stock, 
expanding their range 200 to 300 miles a year from the original epicenter 
in Brazil (1957), and have now reached Guatemala and are soon to cross 
over into Mexico if this has not already occurred; and 


WHEREAS, leading scientific experts have indicated that, if the Afri- 
canized bee continues to advance as predicted, it will be in the United States 
by 1990; and 


WHEREAS, studies in Venezuela, Colombia, and Central America found 
that the bee has retained virtually all of its African characteristics as it has 
spread; and 


WHEREAS, the Africanized bee has the potential to have a devastating 
impact on Alabama’s agricultural industry and to threaten public health and 
safety; and 


WHEREAS, Alabama ranks high in the nation in honey production; 
and 


WHEREAS, assuming pure European stock can still be produced in 
Alabama after Africanized bees become established, research has shown that 
the European bees may be unable to compete with a potentially high density 
of oe Africanized bees foraging on the limited pollen and nectar sources;

WHEREAS, Africanized bees could have a serious effect on the com-

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WHEREAS, to date, the Africanized bee has not been eradicated from 
any area in which it has become established; and 


WHEREAS, the United States Department of Agriculture’s Agriculture 
Research Service and Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service have 
developed the Africanized Bee Barrier Proposal not as the ultimate solution, 
but as a way to provide our scientists with the time needed for research to 
be completed to provide a long-term genetic solution; and 


WHEREAS, recent sightings indicate that the Africanized bee has mi- 
grated up to the barrier point proposed by the United States Department 
of Agriculture which may make any delay in implementing the barrier proposal 
more hazardous; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we respectfully memorialize the 
President and the Congress of the United States to give their full support 
to the speedy implementation of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture’s Africanized Bee Barrier Proposal by appropriating the funds necessary 
from the department’s current 1986-87 budget.

Tacit acceptance of domestic violence by courts and law enforcement 
agencies has resulted in under enforcement of criminal law when the offender 
and victim are related or cohabit even though criminal law does not distin- 
guish between violence against strangers and friends or men and women; 


Victims of domestic violence presently experience substantial difficulty 
in gaining access to police or court protection, particularly in obtaining 
prompt police and court response to emergencies; and 


Victims of domestic violence have a right to be safe in their homes; 


This act shall be liberally construed and applied to promote the following 
purposes; 


To assure victims of domestic violence the maximum protection from 
abuse that the law can provide; 


To create a flexible and speedy remedy to discourage violence and 
harassment against family members or others with whom the perpetrator 
has continuing contact; 


To expand the ability of law enforcement officers to assist victims, to 
enforce the law effectively in cases of domestic violence, and to prevent 
further incidents of abuse;

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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. 40-17-31 (a) Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 40-17-31. Levy and amount of tax; use of net proceeds; meth- 
ods of allocation and distribution; distributor, dealer, etc., to add tax to 
price. 


(a) Every distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer or user of gasoline 
shall collect and pay over to the state department of revenue an excise tax 
of $.07 per gallon upon the selling, use or consumption, distributing, storing 
or withdrawing from storage in this state for any use of gasoline as defined 
or otherwise referred to in this article, except gasoline sold for use as fuel 
to propel aircraft and which gasoline is subject to the tax imposed in 
subsection (d) of this section; and except gasoline sold for use by city and 
county boards of education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the 
Department of Youth Services School District, and private and parochial 
schools; provided that where any excise tax imposed a this section upon 
the sale, use or consumption, distribution, storage, withdrawal from storage 
in this state of such gasoline shall have been paid to the state by a distributor, 
refiner or by any retail dealer, storer or user, such payments shall be sufficient, 
the intent being that the tax shall be paid to the state but once.” 


Section 2. Section 40-17-171. Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby amended 
as follows: 


“Section 40-17-171. Levy; amount; certificates of exemption. 


Every distributor, manufacturer, retail dealer or storer of lubricating oil, 
as herein defined, shall pay an excise tax of $.02 per gallon upon the selling, 
distributing or withdrawing from storage in this state for any use lubricating 
oil as herein defined; provided, that this excise tax shall neither be levied 
upon the sale of lubricating oil in interstate commerce nor upon any sale 
of lubricating oil destined for out-of-state use which is transacted in a manner 
whereby an out-of-state purchaser takes delivery of such oil at a distributor’s 
plant within this state and transports it out-of-state; and provided further 
that this excise tax shall not be levied on lubricating oil sold to city and 
county boards of education, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the 
Department of Youth Services School District, and private and parochial 
schools; and provided further that where the excise tax of $.02 per gallon 
upon the sale of such lubricating oil shall have been paid by a distributor, 
manufacturer, retail dealer or storer, such payment shall be paid but one 
time by any person so liable. The state department of revenue is hereby 
authorized to issue to the United States certificates of exemption, upon 
forms prescribed by the department, for use by the United States in pur- 
chasing lubricating oil within the state of Alabama and which is paid for 
by the United States. Any person in reporting and paying such tax to the 
department may deduct the number of gallons of lubricating oil sold to the 
United States, as shown by such certificates of exemption duly executed by 
the United States and filed with such report; and the department is authorized 
to adopt rules and regulations with respect to the issuance and use of such 
certificates.” 


Section 3. Section 40-17-220 Code of Alabama, 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 40-17-220. Levy of tax; collection and remittance; United States 
certificates of exemption; exemptions from article.

(a) There is hereby levied in addition to all other taxes of every kind 
now imposed by law an excise tax on gasoline, motor fuel and lubricating 
oil of $.04 per gallon, which shall be collected as herein provided. 


(b) Every manufacturer, distributor, refiner, retail dealer, storer or user 
of gasoline, motor fuel or lubricating oil shall collect and pay over to the 
state department of revenue an excise tax of $.04 per gallon upon the selling, 
use or consumption, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage in this 
state for any use of gasoline, motor fuel or lubricating oil as defined or 
otherwise referred to in this article, except gasoline, motor fuel and lubricating 
oil expressly exempted by the provisions of this article. Provided, that where 
any excise tax imposed by this section upon the sale, use or consumption, 
distribution, storage or withdrawal from storage in this state of such gasoline, 
motor fuel or lubricating oil shall have been paid to the state by a manu- 
facturer, distributor, refiner or by any retail dealer, storer or user, such 
payments shall be sufficient, the intent being that the tax shall be paid to 
the state but once. 


(c) The state department of revenue is hereby authorized to issue to 
the United States certificates of exemption, upon forms prescribed by the 
department, for use by the United States in purchasing gasoline, motor fuel 
or lubricating oil taxed by this section within the state of Alabama and 
which is paid for by the United States. Any person in reporting and paying 
the tax to the department may deduct the number of gallons of such products 
taxed by this section sold to the United States, as shown by such certificate 
of exemption duly executed by the United States and filed with such report, 
and the department is authorized to adopt rules and regulations with respect 
to the issuance and use of such certificates. 


(d) The following are expressly exempted from the provisions of this 
article: 


(1) Gasoline and other fuel used to propel aircraft powered by recip- 
rocating engines, any fuel used to propel aircraft powered by jet or turbine 
engines and lubricating oil used in such aircraft; 


(2) Gasoline and motor fuel used to propel ships, vessels, barges, railroad 
locomotives, other railroad equipment, and lubircating oil used in ships, 
vessels, barges, railroad locomotives and other railroad equipment; 


(3) Gasoline, motor fuel and lubricating oil sold to be used for agricultural 
purposes; 


(4) Gasoline, motor fuel and lubricating oil sold to governing bodies of 
counties and incorporated municipalities; 


(5) Gasoline, motor fuel and lubricating oil sold to be used in off-road 
vehicles which presently do not require state licensing; specifically, but not 
limited to, forklifts and other like devices not for use on the streets and 
highways of this state; and 


(6) Gasoline, motor fuel and lubricating oil sold to city and county 
boards of education; and 

(7) Gasoline, motor fuel and lubricating oil sold to private and parochial 
school systems.” 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 
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Section 5. This Act shall become effective on October 1, 1989 following 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

($75.00) per meeting; provided, however, that such member shall not be paid 
such salary for more than one meeting in any month. The president of said 
board shall receive a salary of One Hundred and 00/100 Dollars ($100.00) 
per meeting if the president is not a member of the governing body of the 
City of Birmingham, and the president shall not be paid such salary for 
more than one meeting in any month. All members shall be chosen solely 
because of their character and fitness. One member of the governing body 
of the city selected by such governing body shall at all times be a member 
of said park and recreation board, provided that if there be in the city a 
member of the governing body whose department of the city government 
has the supervision of the parks of the city, such member shall by virtue 
of his office be a member of the park and recreation board.

If the 
park and recreation board of the city declines to appoint the nominee of 
the governing body of the city it shall forthwith certify or cause to be 
certified to the governing body of the city such fact, and the governing body 
of the city forthwith in like manner shall make and certify another nomination

Section 1. Sections 40-23-4 and 40-23-62, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“840-23-4, 


“(a) There are exempted from the provisions of this division and from 
the computation of the amount of the tax levied, assessed or payable under 
this division the following: 


“(1) The gross proceeds of the sales of lubricating oil and gasoline as 
defined in sections 40-17-30 and 40-17-170 and the gross proceeds from those 
sales of lubricating oil destined for out-of-state use which are transacted in 
a manner whereby an out-of-state purchaser takes delivery of such oil at a 
distributor’s plant within this state and transports it out-of-state, which are 
otherwise taxed. 
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“(2) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of fertilizer. The word 
‘fertilizer’ shall not be construed to include cottonseed meal, when not in 
combination with other materials. 


“(3) The gross proceeds of the sale, or sales, of seeds for planting purposes 
and baby chicks and poults. Nothing herein shall be construed to exempt 
or exclude from the computation of the tax levied, assessed or payable, the 
gross proceeds of the sale or sales of plants, seedlings, nursery stock or floral 
products. 


“(4) The gross proceeds of sales of insecticides and fungicides and feed 
for livestock and poultry, but not including prepared food for dogs and cats. 


“(5) The gross proceeds of sales of all livestock by whomsoever sold, 
and also the gross proceeds of poultry and other products of the farm, dairy, 
grove or garden, when in the original state of production or condition of 
preparation for sale, when such sale or sales are made by the producer or 
members of his immediate family or for him by those employed by him to 
assist in the production thereof. Nothing herein shall be construed to exempt 
or exclude from the measure or computation of the tax levied, assessed or 
payable hereunder, the gross proceeds of sales of poultry or poultry products 
when not products of the farm. 


“(6) Cottonseed meal exchanged for cottonseed at or by cotton gins. 


“(7) The gross receipts from the business on which, or for engaging in 
which, a license or privilege tax is levied by or under the provisions of 
sections 40-21-50, 40-21-53 and 40-21-56 through 40-21-60; provided, that 
nothing contained in this subdivision shall be construed to exempt or relieve 
the person or persons operating the business enumerated in said sections 
from the payments of the tax levied by this division upon or measured by 
the gross proceeds of sales of any tangible personal property, except gas and 
water, the gross receipts from the sale of which are the measure of the tax 
levied by said section 40-21-50, merchandise or other tangible commodities 
sold at retail by said persons, unless the gross proceeds of sale thereof are 
otherwise specifically exempted by the provisions of this division.

The title to all fish in and of the private fresh waters of 
this state, regardless of origin, whether such fish were acquired by gift or 
by purchase, is deemed vested in the private owner thereof, and the use and 
disposition of the such fish, whether private or commercial, is in the sole 
discretion of such private owner. Creel or harvest limits of all fish taken, 
harvested or captured in the private fresh waters of the state shall be without 
limitation and at the sole discretion of the private owner or operator thereof. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 4. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed.

Mr. Speaker:

When used with reference to a thor- 
oughbred stallion or a standardbred stallion, means a stallion which is 
standing in the state at the time he is bred to the dam of an Alabama-bred 
horse, which is registered with a commission, and which is alternatively (i) 
owned by a resident of the state and standing the entire stud season in the 
state, (ii) owned by a resident of another state but standing the entire stud 
season in the state and leased by a resident of the state for a term of not 
less than two years or (iii) owned jointly by a resident of the state together 
with a resident of another state and leased by a resident of the state for a 
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term of not less than two years. For purposes of this definition, a resident 
of the state may be any one of the following: (i) a natural person whose 
principal residence is located in the state; (ii) a natural person who does 
not maintain his or her principal residence in the state but who personally 
owns, singly or jointly with his or her spouse, real property located in the 
state that has an original cost to such person or a current fair market value 
of not less than $100,000.00; or (iii) a corporation or partnership which has 
its principal place of business in the state and more than 50 percent of the 
stock or other ownership interest in which is owned by natural persons 
described in items (i) or (ii) of this sentence.

“(6) BREEDING FUND FEE. A fee payable to a commission by an 
operator pursuant to section 11-65-34 for deposit into the breeding fund 
established by such commission. 


“(7) COMMISSION. Any public corporation organized pursuant to the 
provisions of this chapter. 


“(8) COMMISSION WAGERING FEE. A license fee payable to a 
commission by an operator for a particular calendar year, the amount and 
payment schedule of which are to be determined in accordance with the 
provisions of section 11-65-30 hereof.

“(b) The words ‘herein,’ ‘hereby,’ ‘hereunder,’ ‘hereof’ and other equiv- 
alent words refer to this chapter as an entirety and not solely to the particular 
section or portion thereof in which any such word is used. The definitions 
set forth herein shall be deemed applicable whether the words defined are 
used in the singular or plural. Whenever used herein any pronoun or pronouns 
shall be deemed to include both singular and plural and to cover all genders.” 
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Section 2. Section 11-65-10, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended 
to read as follows:

“A commission shall have the powers and duties necessary to license, 
regulate and supervise horse racing and pari-mutuel betting incidental thereto, 
including, without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the powers and 
duties set forth hereinafter in this section or in other sections of this chapter. 


“(1) A commission shall have succession in perpetuity, subject only to 
the provisions of this chapter as it may be amended from time to time.

of the receipt of fees, commissions and other moneys payable to it under 
the provisions of this chapter and (b) to pledge as security for the payment 
of the principal of and interest on the money so borrowed all or any of such 
fees, commissions and other moneys, which pledge shall be prior to any and 
all claims to such fees, commissions and other moneys from any intended 
recipients of breeding fund fees pursuant to section 11-65-34 hereof or from 
any intended recipients of the net revenues pursuant to section 11-65-36 
hereof; provided, however, that no commission shall be entitled, pursuant _to 
this clause (5) of Section 11-65-10, to borrow, or to allow to remain out- 
standing at any time, a principal amount in excess of (i) $500,000.00 or (ii) 
the amount which the commission estimates will be its total operating 
expenses for the next three years, whichever of such amounts is the lesser. 


“(6) A commission shall establish and maintain a general business office 
within its sponsoring municipality for the transaction of its business at a 
place to be determined by such commission. A commission shall meet at 
such times and places within its sponsoring municipality as it shall determine. 


“(7) Each commission shall be vested with supervision and authority 
over all horse races licensed by it under the provisions of this chapter and 
over all persons conducting, participating in or attending such races. A 
commission shall employ such persons to be present at race meetings as are 
necessary to ensure that they are conducted with order and the highest 
degree of integrity, and it may require that an operator pay such salaries 
to such of the commission’s employees as it shall prescribe. A commission 
may eject or exclude from any racetrack or from any part thereof any person, 
whether or not he possesses a permit, whose conduct or reputation is such 
that his presence may, in the opinion of the commission, reflect on the 
honesty and integrity of horse racing or interfere with the orderly conduct 
of horse racing. 


“(8) A commission and its representatives and employees shall visit, 
investigate and have free access to the office, track, facilities or other place 
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of business of an operator, and may compel the production of any of an 
operator’s books, documents, records or memoranda for the purpose of 
satisfying itself that such operator is truthfully complying with the provisions 
of this chapter and the commission’s rules and regulations. A commission 
shall require that there be delivered to it an annual balance sheet and income 
statement of each operator subject to its jurisdiction and also a copy of any 
management, concession or other contract to which any such operator is a 
party. 


“(9) A commission shall adopt and publish reasonable rules, regulations 
and conditions under which all types of racing subject to its jurisdiction, 
and pari-mutuel wagering, shall be conducted in its sponsoring municipality, 
and such other reasonable regulations as it deems necessary and appropriate 
to carry out the purposes and provisions of this chapter. Such rules and 
regulations may include reasonable penalties for violations which shall be in 
the nature of civil and not criminal penalties. 


“(10) A commission may issue subpoenas for the attendance of witnesses 
before it, administer oaths and compel production of records or other doc- 
uments and testimony of such witnesses whenever such commission finds it 
necessary and appropriate so to do in order to carry out its duties under 
this chapter or to enforce the provisions of this chapter or rules or regulations 
adopted pursuant hereto. 


(11) A commission shall have the power to compel an owner or operator 
to file with such commission such information, including, without limitation, 
financial statements and information relative to stockholders and all others 
with any pecuniary interest in such licensee as shall appear to such com- 
mission to be necessary for the performance of its duties hereunder, and 
may prescribe the manner in which books and records of an owner or 
operator shall be kept. 


“(12) A commission shall have the power to enter into arrangements 
with any governmental or nongovernmental agency or association for the 
purposes of exchanging information, establishing security forces or performing 
any other act better to ensure the proper conduct of horse racing. 


“(13) A commission shall have the power to demand and obtain for its 
files the fingerprints of the following persons, which fingerprints may be 
taken by a representative of a law-enforcement agency of the county, state 
or federal government, by inspectors of such commission or by such qualified 
private security agency as such commission may designate: 


“a, All members, officers and employees of such commission; 


“b. Every person who is an officer, director, partner or other principal 
of a corporation, partneship or other entity which holds a license as an 
owner or operator, and every employee of such a licensee whose duties relate 
to the horse racing business in the sponsoring municipality; 


“c, All owners of horses, trainers, jockeys, apprentices, stable employees, 
managers, agents, blacksmiths, veterinarians and other persons who actively 
participate in the racing activities of any operator; and 


“qd. All other persons whose relationship to horse racing and wagering 
activities under the jurisdiction of such commission is of such nature that 
such commission, in the exercise of reasonable judgment, believes that it 
would be prudent to obtain the fingerprints of such persons. 
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“(14) A commission shall report annually to the governing body of its 
sponsoring municipality and to such state and federal authorities as shall 
be required by law. 


“(15) All books, records, maps, documents and papers of a commission, 
including those filed with such commission as well as those prepared by or 
for it, shall at all times be open for the personal inspection of any officer 
of the state, the sponsoring municipality or the host county or any official 
investigative body or committee of any thereof, and no person having charge 
or custody thereof shall refuse this right to any officer or investigative body 
or committee, and it shall be the express duty of such person to assist such 
officer or committee in locating records or information. If any member of a 
commission violates the provisions of this paragraph, he shall be subject to 
removal from office. 


“(16) Subject to the provisions of section 11-65-11, a commission shall 
appoint an executive secretary and such other employees as it deems essential 
to perform its duties under this chapter. Such employees shall possess such 
authority and perform such duties as the commission shall prescribe or 
delegate to them. Such employees may include stewards, chemists, veteri- 
narians, inspectors, accountants, guards and such other employees deemed 
by the commission to be necessary for the supervision and the proper conduct 
of the highest standard of horse racing. Such employees shall be compensated 
as provided by the commission. 


“(17) The executive secretary of a commission, in addition to any other 
duties prescribed by such commission, shall keep a true and full record of 
all proceedings of such commission and preserve at such commission’s general 
office all books, documents and papers of such commission and shall cause 
such record of all such proceedings to_be published, at_such commission’s 
expense, in a newspaper of general circulation in the sponsoring municipality, 
excluding legal publications, within ten (10) days after the date of any such 


proceeding. 


“(18) A commission shall have the authority to employ legal counsel of 
its choice to advise such commission and represent it in all proceedings.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is created within the Cherokee County courthouse a 
license division or license commissioner office as determined by the county 
commission. The county commission shall furnish suitable quarters and 
provide the necessary forms, books, stationery, records, equipment and sup- 
plies, except such stationery forms and supplies as are furnished pursuant 
to law by the state department of finance or the state comptroller. The 
county commission shall insure the office has sufficient help and shall provide 
such clerks, and other assistants for said office, as shall be necessary from 
time to time, for the proper and efficient performance of the duties of his 
office. The designated officer shall have authority to employ such clerks, and 
other assistants, and to fix their compensation; however, the number and 
compensation of such clerks and other assistants shall be subject to the 
approval of the county commission. The compensation of the clerks and 
assistants shall be paid monthly out of the general fund of the county in 
the same manner as other county employees are paid. 


Section 2._ The license division shall perform all duties relating to the 
assessment and collection of taxes on motor vehicles in the county and issue 
applications for Certificates of Title on vehicles, which have heretofore been 
performed by the tax collector, tax assessor and the probate judge. The 
probate judge of Cherokee County is hereby relieved of all duties and 
responsibilities relative to the assessment and collection of taxes on such 
motor vehicles. The license division shall receive the commissions and fees 
heretofore allowed the tax collector, tax assessor and probate judge for 
performing these functions, and such fees and commissions shall be remitted 
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to the county general fund. Reporting and remitting of such tax shall be 
made at the same time as other reports and remittances are now made. 


Section 3. The county commission shall designate the officer who shall 
keep at all times an accurate record of all licenses received by him from the 
state comptroller and of the disposition made of them, of all monies received, 
and of the licenses issued by him. He shall report to the state comptroller 
at the same time and in the same manner that other license issuers are 
required to do under general law. All unissued licenses and the stubs or 
duplicates or carbon copies of licenses issued shall be accounted for in the 
same manner that other license issuers are required to account for by law. 


Section 4. The designated officer shall be entitled to charge and collect 
the same fees that are provided for by law. All such fees shall be the property 
of the county and shall be paid to the general fund of the county. Refunds 
for licenses issued by mistake of fact or law shall be under the conditions 
and in the manner prescribed by the Code of Alabama 1975. 


Section 5. To prevent motor vehicles from escaping taxation and to 
provide for a more efficient procedure for assessment and collection of taxes 
due on same, no licenses shall be issued to operate motor vehicles on the 
public highways of this state, nor shall any transfer be made by the license 
division or license commissioner until the ad valorem tax on such vehicles 
shall have been paid to the county for the preceding year as evidenced by 
receipt from the tax collection authority. Every person, firm or corporation 
driving or owning a motor vehicle, who desires to operate a motor vehicle 
on the public highways of Alabama shall first return such motor vehicle for 
ad valorem taxation purposes to said license division or license commissioner 
who shall issue a certificate of assessment on a form prescribed by the state 
department of revenue, shall collect the taxes shown thereon, and shall make 
a duplicate of the tax receipt and keep same on file in his office. The license 
tag shall be evidence of the payment of the license and ad valorem tax due 
as provided under this act. 


Section 6. Before any vehicle can be assessed, the license division shall 
be furnished the tag number presently on the vehicle unless such vehicle is 
new, in which case said officer shall be furnished a bona fide bill of sale 
from the dealer showing when the vehicle was bought new. In the case of 
a used car brought into the state from a state which provides that upon 
sale or transfer of the motor vehicle the tags are either surrendered to an 
appropriate authority or subsequently reissued by the seller, said licensing 
officer shall be furnished a bona fide certificate of title properly assigned 
which shows when the car was sold to an individual, firm, corporation or 
association, living or operating in this state. If such tag number or bill of 
sale or certificate of title is not furnished, the vehicle will be presumed to 
have been in the state the entire year for which taxes are being assessed. 


Section 7. The license division or license commissioner may, at his 
discretion, mail a notice or an application for renewal of licenses to whom 
such license has been previously issued. Such notice or renewal forms may 
be in postcard form and with sufficient information thereon to adequately 
identify and process such renewal. In the event of a mail order system, the 
signature of the licensee thereon and proper remittance shall constitute 
sufficient authority for the license division to issue such license and return 
to the licensee by mail. There is hereby established a fee to be entitled “Mail 
Order Fee” which shall be set from time to time by the county commission 
to pay the cost of the mailing procedure herein provided, and such fee shall 
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be collected by the officer at the time of issuance and paid over to the 
general fund of the county as are other fees and commissions. 


Section 8. The provisions of this act shall become effective upon the 
establishment of a license division or office of license commissioner in 
Cherokee County in the sole discretion of the county commission, pursuant 
to the provisions of this act and a resolution by said county commission, 
at a referendum called for such purpose. If such office fails to be established 
under this act, then, this act shall have no further force or effect. 


Section 9. The provisions of this act shall become operative in Cherokee 
County, only if they are first approved by a majority of the qualified electors 
of said county, who vote thereon, in a referendum election. Said election 
may be concurrent with a valid local, county, special or state election held 
pursuant to the provisions of this act, at which time the question shall be 
submitted substantially as follows: “Shall Act No. ______ of the 1987 Reg- 
ular Session of the legislature (here insert the number of this act) which 
provides for establishing the license division of Cherokee County as designated 
by the resolution of the county commission be approved? Yes 
No ” 


If a majority of the qualified votes cast at such election are ‘“‘Yes” votes, 
then this act shall become effective as provided above. If a majority of the 
votes cast are “No” votes, this act shall have no further force or effect. The 
referendum election shall be held and conducted as nearly as may be in the 
same way as elections on amendments to the Constitution. Notice of the 
election shall be given by the county commissioners of Cherokee County. 
Such notice shall be published once a week for three successive weeks before 
the day of the election. The judge of probate shall also certify the result of 
the election to the Secretary of State immediately after the returns have 
been certified. Provided, however, that any county-wide election called, for 
the purposes of this act, shall be sufficient for the local election. 


Section 10. In the discretion of the county commission, pursuant to 
resolution passed at a meeting called for the purpose, with notice given, the 
commission may temporarily designate an existing officer to fulfill the duties 
of this act. Such temporary officer shall be entitled to an expense allowance, 
paid monthly, not to exceed $4,800 per annum. Upon full implementation 
of a permanent office or division, such expense allowance shall cease. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 13. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

AN ACT 


To provide for the method of filing applications for allocations of a 
portion of the “State ceiling” applicable to tax-exempt bonds; to establish 
expiration and reversion dates for allocations of “State ceiling” and conditions 
subsequent to such allocations; to allocate the entire “State ceiling” to the 
State, subject to redistribution by the State Industrial Development Authority; 
to reserve certain portions of the “State ceiling” for the use and benefit of 
Alabama Housing Finance Authority and Alabama Higher Education Loan 
Corporation; to provide for the allocation of portions of the “State ceiling” 
to issuers of small issue bonds for manufacturing facilities and for exempt 
facility bonds and for the allocation of a portion of the “State ceiling” at 
the discretion of the State Industrial Development Authority; to impose 
certain limitations upon allocations made to local issuers of affected bonds; 
to provide a procedure for carryforward allocations; to establish an effective 
date; and to designate the President of the State Industrial Development 
Authority as the State official authorized to make certain certifications 
required under the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. Legislative Findings and Intent. 


The Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, imposes a “State 
ceiling” upon the aggregate principal amount of “private activity bonds” 
which may be issued in any calendar year by or on behalf of a state and 
its political subdivisions and instrumentalities, and establishes a method of 
allocating the available State ceiling within each state. Authority is granted 
by the Internal Revenue Code, however, to the states to provide for a 
different formula for allocation of the State ceiling. The Legislature has 
found and determined that the allocation method contained in the Internal 
Revenue Code is ill-suited for the needs of the State of Alabama and that 
the provisions of this Act will result in a more equitable and efficient 
distribution of the State ceiling available to the State and will therefore 
promote the economic and industrial development of the State. It is the 
intent of the Legislature by the passage of this Act to establish a method 
of allocation of the available State ceiling in the State for calendar year 
1988 and thereafter and to delegate to the State Industrial Development 
Authority substantial responsibility for the administration of the bond al- 
location plan established by this Act. 


SECTION 2. Definitions. Unless the context requires otherwise, the 
terms defined in this section shall have the following meanings for purposes 
of this Act: 


“Affected Bond” means any obligation or portion thereof which is 
required under the terms of the Code to receive an allocation of the State 
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Ceiling as a condition for the exclusion of interest on such obligation from 
the gross income of the recipient thereof for federal income tax purposes. 


“Allocation” means an allocation of a portion of the State Ceiling issued 
by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act. 


“Application” means an application for an Allocation, submitted by an 
Issuer under the provisions of this Act. 


“Application for Carryforward Allocation” means any application filed 
with the Authority seeking an elective carryforward of unused limitation for 
a “carryforward purpose” as defined in Section 146(f)(5) of the Code. 


“Authority” means the State Industrial Development Authority, a public 
corporation of the State, organized and existing under Act No. 662, enacted 
at the 1965 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama. 


“Base Year Amount” means the aggregate principal amount of Private 
Activity Bonds actually issued by any Issuer in calendar year 1985, as 
determined from the records of the Authority; provided, however, that in 
its discretion, the Authority may change the year of reference to any calendar 
year subsequent to 1985, in which event “Base Year Amount” shall mean 
the aggregate principal amount of Private Activity Bonds actually issued by 
any issuer in such later calendar year. 


“Carryforward Allocation” means an elective carryforward of State Ceil- 
ing for a “carryforward purpose” which may be granted by the Authority 
under the provisions of Section 6 of this Act and Section 146(f) of the Code. 


“Code” means the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, including 
any successor provision to any Code section or subsection referred to herein. 


“Exempt Facility Bond” means any obligation described as such in 
Section 142(a) of the Code, other than bonds the proceeds of which are to 
be used to provide airports or docks and wharves within the meaning of 
Sections 142(a)(1) and 142(a)(2), respectively, and includes any obligation 
issued to finance air and water pollution control facilities under the provisions 
of Section 103(b)(4)(F) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, 
to Ws extent permitted under any transitional or effective date provision of 
the Code. 


“Issuer” means the State, any agency or instrumentality of the State 
and any county, municipality or public corporation authorized by or pursuant 
to the Constitution or laws of the State to issue Affected Bonds. 


“Local Issuer” means any Issuer which is a county, municipality, or 
public corporation organized by or pursuant to approval by a county or 
municipality (or pursuant to approval by two or more counties or munici- 
palities or both) and which is authorized by or pursuant to the Constitution 
or laws of the State to issue Affected Bonds. 


“Manufacturing Facility” means any facility which is used in the man- 
ufacturing or production of tangible personal property (including processing 
resulting in a change in the condition of such property), and includes any 
facility devoted to an activity described in Standard Industrial Classification 
(SIC) Code Major Groups 20 through 39, or to agricultural activities, and 
further includes office facilities related to the foregoing so long as such office 
facilities are located on the premises of the Manufacturing Facility to which 
they are related. 
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“Private Activity Bond” has the same meaning as that specified for 
such term in Section 141(a) of the Code. 


“Qualified Mortgage Bond” has the same meaning as that specified for 
such term in Section 1438(a)(1)(A) of the Code. 


“Qualified Redevelopment Bond” has the same meaning as that specified 
for such term in Section 144(c) of the Code. 


“Qualified Residential Rental Project” has the same meaning as that 
specified for such term in Section 142(d) of the Code. 


“Qualified Small Issue Bond” has the same meaning as that specified 
for such term in Section 144(a) of the Code. 


“Qualified Student Loan Bond” has the same meaning as that specified 
for such term in Section 144(b) of the Code. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


“State Ceiling” means the maximum principal amount of Affected Bonds 
permitted to be issued in the State during a calendar year under the provisions 
of Section 146 of the Code. Under the provisions of the Code in effect on 
the date of passage of this Act, based upon the most recent estimate of the 
population of the State made by the Bureau of Census, the State Ceiling 
for calendar year 1988 is expected to be $201,050,000. In the event that the 
provisions of Section 146 of the Code are amended subsequent to the passage 
of this Act, or upon the publication by the Bureau of Census of revised 
estimates of the population of the State from time to time, the amount of 
the State Ceiling available for allocation hereunder shall be revised in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of Section 146 of the Code. 


SECTION 3. Allocation Procedure. Allocations of the State Ceiling 
shall be granted by the Authority in response to Applications filed with the 
Authority by any Issuer in the following manner: 


(a) Each Application shall be made by an instrument in writing signed 
by an officer or agent of the Issuer and shall contain (i) the names 
and addresses of the Issuer, the proposed lessee, purchaser or user 
of the project to be financed (if applicable), and bond counsel, (ii) 
the maximum principal amount of Affected Bonds proposed to be 
issued, (iii) a brief description of the project to be financed, and 
(iv) a brief description of the Affected Bonds proposed to be issued, 
identifying such bonds as “Exempt Facility Bonds”, “Qualified Mort- 
gage Bonds”, “Qualified Small Issue Bonds” (and if “Qualified Small 
Issue Bonds”, further indicating whether the project to be financed 
constitutes a Manufacturing Facility), “Qualified Student Loan Bonds”, 
or “Qualified Redevelopment Bonds”. In addition, a copy of any 
notification required by law to be filed with the Alabama Securities 
Commission in connection with the issuance of the bonds which 
are the subject of the Application shall also be filed with the Authority 
together with the Application. All Applications shall be mailed or 
otherwise delivered to the Authority at such address and in such 
manner as may be specified by the Authority. 


(b) Each Application and each request for an extension of an Allocation 
shall be accompanied by an administrative fee in such amount as 
may be determined by the Authority. 
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All Applications shall be processed and made by the Authority in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 4 below. 


Each Allocation of State Ceiling granted by the Authority prior to 
December 1 of any calendar year shall expire upon the earlier of (i) 
sixty (60) calendar days following the date of the Allocation, or (ii) 
December 1 of the calendar year in which the Allocation is made, 
unless a notification confirming issuance of the bonds has been 
received by the Authority as described in Section 3(e) below, subject 
to a single extension for a period of up to thirty (30) calendar days 
at the discretion of the Authority for good cause shown. Any Ap- 
plication which has expired may be renewed by resubmission of a 
new Application. Any Allocation granted by the Authority from 
December 1 of any year to and including December 30 of such year, 
shall expire at 12:00 midnight on December 30 of such year. Any 
Allocation granted by the Authority on December 31 of such year 
shall expire at 4:30 p.m., Central Standard Time, on December 31 
of such year. The foregoing provisions of this Section 3(d) shall not 
apply to Carryforward Allocations, which shall be effective for the 
period provided in Section 146(f)(3) of the Code. 


Every Allocation shall be subject to the condition subsequent that 
a notification confirming the issuance of bonds pursuant to such 
Allocation must be received in the office of the President of the 
Authority within seven (7) business days (ie., days not counting 
Saturdays, Sundays, national holidays or days that are holidays for 
State offices) after the date of issuance of the bonds; provided, 
however, that as to bonds issued on or after December 1 of any 
year, such notification must be received prior to 5 p.m., Central 
Standard Time, on the next business day following the date of 
issuance of the bonds, except for bonds issued on December 31 of 
any year, as to which such notification must be received prior to 
4:30 p.m., Central Standard Time, on that date.

On December 1 of each calendar year, any previously allocated portion

SECTION 4. Allocation Formula. The State Ceiling for calendar year 
1988 and thereafter is hereby allocated in its entirety to the State, and no 
other governmental unit, Issuer, or other entity of any type shall have or 
utilize any portion of the State Ceiling for such year except in accordance 
with this Act. The State Ceiling shall be redistributed by the Authority to 
Issuers of Affected Bonds in the chronological order of receipt of completed 
Applications, subject to the limitations, reservations and further provisions 
of this Section 4.

Subject to the provisions of Section 3(f) below, sixteen and two- 
thirds percent (16-2/3%) of the State Ceiling for each calendar year 
is hereby reserved for Issuers of Exempt Facility Bonds. 


The remaining five percent (5%) of the State Ceiling for each calendar 
year not provided for in paragraphs (a), (b), (c) and (d) above, 
together with any amounts which shall revert to the Authority under 
Section 3(f) or paragraphs (a) and (b) above, is hereby reserved for 
the Authority, to be allocated to Issuers of Affected Bonds in the 
discretion of the Authority. 


If, in its sole judgment, the Authority shall determine that inefficient 
use has been or is being made of the reservations contained in 
paragraphs (c) and (d) above, or if it shall determine for any other 
reason that such reservations are inappropriate, the Authority may, 
from time to time, reallocate all or any part of such reservations in 
accordance with paragraph (e) above. 


SECTION 5. Allocation Limitations. Every Allocation made pursuant 
to Section 4 shall be subject to the following limitations:

With respect to allocations made pursuant to Section 4(c), the 
aggregate Allocations of State Ceiling made to any Local Issuer in 
each calendar year shall not exceed the greater of (1) seventy-five 
percent (75%) of that amount of the Issuer’s Base Year Amount 
representing bonds issued to finance Manufacturing Facilities, or (2) 
$10,000,000; provided, however, that the foregoing limitation shall 
not apply to Allocations made on or after December 1 of any year. 
The foregoing limitation shall not apply to Carryforward Allocations. 


No more than fifty percent (50%) of each of the amounts referred 
to in paragraph (a) above may be allocated to any Local Issuer prior 
to July 1 of any calendar year. 
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(c) With respect to Allocations made pursuant to Section 4(d), no 
Allocation or Allocations shall be made in an amount or aggregate 
amount greater than $25,000,000 to any Local Issuer or Issuers in 
any one county for the issuance of Exempt Facility Bonds for one 
or more Qualified Residential Rental Projects for the benefit of any 
one private lessee, purchaser or user (including “related persons” 
within the meaning of Section 147(a)(2)(C) of the Code). 


SECTION 6. Carryforward Allocation Procedure. Applications for Car- 
ryforward Allocations may be submitted to the Authority on or after December 
1 of each calendar year. The Authority shall grant such Carryforward Al- 
locations in its sole discretion, giving due regard to the likelihood of the use 
of the remaining State Ceiling prior to December 31 of such year, and shall 
use its best efforts to assure that any remaining and unallocated State Ceiling 
is used to satisfy Applications for Carryforward Allocations. 


SECTION 7. Effective Date. This Act shall be effective for Allocations 
made on or after January 1, 1988. 


SECTION 8. Forms, Regulations, and Interpretations. The Authority 
may do all other things necessary or desirable to carry out the purpose of 
this Act, including the establishment of fees to be paid with each Application, 
the adoption and promulgation of forms to be used for Applications, Ap- 
plications for Carryforward Allocations and confirmations of issuance of 
bonds, and the employment of attorneys, agents or independent contractors 
to assist the Authority in the administration of its duties hereunder. 


SECTION 9. Designation of Official for Certifications. The President 
of the Authority is hereby designated as the State official authorized to 
make the certifications required by Section 149(e)(2)(F) of the Code.

The compensation of said personnel shall be paid 
from funds appropriated to the Lieutenant Governor’s office. The compen- 
sation, expense allowances or other emoluments due said personnel shall be 
certified by the Lieutenant Governor to the comptroller who shall issue his 
warrant therefor from funds appropriated to the Lieutenant Governor’s office. 


Business travel by the Lieutenant Governor and by the personnel of 
the Lieutenant Governor’s office shall be approved by the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and shall be paid from funds appropriated to the Lieutenant Governor’s 
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office. The Lieutenant Governor shall have authority to purchase, lease, or 
contract equipment, supplies and services for use by the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor’s office and pay for said equipment, supplies and services from funds 
appropriated to the Lieutenant Governor’s office.

An act requiring pipeline facilities transporting hazardous liquids and/ 
or liquified natural gas (LNG) and facilities used in the liquification of 
natural gas to comply with certain standards of safety; granting certain 
additional rights, powers and authority to the Alabama Public Service 
Commission to carry out the purposes of this Act; prescribing jurisdictions 
of courts for injunction proceedings; and prescribing monetary sanctions for 
violations of certain standards of safety. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this Act the following words and terms 
shall have the following meanings unless a different meaning is expressly 
stated or clearly indicated by the context: 


(a) “Person” means any individual, firm, joint venture, partnership, 
corporation, association, or joint stock association and includes any trustee, 
receiver, assignee, or personal representative thereof engaged in the 
transportation of hazardous liquids. 


(b) “Hazardous liquid” means: 
(1) Petroleum, petroleum products; or anhydrous ammonia. 


(2) Any substance or material which is in liquid state, including liquified 
natural gas (LNG), when transported by pipeline facilities and which may 
poe an unreasonable risk to life or property when transported by pipeline 
facilities; 


(c) “Transportation of hazardous liquids” means the movement of 
hazardous liquids by intrastate pipeline, or their storage incidental to such 
movement, except that it shall not include: any such movement through 
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gathering lines in rural locations, coastal waters, or onshore production; 
refining or manufacturing, cleansing and processing facilities, not including 
LNG facilities; or storage or in-plant piping systems associated with any 
such facilities; 


(d) “Facilities” includes, without limitation, new and existing pipe, right- 
of-way, any equipment, facility, or building used or intended for use in the 
transportation of hazardous liquids, and any facility used in the liquification 
of natural gas, but “rights-of-way” as used in this title does not authorize 
the Commission to prescribe the location or the routing of any pipeline 
facility; 

(e) “Commission” means the Alabama Public Service Commission; 


(f) “Federal Safety Standards” means the minimum standards of safety 
adopted by the United States Department of Transportation pursuant to 
the Natural Gas Pipeline Safety Act of 1968 and the Hazardous Liquid 
Pipeline Safety Act of 1979 (P. L. 96-129)(Title 49 C.F.R., Parts 191-195) 
or any amendments thereto, and any rules and regulations promulgated by 
any regulatory agency of the United States having jurisdiction thereof. 


Section 2. All facilities used in this state for the transportation of 
hazardous liquids and the liquification of natural gas shall be constructed, 
operated and maintained in such safe manner as at all times to be in 
compliance with the defined federal minimum standards. 


Section 3. The Commission shall have the right, power and authority: 
to provide and make certification, reports and information to the Secretary 
of the United States Department of Transportation; to enter into agreements 
with said Secretary to carry out the purposes of this article; to enforce 
federal safety standards in the State of Alabama in lieu of enforcement by 
the said Department of Transportation as permitted in the Natural Gas 
Pipeline Safety Act of 1968 and the Hazardous Liquid Pipeline Safety Act 
of 1979 (P. L. 96-129); and to exercise regulatory jurisdiction over the safety 
of pipeline facilities and the transportation of hazardous liquids as permitted 
by the Natural Gas Pipeline Safety Act of 1968 and the Hazardous Liquid 
Pipeline Safety Act of 1979 (P.L. 96-129). 


Section 4. In order to determine whether or not each such pipeline 
facility is operating in compliance with the required safety standards and 
to enforce such compliance, the Alabama Public Service Commission shall 
have the right, power and authority to promulgate reasonable rules and 
regulations to facilitate such purposes. It may require each such pipeline 
system to make, maintain and file such books, papers, records and documents 
as the Commission may deem necessary, which books, papers, records and 
documents shall be made available to members of the Commission and their 
employees upon request. Authorized personnel of the Commission shall be 
authorized to inspect all such pipeline facilities, systems, and equipment and 
shall have the right of access and entry to all buildings and property owned, 
leased or operated by such systems. 


Section 5. Upon petition of the Commission, the Circuit Court in any 
county in which a violation of this article exists shall have jurisdiction to 
restrain such violations and to enforce compliance with the safety standards 
herein required. 


Section 6. The Alabama Public Service Commission shall be authorized 
to employ, subject to the provisions of the Merit System Act, such inspectors 
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or other qualified employees as may be necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this Act. 


Section 7. (a) Any person who violates any provision of the Act or 
any regulation issued hereunder shall be subject to a civil penalty not to 
exceed $1,000.00 for each violation for each day that the violation persists.

(b) Any civil penalty may be compromised by the Commission. In 
determining the amount of the penalty, or the amount agreed upon in 
compromise, the appropriateness of the penalty to the size of the business 
of the person charged, the gravity of the violation, and the good faith of 
the person charged in attempting to achieve compliance, after notification 
of a violation, shall be considered.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The state board of health shall designate the diseases and 
health conditions which are notifiable. The diseases and health conditions 
so designated by the board of health are declared to be diseases and health 
conditions of epidemic potential, a threat to the health and welfare of the 
public, or otherwise of public health importance. The occurrence of cases of 
notifiable diseases and health conditions shall be reported as provided by 
the rules adopted by the state board of health. 


Section 2. Each physician, dentist, nurse, medical examiner, hospital 
administrator, nursing home administrator, laboratory director, school prin- 
cipal, and day care center director shall be responsible to report cases or 
suspected cases of notifiable diseases and health conditions. The report shall 
contain such information, and be delivered in such a manner, as may be 
provided for from time to time by the rules of the state board of health. 
All medical and statistical information and reports required by this Act shall 
be confidential and shall not be subject to the inspection, subpoena, or 
admission into evidence in any court, except proceedings brought under this 
Act to compel the examination, testing, commitment or quarantine of any 
person or upon the written consent of the patient, or if the patient is a 
minor, his parent or legal guardian. Any physician or other person making 
any report required by this Act or participating in any judicial proceeding 
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resulting therefrom shall, in so doing, be immune from any civil or criminal 
liability, that might otherwise be incurred or imposed. No provision of this 
section shall be interpreted to prevent the publication of statistical reports 
or other summaries provided that said reports or summaries do not identify 
individual persons. 


Section 3. Whenever the state health officer or his representative, or 
the county health officer or his representative, is notified of any person or 
persons afflicted with any of the notifiable diseases or health conditions 
designated by the state board of health, he shall, at his discretion, isolate 
or quarantine such person or persons as further provided in this Act. Such 
quarantine shall be established and maintained in accordance with the rules 
adopted by the state board of health for the control of the disease with 
which the person or persons are afflicted. 


Section 4. Any physician, hospital, laboratory, or other provider of 
medical services having rendered treatment, care, diagnostic or laboratory 
services to any person suspected of having a notifiable disease or health 
condition shall make his or its records on that individual readily available 
to the state health officer or his designee. 


Section 5. The state board of health may take charge of the investigation 
of an epidemic or of the suppression thereof, or both, whenever, in the 
opinion of the state health officer, the public welfare requires such a course 
of action and, in that event, shall have and exercise all the power and 
authority that the county board of health and county health officer would 
have in the premises. 


Section 6. Any physician or other person designated in Section 2 who 
has knowledge of a case of a notifiable disease or health condition, who 
refuses or willfully fails to make to the health officer, in whose jurisdiction 
the case is located, a full and prompt report thereof, specifying the character 
of the notifiable disease or health condition and the name and locality of 
the patient, together with such other details as may be required by the state 
board of health, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, may 
be fined not less than $100.00 nor more than $500.00. 


Section 7. Any person reported as having any of the notifiable diseases 
or health conditions designated by the state board of health shall conform 
to or obey the instructions or directions given or communicated to him by 
the county board of health, county health officer or his designee, or state 
board of health, state health officer or his designee, to prevent the spread 
of the disease. 


Section 8. Whenever complaint is made in writing to the health officer 
of a county that a person, not at his own home, is afflicted with any of the 
notifiable diseases or health conditions designated by the state board of 
health, such health officer shall, thoroughly and promptly, investigate said 
complaint. If, upon investigation, said health officer is of the opinion that 
said complaint is well founded, he may cause such person to be removed to 
such place as may have been provided for such cases in the county, city or 
town in which such person is found or, if there is no such place provided 
for such cases, then, to such place as said health officer may deem suitable, 
subject to the approval of the authorities of the county, city or town, as the 
case may be. The removal of said person shall be at the expense of said 
person, or, in case the person is a minor, then, at the expense of his parent 
or guardian or, if the person be indigent, then, at the expense of the town, 
city, or county, as the case may be. 
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Section9. Any physician who diagnoses or treats a case of active 
tuberculosis, the administrator of any hospital, dispensary, correctional fa- 
cility or other institution in which there is a case of active tuberculosis, the 
person in charge of any laboratory performing a positive test for active or 
suspected active tuberculosis, and pharmacist dispensing anti-tuberculosis 
medication shall report this information to the state health officer, the county 
health officer, or their designee, in the manner provided in Section 1. These 
reports shall include, at a minimum, the name of the patient and the name 
and address of the physician. The reports required by this section shall be 
confidential and shall not be subject to public inspection, subpoena, or 
admission into evidence in any court except proceedings brought under this 
Act to compel the examination, treatment, commitment or quarantine of 
any person or upon the written consent of the patient, or if the patient is 
a minor, his parent or legal guardian. 


Section 10. Whenever the state board of health or its authorized rep- 
resentative shall discover, as a result of its own investigation or as a result 
of any report required by this Act, that any person may be afflicted with 
tuberculosis, the state board of health, through its authorized representative, 
shall investigate or further investigate the circumstances and, if after in- 
vestigation, the representative of the state board of health is of the opinion 
that an active case of tuberculosis is found, he shall encourage the person 
infected to take voluntary treatment to meet the minimum requirements 
prescribed by the state board of health. If such afflicted person refuses 
voluntary treatment, then the state board of health, through its authorized 
representative, may petition the probate court to order commitment of the 
afflicted person for compulsory treatment and quarantine as further provided 
in this Act. The compulsory treatment and quarantine shall be at a facility 
designated by the state board of health as a tuberculosis recalcitrant treatment 
center. The afflicted person shall be committed until, in the opinion of the 
attending physician, the afflicted person’s tuberculosis is cured or said person 
is no longer a threat to public health. The court issuing a commitment order 
under this Act shall retain jurisdiction of the afflicted person and may 
recommit said person if having been discharged, said person fails to complete 
the prescribed course of outpatient treatment. The cost of compulsory treat- 
ment care and maintenance of persons committed to a contract tuberculosis 
hospital under the provisions of this Act shall be provided for by the state 
from any funds appropriated for the care and treatment of tuberculosis 
patients in a manner determined by the state board of health.

Section 11. The state board of health, at its option, may authorize 
regional contract tuberculosis hospitals to admit indigent patients afflicted 
with chronic lung diseases other than tuberculosis. Costs for the care and 
treatment of indigent patients afflicted with chronic lung diseases other than 
tuberculosis who are treated in regional tuberculosis hospitals under the 
provisions of this Act shall be paid in the same manner and from the same 
funds ms the costs for care and treatment of indigent tuberculosis patients 
are paid. 


Section 12. 


(1) It shall be the duty of the state board of health to assure the 
statewide operation of outpatient clinics necessary for the treatment and 
control of tuberculosis. These clinics shall make available anti-tuberculosis 
drugs, other tuberculosis services, and conduct a continuing search for in- 
dividuals infected with tuberculosis. 
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(2) The state board of health shall have the authority to contract with 
accredited general hospitals to serve as regional contract tuberculosis hospitals 
and to determine the method of reimbursement. The regional contract tu- 
berculosis hospitals shall furnish the state board of health with such reports 
as are required by the board. The regional tuberculosis hospitals shall be 
compensated in a manner fixed by the state board of health. 


(3) The amount of expenditure for the purpose of treatment of tuber- 
culosis, operation of clinics for treatment and control of tuberculosis, and 
provision of anti-tuberculosis drugs shall be that sum provided in the General 
Appropriation Act together with any public or private grants or appropri- 
ations. 


Section 13. Sexually transmitted diseases which are designated by the 
state board of health are recognized and declared to be contagious, infectious 
and communicable diseases and dangerous to public health. The state board 
of health is authorized and directed to promulgate rules for the testing, 
reporting, investigation and treatment of sexually transmitted diseases. 


Section 14. 


(1) Any physician who diagnoses or treats a case of sexually transmitted 
disease as designated by the state board of health, or any administrator of 
any hospital, dispensary, correctional facility or other institution in which 
a case of sexually transmitted disease occurs shall report it to the state or 
county health officer or his designee in a time and manner prescribed by 
the state board of health. 


(2) The report shall be upon a form prescribed by the state board of 
health and, at a minimum, shall state the patient’s full name, date of birth, 
race, sex, marital status, address, telephone number, place of employment, 
stage of disease, medication and amount given, and the date of onset. 


(3) Any person who is charged with the responsibility of operating a 
laboratory which performs tests for sexually transmitted diseases as designated 
by the state board of health shall report all positive and/or reactive test 
results to the state board of health in a time and manner prescribed by the 
state board of health. 


(4) The laboratory report shall be on a form prescribed by the state 
board of health which, at a minimum, shall include the patient’s full name, 
age or date of birth, race, test results, name and address of attending physician 
and date of report. 


(5) The reports required by this section shall be confidential and shall 
not be subject to public inspection or admission into evidence in any court 
except proceedings brought under this Act to compel the examination, testing, 
commitment or quarantine of any person or upon the written consent of 
the patient. 


(6) Any person violating the provisions of this section or rules made 
pursuant thereto shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, may 
be fined not less than $100.00 nor more than $500.00. 


(7) Upon receipt of a report of a case of sexually transmitted disease, 
the county or state health officer shall institute such measures as he or she 
deems necessary or appropriate for the protection of other persons from 
infection by such diseased person as said health officer is empowered to use 
to prevent the spread of contagious, infectious or communicable diseases. 
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Section 15. 


(1) Except as provided in this section, each applicant for a marriage 
license shall file with the judge of probate a certificate from a legally licensed 
physician, setting forth that the applicant has been examined for syphilis 
and that, in the opinion of the examining physician, the person is either 
not infected with syphilis or, if infected with syphilis, it is not in a stage 
of that disease which is communicable. Such examination on the part of 
the physician shall include a physical examination and an approved laboratory 
test for syphilis. 


(2) The certificate mentioned in subsection (1) of this section shall be 
accompanied by a statement from the person in charge of the laboratory 
making the required tests or from some other person authorized to make 
such reports. A separate form shall be used to show the results of the test 
and shall be transmitted by the laboratory to the physician. 


(3) The certificate of the examining physician mentioned in subsection 
(1) of this section and the statement of the person authorized to make 
reports for the laboratory shall be on a form approved, provided and dis- 
tributed by the Alabama state board of health or on any similar form which 
may be used by any physician or laboratory authorized by this title to 
perform such examinations and laboratory tests. 


(4) The laboratory tests required by this section shall be performed by 
approved methods either in a laboratory of the Alabama state board of 
health, a laboratory approved by the Alabama state board of health, a 
laboratory operated or approved by the board of health or similar department 
of another state within which such laboratory is situated or a laboratory 
operated or approved by an agency of the federal government. Such laboratory 
es must be made within 30 days prior to the issuance of the marriage 
icense. 


(5) Before the judge of probate issues any marriage license, he shall 
attach thereto the certificate relating to each applicant. No minister or other 
person authorized to perform marriage ceremonies in Alabama shall perform 
a ceremony unless the certificate as to each contracting party is attached 
to the marriage license. 


(6) If, on the joint application of both parties to a proposed marriage, 
the judge of probate is satisfied that an emergency exists or is satisfied that 
the parties have previously married each other and have continuously lived 
together as husband and wife since such marriage but must remarry to cure 
some defect in the previous marriage, he may waive the requirement of this 
section and issue a license, provided all other requirements of the marriage 
laws have been complied with. 


(7) If certificates have been refused because one or both of the applicants 
have been found to be infected with syphilis and if the judge of probate is 
satisfied that an emergency exists, he may, on joint application by both 
parties to the proposed marriage, issue a license, provided all other require- 
ments of the marriage laws have been complied with. 


(8) An emergency shall be defined as: 
(a) Impending death in either of the contracting parties; and 


(b) Such other causes as may be defined, from time to time, by the 
state board of health. 
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(9) Except as otherwise provided in this section, any applicant for a 
marriage license, physician or representative of a laboratory who shall willfully 
misrepresent any of the facts called for by the certificate prescribed in this 
section, or any judge of probate who shall fail to receive such certificate or 
who shall issue a license to marry without such certificate, or any minister 
or other person who shall otherwise fail to comply with the provisions of 
this section, shall be guilty of a Class “‘C” misdemeanor. 


(10) Examiners shall be physicians duly licensed to practice medicine 
in Alabama or in the state in which they reside. Upon the request of each 
applicant, the health officer of any county of this state shall make the 
necessary examinations and issue such certificate, if the same can be properly 
issued, without charge to the applicants. 


Section 16. 


(1) Every physician or other person permitted by law to attend a 
pregnant woman during gestation shall, in the case of each woman so attended, 
take or cause to be taken blood samples of such woman during the first and 
third trimesters and submit such samples to a laboratory approved by the 
state board of health for a standard serologic test for syphilis. 


(2) Every physician or other person permitted by law to attend a 
pregnant woman during delivery shall take or cause to be taken a sample 
of the blood of such woman and a sample of the blood from the umbilical 
cord of the newborn and submit such samples to a laboratory approved by 
the state board of health for a standard serologic test for syphilis. 


(3) All positive or reactive tests shall be reported as provided in Section 
14. 


Section 17. 


(1) All persons sentenced to confinement or imprisonment in any city 
or county jail or any state correctional facility shall be tested for those 
sexually transmitted diseases designated by the state board of health, upon 
entering the facility, and any inmate so confined for more than ninety days 
shall be examined for those sexually transmitted diseases thirty days before 
release. The results of any positive or reactive tests shall be reported as 
provided in Section 14. 


(2) The authorities of any state, county or city facility shall provide for 
treatment of any inmate diagnosed with a treatable sexually transmitted 
disease. In the case of a discharged inmate who is infectious, a written notice 
shall be submitted to the state health officer or to the county health officer 
of the locality to which the prisoner is returned, setting forth the necessary 
facts and a record of the treatment administered while in custody. 


Section 18. 


(1) Any person where there is reasonable cause to believe has a sexually 
transmitted disease or has been exposed to a sexually transmitted disease 
shall be tested and examined by the county or state health officer or his 
designee or a licensed physician. Whenever any person so suspected refuses 
to be examined, such person may be isolated or committed as provided in 
this Act until, in the judgment of the state or county health officer, that 
person is no longer dangerous to public health. The cost of feeding and 
opine such person shall be at the expense of the state department of public 

ealth. 
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(2) The state health officer or county health officer shall require all 
persons infected with a sexually transmitted disease to report for treatment 
by the health officer or a licensed physician, and continue treatment until 
such disease, in the judgment of the attending physician is no longer com- 
municable or a source of danger to public health. When such infected persons 
are unable to pay the attending physician’s fees and are indigent, they shall 
submit to treatment at public expense. Whenever, in the judgment of the 
state or county health officer, such a course is necessary to protect public 
health, a person infected with a sexually transmitted disease may be com- 
mitted or isolated for compulsory treatment and quarantine in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. The cost of feeding or keeping such person 
or persons shall be at the expense of the state department of public health. 


Section 19. Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a minor 12 
years of age or older who may have come into contact with any sexually 
transmitted disease as designated by the state board of health may give 
consent to the furnishing of medical care related to the diagnosis or treatment 
of such disease, provided a duly licensed practitioner of medicine in Alabama 
authorizes such diagnosis and treatment. The consent of the minor shall be 
as valid and binding as if the minor had achieved his or her majority, as 
the case may be. Such consent shall not be voidable nor subject to later 
disaffirmance because of minority. The medical provider or facility of whatever 
description providing diagnostic procedures or treatment to a minor patient 
who has come into contact with any designated sexually transmitted disease, 
may, but shall not be obligated to, inform the parent, parents or guardian 
or any such minor as to the treatment given or needed. 


Section 20. Every physician who examines or treats a person having a 
sexually transmitted disease shall instruct such person in measures for pre- 
venting the spread of such disease and the necessity of treatment until cured. 


Section 21. 


(1) Any person who shall treat or prescribe for any person having a 
sexually transmitted disease except a physician licensed to practice medicine 
in Alabama by the medical licensure commission shall be guilty of a Class 
“C” misdemeanor. 


(2) Any druggist or other person who shall sell any drug, medicine or 
preparation or preparations advertised, called for, labeled or intended to be 
used as a cure or treatment for a sexually transmitted disease, except on 
the written prescription of a licensed physician, shall be guilty of a Class 
“C” misdemeanor. 


(3) Any person afflicted with a sexually transmitted disease who shall 
knowingly transmit, or assume the risk of transmitting, or do any act which 
will probably or likely transmit such disease to another person shall be guilty 
of a Class ‘“C” misdemeanor. 


Section 22. All information, reports and medical records concerning 
persons infected with sexually transmitted diseases designated by the state 
board of health shall be confidential and shall not be subject to public 
inspection or admission into evidence in any court except commitment 
proceedings brought under this Act. Individual medical records may be 
released on the written consent of the patient. Anyone violating the provisions 
of this section shall be guilty of a Class ‘““C” misdemeanor. 


Section 23. Any person who the state or county health officer has 
reason to believe has been exposed to any of the diseases designated under 
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this Act shall be tested. Any person who the state or county health officer 
has reason to believe is afflicted with any of the diseases designated under 
this Act shall seek and accept treatment at the direction of the health officer 
or a physician licensed to practice medicine in Alabama. 


Section 24. When any person exposed to a disease or where reasonable 
evidence indicates exposure to a disease or infection designated under this 
Act refuses testing or when any person afflicted with a disease designated 
under this Act refuses treatment and/or conducts himself so as to expose 
others to infection, the state or county health officer or the designee may 
petition the probate judge of the county in which such person is located to 
commit him to the custody of the Alabama department of public health for 
compulsory testing, treatment and quarantine. 


Section 25. The petition shall be executed under oath and shall contain 
the name and address of the petitioner, the name and location of the person 
sought to be committed, the disease to which the person has been exposed 
or is afflicted with, and a statement of the reasons why the petitioner believes 
the person has been exposed or is afflicted with one of the designated diseases 
and the danger he poses to public health. 


Section 26. When any petition is filed, seeking to commit any person 
to the custody of the Alabama department of public health, the probate 
judge shall immediately review the petition and may require the petitioner 
to be sworn in and to answer, under oath, questions regarding the petition 
and the person sought to be committed. If it appears from the face of the 
petition or the testimony of the petitioner that the petition is totally without 
merit, the probate judge may order the petition dismissed without further 
proceedings. 


Section 27. When any petition has been filed seeking to commit a 
person to the custody of the Alabama department of public health on the 
ground that such person is a danger to public health and such petition has 
been reviewed by the probate judge, the probate judge shall order the sheriff 
of the county in which such person is located to serve a copy of the petition, 
together with a copy of the order setting the petition for hearing, upon such 
person. Said notice shall include the date, time and place of the hearing; a 
clear statement of the purpose of the proceeding and the possible consequences 
to the subject thereof; the alleged factual basis for the proposed commitment; 
a statement of the legal standards upon which commitment is authorized; 
and a list of the names and addresses of the witnesses who may be called 
to testify in support of the petition. Said notice shall be served on the person 
sought to be committed at lease five days prior to the date of the hearing. 


Section 28. 


(1) When a petition has been filed, seeking to have limitations placed 
upon the liberty of a person, pending the outcome of a final hearing on the 
merits, the probate judge shall order the sheriff of the county in which such 
person is located, to serve a copy of the petition upon such person and to 
bring such person before the probate judge instanter. When any such person 
against whom a petition has been filed, seeking to have limitations placed 
upon such person’s liberty pending the outcome of a full and final hearing 
on the merits, is initially brought before the probate judge, the probate judge 
shall determine from an interview with the person sought to be committed 
and with other available persons, what limitations, if any, shall be imposed 
upon such person’s liberty and what temporary treatment, if any, shall be 
imposed upon such person pending further hearings. 
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(2) No limitations shall be placed upon such person’s liberty nor treat- 
ment imposed upon such person unless such limitations are necessary to 
prevent such person from doing substantial and immediate harm to himself 
or to others or to prevent such person from leaving the jurisdiction of the 
court. No person shall be placed in a jail or other facility for persons accused 
of or convicted of committing crimes unless such person poses an immediate, 
real and present threat of substantial harm to himself or to others, and no 
other appropriate public facility is available to safely detain such person. 


(3) When any person sought to be committed has any limitations im- 
posed upon his liberty or any temporary treatment imposed upon him by 
the probate judge, pending final hearings on such petition, the probate judge, 
at the time such limitations or treatment is imposed, shall set a probable 
cause hearing within seven days of the date of such imposition. If, at such 
probably cause hearing, the probate judge finds that probable cause exists 
that such person should be detained temporarily and finds that temporary 
treatment would be in the best interest of the person sought to be committed, 
the probate judge shall enter an order so stating and setting the date, time 
and place of a final hearing on the merits of the petition. The final hearing 
shall be set within thirty days of the filing of the petition. 


Section 29. At the time when any petition has been filed seeking to 
commit any person to the custody of the Alabama department of public 
health, the probate judge shall appoint a guardian ad litem to represent and 
protect the rights of such person and shall determine if the person has the 
funds and capacity to secure the services of an attorney to represent him. 
If the person does not have the funds or capacity to secure the services of 
an attorney, the probate judge shall appoint an attorney, who may be the 
same person as the guardian ad litem, to represent him. 


Section 30. When a petition has been filed seeking to commit any 
person to the custody of the Alabama department of public health, the 
probate judge shall order such person to appear at the places and times 
designated for hearing the petition, and may order the person to appear at 
designated times and places to be examined by licensed physicians. If the 
respondent does not appear as ordered by the probate judge, the probate 
judge may order the sheriff of the county in which the person is located to 
take the respondent into custody and compel his attendance as ordered by 
the probate judge. 


Section 31. At all hearings conducted by the probate judge in relation 
to a petition to commit any person to the custody of the Alabama department 
of public health or such other facility as the court may order, the following 
rules shall apply: 


(1) The person sought to be committed shall be present unless, prior 
to the hearing, the attorney for such person has filed in writing a waiver 
of the presence of such person on the ground that the presence of such 
person would be dangerous to such person’s health or that such person’s 
conduct could reasonably be expected to prevent the hearing from being held 
in an orderly manner, and the probate judge has judicially found and de- 
termined from evidence presented in an adversary hearing that the person 
proposed to be committed is so mentally or physically ill as to be incapable 
of attending such proceedings. Upon such findings, an order shall be entered 
approving the waiver. 


(2) The person sought to be committed shall have the right to compel 
the attendance of any witness who may be located anywhere in the state of 
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Alabama and to offer evidence including the testimony of witnesses, to be 
confronted with the witnesses in support of the petition, to cross-examine 
and to testify in his own behalf, but no such person shall be compelled to 
testify against himself. The attorney representing the person sought to be 
committed shall be vested with all rights of said person during all of the 
hearings if such person is not present in court to exercise his rights. 


(3) The probate judge shall cause the hearing to be transcribed or 
recorded stenographically, mechanically, or electronically and shall retain 
such transcription for a period of not less than three years from the date 
the petition is denied or granted and not less than the duration of any 
commitment pursuant to such hearing. 


(4) All hearings shall be heard by the probate judge with a jury and 
shall be open to the public unless the person sought to be committed or his 
attorney requests in writing that the hearings be closed to the public. 


(5) The rules of evidence applicable in other judicial proceedings in this 
state shall be followed in involuntary commitment proceedings. 


Section 32. 


(1) If, at the final hearing, upon a petition seeking to commit a person 
to the custody of the Alabama department of public health or such other 
facility as the court may order, the probate judge, on the basis of clear and 
convincing evidence, shall find: 


(a) That the person sought to be committed has been exposed or is 
afflicted with one of the diseases designated in this Act; 


(b) That the person has refused testing or voluntary treatment; 


(c) That, as a consequence of the disease, the person is dangerous to 
himself and the health of the community; 


(d) That the person conducts himself so as to expose others to the 
disease; 


(e) That treatment is available for the person’s illness if confined or 
that confinement is necessary to prevent further spread of the disease; and 


(f) That commitment is the least restrictive alternative necessary and 
available for the treatment of the person’s illness and the protection of public 
health; 


Then upon such findings, the probate judge shall enter an order, setting 
forth his findings, granting the petition and ordering the person committed 
to the custody of the Alabama department of public health or such other 
facility as the court may order. 


(2) If upon rehearing, the probate judge shall find, from the evidence, 
that one or more of the elements required for commitment, shall no longer 
be applicable to the person who is the subject of the rehearing, the probate 
judge shall discharge the person. 


(3) If the probate judge finds that no treatment is presently available 
for the person’s illness, but that confinement is necessary to prevent the 
person from causing harm to the health of the community, the order com- 
mitting the person shall provide that, should treatment become available 
during the person’s confinement, such treatment will immediately be made 
available to him. 
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Section 33. The probate court committing any person to the custody 
of the Alabama department of public health or such other facility as the 
court may order shall retain jurisdiction over such person concurrently with 
the probate court of the county in which the person is subsequently located 
for so long as the person is in custody, and the probate court committing 
such person may hold any hearing regarding such person at any place within 
the state of Alabama where such person may be located. 


Section 34. The probate judge shall order one or more persons or law 
enforcement officers to convey any person committed to the custody of the 
Alabama department of public health to such facility as designated by the 
department or to the custody of such other facility as the court may order, 
and all necessary expenses incurred by the persons or officers conveying such 
person shall be taxed as costs of the proceeding. Such facilities shall report 
to the probate judge as to the progress of all persons who have been committed 
therein. Such reports shall be made as often as may be ordered by the 
probate court. 


Section 35. In any commitment proceeding, the fees of any attorney 
appointed by the probate judge to serve as guardian ad litem shall be set 
at the rates established by section 15-12-21; and any expert employed to 
offer expert testimony, in such amounts as found to be reasonable by the 
probate judge; and all other costs allowable by law shall be paid by the state 
general fund upon order of the probate judge. 


Section 36. An appeal from an order of the probate court granting a 
petition seeking to commit a person to the custody of the Alabama department 
of public health or such other facility as the court may order lies to the 
circuit court for trial de novo unless the probate judge who granted the 
petition was learned in the law, in which case the appeal lies to the Alabama 
court of civil appeals on the record. Notice of appeal shall be given in writing 
to the probate judge within five days after the respondent has received actual 
notice of the granting of the petition and shall be accompanied by security 
for costs, to be approved by the probate judge, unless the probate judge finds 
that the person sought to be committed is indigent, in which case no security 
shall be required. Upon the filing of a notice of appeal, the probate judge 
shall determine and enter an order setting forth the limitations to be placed 
upon the liberty of the person sought to be committed, pending appeal. Upon 
the filing of a notice of appeal, the probate judge shall certify the record to 
the clerk of the reviewing court. The petition shall be set for hearing by 
the reviewing court within sixty (60) days of the date that the notice of 
appeal is filed in the probate court, and such hearing shall not be continued 
except for good cause, upon motion in writing by the person sought to be 
committed. The costs of the proceedings in the reviewing court shall be 
taxed in the same manner as in the probate court. All requirements relative 
to hearings in probate court shall apply to appeals heard in the circuit court. 


Section 37. When there is reasonable cause to believe that an inmate 
of any state correctional facility or any municipal or county jail has been 
exposed to or is afflicted with any of the diseases designated by this Act, 
the state or county health officer may petition the superintendent of the 
facility to isolate the inmate for compulsory testing, treatment and quarantine. 


Section 38. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the 
Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 
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Section 39. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. Chapters 11, 15 and 16 of Title 22 of Code of Alabama, 
1975, is specifically repealed. 


Section 40. This Act shall become effective within 60 days of its passage 
and approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Any laws or parts of laws to the contrary notwithstanding, 
any county, city, town or municipality which had established, levied or 
collected any such tax, fee, license or charge whatsoever, whether directly 
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or indirectly, under the authority of any ordinance, resolution, act or other 
law enacted or adopted prior to January 1, 1987, and under which collections 
were being made on January 1, 1987, shall be permitted to continue to levy 
and collect severance taxes as herein prescribed: 


(a) All revenues generated from said local county severance tax shall be 
paid into the county general fund for deposit into a trust fund hereby 
established until the total sum of $15,000,000 in severance tax revenues, 
excluding any interest as income in such total sum, has been paid into such 
trust fund. Upon the corpus of said trust fund reaching $15,000,000 in 
severance tax revenues, any local law authorizing such tax, including without

The county governing body shall not be au- 
thorized to make any expenditure from any monies composing the corpus 
during the life of such trust fund, which shall be designated as the “County 
Oil and Gas Severance Trust Fund,” hereafter called “trust fund.” 


(b) Commencing the first year, and each year thereafter, the county 
governing body shall pay into the trust fund the total severance tax revenues 
plus ten percent (10%) of any income or interest, generated by such severance 
tax revenues, which sum shall be and become a part of the corpus until said 
trust shall be terminated as herein provided. 


(c) The county governing body shall constitute the trustees of the trust. 
Provided, however, the members of the governing body, or their successors 
in office, may in their discretion, appoint one or more trustees or escrow 
agents for the trust, which trustees or excrow agents shall be trust companies 
or national or state banks having powers of a trust company within or 
without the State of Alabama. The trustees shall invest the corpus of the 
trust only in direct general obligations of, or obligations the payment of the 
principal of and interest on which are unconditionally and irrevocably guar- 
anteed by, the United States of America. Provided, however, that notwith- 
standing any legal limitation that might otherwise be applicable, the trustees 
shall further have the authority in their discretion to invest such trust fund 
in certificates of deposit of any savings and loan associatons or banks whether 
federally or state chartered whose principal office is located in the state, 
provided that such funds so invested are fully secured by pledge of eligible 
United States Treasury securities. 


(d) Commencing the first year and thereafter, a sum, not to exceed 
ninety percent (90%) of the net income thereby generated from said in- 
vestments, shall be distributed quarterly, semiannually or annually as des- 
ignated by the trustees to the general fund of said county. 


(e) Upon the payment and escrowing of the total sum of $15,000,000 
in severance tax revenues excluding any interest as income in such total 
sum, in said corpus, the county governing body shall be prohibited from 
levying or collecting directly or indirectly any county severance tax in 
existence prior to January 1, 1987, and such county severance tax shall be 
repealed. 


Section 2. Act No. 2120, H. 2450, Regular Session 1971 (Acts 1971, 
Vol V., p. 3399), is hereby specifically repealed upon the corpus having the 
total sum of $15,000,000.00; and any law or parts of laws which directly 
conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

payments, based on legislative appropriations and to establish the “Conven- 
tion and Tourist Facilities Fund.” 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act may be cited as the “Alabama Convention and 
Tourist Facilities Act.” 


Section 2. The legislature hereby finds and determines that: 


(a) The tourist and convention industries are vital and beneficial in- 
dustries for the State of Alabama and promote the health, welfare, progress 
and physical and economic well being of the people of this state. 


(b) Adequate facilities are essential to the proper development of the 
tourist meeting and entertainment industries. Adequate tourist and conven- 
tion facilities are often not self-supporting so as to permit their financing 
with revenue bonds, but generate economic activity and stimulate business 
and commerce in the affected locality, and throughout the state. through 
increased demand for goods and services furnished by restaurants, hotels, 
places of entertainment and other stores, shops and establishments, and, as 


a consequence, generate additional state and local tax revenues and collections. 


(c) It is in the interest of the state and its cities and counties, for the 
state to assist any city or county in financing convention facilities and tourist 
facilities by remitting to the city or county a portion of the additional state 
tax revenues attributable thereto. 


Section 3. As used in this act: 


(a) “Bonds” means either general obligation bonds or revenue bonds, 
or a combination thereof, issued after May 1, 1987, by a city or county in 
connection with the financing, in whole or in part, of Eligible Facilities. 


(b) “City” means any city in this state. 
(c) “County” means any county in this state. 
(d) “Delegate” means a person attending a national or regional meeting. 


(e) “Eligible Facilities” means any convention or tourist facilities owned 
by a city or county, or their entities or authorities, which are acquired after 
the effective date of this act, or such facilities for which the construction, 
or substantial expansion, reconstruction, or renovation is completed after 
the effective date of this act. 


(f) “Estimated investment multiplier” means the number of times initial 
expenditures by delegates or visitors will be respent on additional goods and 
services in this state, as determined in Section 4, paragraph (h) of this act. 


(g) “National or regional meeting” means a meeting, convention, show 
or other function which is intended primarily for delegates from outside the 
state. The terms of this act shall not apply with regard to conventions which 
have met in Alabama during the past five years. 
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(h) “Revenue bonds” means bonds issued by a city or county, which 
are limited or special, rather than general, obligations of the issuer and which 
are not payable from the proceeds of an ad valorem tax. 


(i) “State assistance payments” means payments to a city or county, 
or their entities or authorities, under this act. 


(j) “Tourist facilities’ means any property, real, personal or mixed, 
necessary or desirable, which constitutes a sports arena or a facility for 
entertainment or amusement, or similar facilities, including without limi- 
tation, auditoriums, stadiums, gymnasiums, and facilities for food preparation 
and serving, parking facilities, and administrative offices, in connection 
therewith. 


(k) “Convention facilities” means any property, real, personal or mixed, 
necessary or desirable, which constitutes a convention or meeting center, or 
similar facility, including without limitation, auditoriums, exhibition halls, 
and facilities for food preparation and serving, parking facilities, and ad- 
ministrative offices, in connection therewith. 


Section 4. (a) Any city or county may apply to the State Director of 
Finance for state assistance payments for any Eligible Facilities. The city

(d) Within 90 days after such public hearing, the Director of Finance 
shall determine whether the facilities described in the initial application are 
Eligible Facilities and, if so, approve such application and immediately certify 
the same to the Governor and Joint Legislative Council of the Alabama 
Legislature. 


(e) After the initial application has been approved, the city or county 
shall file an annual application with the Director of Finance, which shall 
estimate (i) the number of delegates and/or visitors that will patronize the 
Eligible Facilities during the year, (ii) their estimated expenditures, (iii) the 
estimated additional state tax revenues to be derived as a result of the 
expenditures (taking into consideration the investment multiplier), (iv) the 
expected additional expense, if any, to the state, and (v) any other matters 
prescribed by the Director of Finance. The descriptions required by (i), (ii), 
des (iii) shall be supported by statistical surveys satisfactory to the Director 
of Finance. 


(f) The Director of Finance shall review all such annual applications, 
determine the amount of state assistance payments that would be required 
under such estimates, as determined in Section 4, paragraph (i) herein, and 
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shall include in the proposed budget to the Governor, a line item appropriation 
in such amount, and certify such amount to the state legislature. 


(g) The legislature shall appropriate annually, such amount as it deems 
necessary and desirable to satisfy all such projected state assistance payments 
for the year. Such amounts shall be credited to the Convention and Tourist 
Facilities Fund. 


(h) Each city or county that has applied for state assistance shall file 
a request for state assistance payments with the State Department of Finance 
within 30 days after the end of the quarter. The quarterly request shall 
include the actual number of delegates and visitors that patronized Eligible 
Facilities during the preceding quarter, the average number of days attendance 
for such delegates and visitors, their average expenditures, their total esti- 
mated expenditures taking into consideration the investment multiplier, the 
total estimated additional state tax revenues generated and the amount of 
state assistance payments requested by the city or county for such quarter. 
The investment multiplier for each city or county shall be determined by 
the Director of Finance with due consideration given to the investment 
multiplier for such city or county as determined by the Director of Finance 
of the State of Alabama.

The maximum amount of state assistance payments for any 
quarter shall be limited to eighty percent (80%) of the bond debt service 
requirements, including principal and interest, for the quarter for which such 
state assistance payments have been requested. 


Section 5. (a) There is hereby established on the books of the Director 
of Finance, State Treasurer, and State Auditor, a fund to be known as the 
Convention and Tourist Facilities Fund. 


(b) State assistance payments authorized by this act shall be made to 
the city or county, or their entities or authorities, by the State Comptroller 
within 30 days after receipt of their request. 


Section 6. State assistance payments to cities and counties authorized

(1950, Ex. Sess., p. 102) It has come to the attention of this legislature that 
certain state employees are not being afforded such protection. Since the 
enactment of the said law the state has not treated members of the boards 
of registrars of this state as other state employees are treated in regard to 
social security benefits. It is the intent of this legislature that such members 
of the boards of registrars be afforded social security protection and benefits 
on the same basis as other state employees. 


Section 2. Members of the boards of registrars of this state are hereby 
declared to be state employees for the purposes of Chapter 28 of Title 36 
of the Code of Alabama 1975.

“(a) Each registrar shall receive an-expense—allowanee a salary in the 


amount of $35.00 per day for each day’s attendance upon business of the 
board, to be paid by the state and disbursed to the county commissions and 
disbursed by the county commissions to each registrar on order of a quorum 
of the board of registrars of the county. The state comptroller shall issue 
to each county commission on a monthly basis an amount sufficient to fund 
these payments plus the employer share of the social security or Federal 
Insurance Corporation Act tax.

Section 5. All payments by a county to any member of a county board

Section 7. Any law or court decision in conflict with or inconsistent 
with this act is hereby repealed in so far as such law or court decision 
conflicts with or is inconsistent with this act. 


If any section, clause, provision or portion of this act shall 
be held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such holding shall not affect any other section, clause or provision of this 
act which is not in and of itself invalid or unconstitutional.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make legislative findings and declarations respecting problems en- 
countered in the issuance of refunding obligations by the State of Alabama, 
the counties and municipalities therein and agencies and instrumentalities 
of any of the aforesaid governmental units; to provide that any of the 
aforesaid entities may sell refunding obligations by public or private sale, 
with or without competitive bidding; to specify the conditions under which 
obligations of any of the aforesaid entities shall not be considered to be 
outstanding for purposes of constitutional and statutory debt limitations as 
a result of one or more escrow funds having been established to provide for 
the payment thereof; to provide that refunding obligations satisfying certain 
conditions may be issued without restriction as to rate or rates of interest 
or as to principal amount and to provide further that such refunding obli- 
gations shall not constitute or create any debt in excess of the debt represented 
by the obligations refunded thereby within the meaning of certain consti- 
tutional and statutory provisions; to provide that warrants may be issued 
by any county or municipality to refund bonds issued by such county or 
municipality; to provide rules for the allocation of refunding obligations 
between obligations refunded thereby that are subject to any constitutional 
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debt limitation and those that are not subject to such limitation; and to 
provide that the provisions of this act shall be severable. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. As used in this act, the following words and phrases shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


EXEMPT OBLIGATIONS. The term “exempt obligations” means ob- 
ligations constituting debt of any county or municipality that are not required 
to be counted against the limitation on debt imposed on such county or 
municipality by the Constitution of the State because of the special purpose 
or purposes for which such obligations are issued. 


ISSUER. The term “issuer” means any of the following: (i) the State 
or any department, agency or instrumentality thereof; (ii) any municipality 
or county in the State; (iii) any public corporation heretofore or hereafter 
organized or created in the State pursuant to authorization, determination, 
finding or other action of any municipality or municipalities or county or 
counties or the governing body of any one or more thereof; (iv) any municipal 
or county board of education; or (v) any not-for-profit public or private 
corporation at any time organized or created pursuant to an act of the 
Legislature or executive order of the Governor for the purpose of acting as 
an instrumentality of the State or otherwise acting in the public interest. 


NON-EXEMPT OBLIGATIONS. The term “non-exempt obligations” 
means obligations constituting debt of any county or municipality that are 
required to be counted against the limitation on debt imposed on such county 
or municipality by the Constitution of the State. 


OBLIGATIONS. The term “obligations”, when used with reference to 
an issuer, means any bonds, notes, warrants or other evidences of indebtedness 
issued by such issuer. 


QUALIFIED ESCROW INVESTMENTS. The term “qualified escrow 
investments” means any of the following: (i) direct general obligations of 
the United States of America; (ii) obligations the payment of the principal 
of and the interest on which is unconditionally and irrevocably guaranteed 
by the United States of America; (iii) custodial receipts evidencing ownership 
in future principal or interest payments, or both, with respect to direct 
general obligations of the United States of America that have been deposited 
with a custodian pursuant to a custody agreement which provides for all 
payments of principal and interest received by such custodian with respect 
to the obligations underlying such custodial receipts to be paid to the holders 
of such custodial receipts in accordance with their respective ownership 
interests in such underlying obligations; (iv) obligations, whether general or 
limited, of any state of the United States of America or of any political 
subdivision thereof (“state or local obligations”) if the payment of the full 
amount of the principal of and interest on such state or local obligations is 
either unconditionally and irrevocably guaranteed by the United States of 
America or is to be derived from payments of principal of or interest on 
obligations that are described in any of clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) of this 
definition and that are held in an irrevocable trust or escrow for the payment 
of such state or local obligations; and (v) demand or time deposits with 
banks or savings and loan associations (whether or not evidenced by cer- 
tificates of deposit) that are insured by an agency of the United States of 
America or, to the extent not so insured, that are secured by collateral 
consisting of obligations described in any of clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) of this 
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definition and having a market value (exclusive of accrued interest) at all 
times not less than the amount of such deposits not so insured. 


QUALIFIED SUPPLIER. The term “qualified supplier” means any of 
the following: (i) any bank, whether organized under the laws of the United 
States of America, any state thereof or any foreign country, which conducts 
a banking business in the United States of America subject to regulation 
by one or more bank regulatory authorities of the United States of America 
or any state thereof and which has stockholders’ equity of not less than 
$500,000,000; or (ii) any firm which conducts a securities business in the 
United States of America subject to regulation by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission or successor agency of the United States of America, which is 
a primary dealer in United States Treasury obligations reporting to and 
trading with one or more Federal Reserve Banks, and which has stockholders’ 
equity or partnership capital of not less than $500,000,000. 


REFUNDING EXPENSES. The term “refunding expenses”, when used 
with reference to any refunding obligations, means any expenses of selling 
and issuing refunding obligations, including, but without limitation thereto, 
the following: the expenses of developing the refunding plan involving the 
issuance of such refunding obligations; underwriting fees and commissions 
incurred in selling such refunding obligations; the fees and expenses of 
financial advisors, lawyers, accountants and other consultants and advisors; 
printing and publication expenses; the cost of insurance, letters of credit, 
guaranties and other credit enhancement arrangements obtained to reduce 
the interest cost of such refunding obligations or to improve the marketability 
thereof; the fees and expenses of any registrars, paying agents or trustees 
with respect to such refunding obligations; and the fees and expenses incurred 
in establishing and administering any escrow fund for the payment of 
obligations refunded by such refunding obligations. 


REFUNDING OBLIGATIONS. The term “refunding obligations” means 
any obligations issued by an issuer for the purpose of providing funds to 
refund or refinance all or part of the principal of or interest on one or more 
prior issues of obligations evidencing valid debt at any time incurred or 
assumed by such issuer, whether such refunding or refinancing shall occur 
before, at or after the maturity of the obligations to be refunded or refinanced. 


STATE. The term “State” means the State of Alabama. 


YIELD. When used with reference to any issue of refunding obligations, 
the term “yield” means that discount rate which, when used in computing 
the present value (as of the date of issuance of such refunding obligations) 
of all payments of principal and interest that will become due with respect 
to such refunding obligations, will produce an aggregate present value equal 
to the purchase price received by the issuer from the sale of such refunding 
obligations (taking into account accrued interest and underwriters’ discount, 
but not other refunding expenses). In computing such present value, such 
discount rate shall be applied with a compounding frequency identical to 
the frequency of computing interest on such refunding obligations that is 
prescribed by the terms thereof. 


Section 2. The Legislature hereby finds and declares as follows: 


(a) From time to time it is economically advantageous for an issuer 
having outstanding obligations to refund such obligations prior to their 
respective maturities through the issuance of refunding obligations. In such 
situations, the issuer will generally implement a refunding plan which requires 
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all or a significant portion of the proceeds of the refunding obligations to 
be deposited into one or more escrow funds which, together with any other 
deposits to such escrow fund or funds that are required by the refunding 
plan, will provide a source of payment for all the principal, interest and 
redemption premium (if any) that will come due with respect to the obligations 
to be refunded. The proceeds of the refunding obligations and such other 
moneys as may be deposited in such escrow fund or funds are generally 
invested pending the application thereof for payment of the principal of and 
the interest and redemption premium (if any) on the obligations to be 
refunded, and the income derived from the investment of such proceeds and 
other moneys is also used, in whole or in part, for the payment of such 
principal, interest and redemption premium. 


(b) Because of (i) the complexities frequently involved in coordinating 
the sale of an issue of refunding obligations with the terms of the investments 
that must be acquired for the related escrow fund or funds and (ii) the 
advantages of being able to sell refunding obligations without delay in order 
to benefit from favorable changes in interest rates caused by conditions in 
the national bond market, it is appropriate and desirable for issuers to have 
the authority to sell refunding obligations through private sales without 
competitive bidding. 


(c) Under the Constitution of the State, elections are required for the 
issuance of certain types of obligations and certain kinds of issuers are subject 
to limits respecting the maximum amount of debt that they may incur. 
Issuers have encountered certain legal uncertainties in applying such re- 
quirements and restrictions to refunding obligations issued in accordance 
with current financing techniques. Consequently, there is a need for legislative 
construction of certain constitutional provisions to the extent that such 
provisions apply to refunding obligations. 


(d) The Constitution of the State requires any debt of a county or 
municipality that is evidenced by bonds to be authorized by an election of 
the voters of such county or municipality. Since the initial debt evidenced 
by bonds will have been authorized by an election, it is appropriate and 
desirable to permit any county or municipality to refund such debt through 
the issuance of warrants without requiring such warrants to be authorized 
by an election. 


(e) The Constitution of the State provides that obligations issued by a 
municipality (and may by future amendment provide that obligations issued 
by a county) for certain purposes are not required to be counted against the 
constitutional limitation on debt applicable to such county or municipality. 
In cases where obligations not subject to the constitutional debt limitation 
are refunded through the issuance of refunding obligations, issuers have 
experienced certain legal uncertainties in determining the principal amount 
of such refunding obligations that are also not subject to such debt limitation. 
Consequently, there is a need for legislative construction of certain consti- 
tutional provisions in order to provide rules for the allocation of refunding 
obligations between obligations refunded thereby that are subject to any 
constitutional debt limitation and those that are not subject to such limitation. 


(f) For the aforesaid reasons, it is necessary, desirable and appropriate 
for the Legislature to enact this act setting forth certain general rules 
applicable to all issuers with respect to the issuance of refunding obligations. 


Section 3. Any provision of the laws of the State to the contrary 
notwithstanding, any issuer may sell refunding obligations at any time by 
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public or private sale, with or without competitive bidding, at such price or 
prices and on such terms and conditions as the officers of such issuer charged 
with the responsibility for issuing such refunding obligations shall determine 
to be in the best interests of such issuer. 


Section 4. In applying any limitation imposed by the Constitution or 
laws of the State respecting the maximum amount of debt that may be 
incurred by any issuer, any obligations heretofore or hereafter issued by any 
issuer shall not be considered to be outstanding if one or more escrow funds 
shall have been established for the payment of such obligations, provided 
that any such escrow fund shall comply with the following conditions: 


(i) any such escrow fund shall consist of cash, qualified escrow invest- 
ments or any combination thereof and shall be irrevocably held in trust for 
the payment of such obligations, except that such escrow fund may be 
revoked upon the condition that there is substituted therefor another escrow 
fund which satisfies the conditions of this section; and 


(ii) any qualified escrow investments held in any such escrow fund will 
not be subject to redemption or prepayment, at the option of the obligor, 
prior to the dates on which the same shall mature or otherwise become due 
for purposes of such escrow fund, and the principal and interest scheduled 
to mature or otherwise become due with respect to any qualified escrow 
investments held in any such escrow fund, together with the amount of any 
cash or demand deposits held therein, will provide moneys sufficient to pay 
the principal of and the interest and redemption premium (if any) on such 
obligations on or before the respective maturities or due dates of such 
principal, interest and redemption premium. 


Section 5. In the case of any obligations issued by any issuer after the 
effective date of this act that are secured by a pledge of any specified tax 
revenues or other revenues of the issuer or any mortgage lien or other 
encumbrance upon any properties of the issuer, such pledge, mortgage lien 
or other encumbrance, unless specifically provided otherwise in any applicable 
contract of the issuer for the benefit of the holders of such obligations, shall 
be deemed to have been satisfied, discharged and released if one or more 
escrow funds complying with the conditions specified in Section 4 hereof 
shall have been established to provide for the payment in full of the principal 
of and the interest and redemption premium (if any) on such obligations. 


Section 6. Any provision of the laws of the State to the contrary 
notwithstanding, refunding obligations may be issued without restriction as 
to rate or rates of interest or as to principal amount if either of the alternative 
sets of conditions described in the following subsections (a) and (b) shall be 
satisfied with respect to such refunding obligations, and if either set of such 
conditions shall be so satisfied, such refunding obligations shall not constitute 
or create any debt in excess of the debt represented by the obligations to 
be refunded thereby within the meaning of any constitutional or statutory 
previsin that limits the debt of any issuer or that requires any debt incurred 

yy any issuer to be authorized by an election or other approval of the 
qualified voters of such issuer. The aforesaid alternative sets of conditions 
are as follows: 


(a) Not less than 98% of the net amount realized by the issuer from 
the issuance of the refunding obligations shall be used for one or more of 
the following purposes in implementing a refunding plan: (i) to pay all or 
any part of the refunding expenses incurred in connection with the refunding 
obligations; (ii) to pay all or any part of the principal of or the interest or 
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redemption premium (if any) on any of the refunding obligations or any of 
the obligations to be refunded thereby; (iii) to establish a reasonable debt 
service reserve fund for the refunding obligations; and (iv) to establish one 
or more escrow funds that will provide a source of payment for all or any 
part of the principal of or the interest or redemption premium (if any) on 
any of the refunding obligations or any of the obligations to be refunded 
thereby, provided that moneys from such escrow fund or funds in an aggregate 
amount not less than 98% of the cumulative sum of (1) the amount of 
proceeds of the refunding obligations used to establish such escrow fund or 
funds and (2) the amount derived from the investment and reinvestment of 
such proceeds and the income therefrom shall be applied for the payment 
of principal of or interest or redemption premium on the refunding obligations 
or the obligations to be refunded thereby, for the payment of the expenses 
of establishing and administering such escrow fund or funds, or for the 
acquisition of qualified escrow investments that are to form a part of such 
escrow fund or funds. 


(b) A portion of the net amount realized by the issuer from the issuance 
of the refunding obligations shall be used to implement a refunding plan 
involving the establishment of one or more escrow funds which, together 
with any other deposits to such escrow. fund or funds that are required by 
the refunding plan, will provide a source of payment for all the principal of 
and all the interest and redemption premium (if any) on the obligations to 
be refunded, provided that the sum of (i) the present value of all payments 
of principal, interest and redemption premium (if any) scheduled to become 
due with respect to the refunding obligations in accordance with the terms 
thereof, (ii) the present value of all deposits to such escrow fund or funds 
required to be made by the issuer, whether or not such deposits are required 
contemporaneously with the issuance of the refunding obligations or at any 
time subsequent thereto, and (iii) the present value of all refunding expenses 
that are not paid from the net proceeds of the refunding obligations, whether 
such refunding expenses are paid contemporaneously with the issuance of 
the refunding obligations or are required to be paid at any time subsequent 
thereto, shall be less than or equal to the sum of (1) the present value of 
all payments of principal, interest and redemption premium (if any) that 
would become due with respect to the obligations to be refunded if the 
refunding plan were not implemented, (2) the present value of all unpaid 
future expenses of carrying and paying such obligations, including the cost 
of insurance, letters of credit, guaranties and other credit enhancement 
arrangements and the fees and expenses of any registrars, paying agents or 
trustees with respect to such obligations, and (3) the present value of all 
payments made from such escrow fund or funds to, or for the account of, 
the issuer that are not applied for the payment of any obligation, expense 
or cost described in either of the preceding clauses (1) and (2). The issuer 
may deposit moneys other than net proceeds of the refunding obligations 
into an escrow fund at the time of issuance of the refunding obligations or 
may obligate itself to make a deposit or deposits of moneys into such escrow 
fund at a time or times subsequent to the issuance of the refunding obligations. 
One or more escrow funds shall be deemed to provide a source of payment 
for all principal of and all interest and redemption premium (if any) on 
obligations to be refunded if (A) such escrow fund or funds satisfy the 
conditions of Section 4 hereof or (B) such escrow fund or funds satisfy the 
conditions of clause (i) but not clause (ii) of Section 4, the issuer has entered 
into a binding contract with a qualified supplier for the future purchase of 
qualified escrow investments, and the principal and interest scheduled to 
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become due with respect to qualified escrow investments at any time held 
or to be held in such escrow fund, together with the amount of any cash 
or any demand deposits held therein or any future deposits which the issuer 
is obligated to make into the escrow fund to implement the refunding plan, 
will provide moneys sufficient both (1) to purchase such qualified escrow 
investments as and when the same are contractually required to be purchased 
in accordance with the refunding plan and (2) to pay all the principal of 
and all the interest and redemption premium (if any) on such obligations 
to be refunded on or before the respective maturities or due dates of such 
principal, interest and redemption premium. 

If the conditions of either subsection (a) or subsection (b) are satisfied with 
respect to any refunding obligations, the issuer may use for any lawful 
purpose any portion of the net proceeds realized from the sale of such 
refunding obligations and any portion of the income derived from the in- 
vestment of such proceeds that are not used to implement the refunding 
plan. 

For purposes of subsection (b) of this section, the following rules shall 
apply: the present value of all amounts shall be determined as of the date 
of issuance of the refunding obligations; the discount rate used for all 
computations of present value shall be the yield on the refunding obligations; 
the compounding frequency used for all computations of present value shall 
be the same as that used in computing the yield on the refunding obligations; 
and the amounts and dates of payment of all future refunding expenses and 
all future expenses of carrying and paying the obligations to be refunded 
may be conclusively established by a certificate of the issuer executed in 
good faith and based upon the reasonable expectations of the issuer at the 
time of the issuance of the refunding obligations. Any entity that constituted 
a qualified supplier at the time of entering into a binding contract with an 
issuer shall continue to be a qualified supplier for purposes of subsection 
(b) of this section regardless of any subsequent change of circumstances that 
would prevent such entity from satisfying any of the criteria for a qualified 
supplier contained in the definition thereof. 


Section 7. Any provision of the laws of the State to the contrary 
notwithstanding, any county or municipality in the State may issue warrants, 
in accordance with other applicable provisions of this act, to refund all or 
any part of the principal of or interest on one or more issues of bonds 
validly issued by such county or municipality pursuant to authority conferred 
by an election of the qualified voters of such county or municipality. 


Section 8. Refunding obligations issued to refund exempt obligations 
shall also constitute exempt obligations. In any case where refunding obli- 
gations are issued to refund both exempt obligations and non-exempt obli- 
gations, the principal amount of refunding obligations shall be allocated 
between such exempt obligations and non-exempt obligations in accordance 
with one of the following alternatives: 

(i) in proportion to the respective principal amounts of exempt obli- 
gations and non-exempt obligations so refunded; or 

(ii) in proportion to the respective amounts of debt service, including 
principal, interest and premium (if any), that will respectively become due 
on the exempt obligations and the non-exempt obligations so refunded until 
they are paid at their respective maturities or redeemed prior to their 
respective maturities. 

Section 9. The provisions of this act are expressly declared to be sev- 
erable. If any provision of this act shall be adjudged to be invalid by any 
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court of competent jurisdiction, such provision shall be severed from this 
act in order to effectuate the legislative intent that such judgment shall not 
affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of this act, and the operation of 
such judgment shall be limited to the provision of this act directly involved 
in the action in which such judgment shall have been rendered. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Relating to Jackson County; authorizing the county commission to levy 

a lodging tax; providing for the collection and distribution of said tax; and 

particularly authorizing the county commission to give up to one (1) cent 

et the net proceeds of such tax to the Scottsboro-Jackson County Heritage 
enter. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. In addition to all other taxes imposed by law, the Jackson 
County Commission is hereby authorized to levy a privilege or license tax 
in an amount not to exceed two (2) percent against every person engaging 
in Jackson County in the business of renting or furnishing any room or 
rooms, lodging or accommodations, to any transient in any hotel, motel, inn, 
tourist court, or any other place in which rooms, lodgings or accommodations 
are regularly furnished to transients for a consideration. The tax shall be 
levied upon the charge for such rooms, lodgings or accommodations, including 
the charge for use of rental of personal property and services furnished in 
such room or rooms. 


Section 2. There are exempted from the provisions of the tax authorized 
by this act and from the computation of the amount of the tax levied or 
payable hereunder the following: charges for property sold or services fur- 
nished which are required to be included in the tax levied by the state sales 
tax act; charges for the rental of rooms, lodgings or accommodations to a 
person for a period of 30 continuous days or more. 


Section 3. The taxes authorized by this act, except as otherwise provided 
herein, shall, if levied, be due and payable to the state department of revenue 
on or before the 20th day of the month next succeeding the month in which 
the tax accrues. On or before the 20th day of each month after this act has 
taken effect, every person on whom the tax is levied by this act shall render 
to the department of revenue on a form prescribed by said department, a 
true and correct statement showing the gross proceeds of the business subject 
to the said tax for the then preceding month, together with such other 
information as the department of revenue may demand and require; and at 
the time of making such monthly report the taxpayer shall compute and 
pay to the department of revenue the amount of taxes shown to be due; 
provided, however, that any person subject to the tax who conducts any 
business on a credit basis may defer reporting and paying the tax until after 
said person has received payment for the items, articles or accommodations 
furnished; and in the event he so defers reporting and paying any such taxes 
he shall thereafter include in each monthly report all credit collections made

during the then preceding month and shall pay the amount of taxes computed 
thereon at the time of filing such report. 


It shall be the duty of every person engaged or continuing in any business 
subject to the taxes which may be levied by this act to keep and preserve 
suitable records of the gross proceeds of such business and such other books 
or accounts as may be necessary to determine the amount of tax for which 
he is liable under the provisions of this act. Such records shall be kept and 
preserved for a period of two years and shall be open for examination at 
any time by the state department of revenue or by any duly authorized 
agent, deputy or employees of said department. 


Any person who fails to pay any tax levied by this act within the time 
required by this act shall pay in addition to the tax a penalty of 10 percent 
of the amount of tax due, together with interest thereon from the date on 
which the tax became due and payable at the rate due and payable on the 
state lodgings tax, such penalty and interest to be assessed and collected as 
a part of the tax; provided, however, that the state department of revenue 
may, if good and sufficient reason be shown, waive or remit the penalty or 
any portion thereof. 


Section 4. All provisions of the state lodging tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment and collection of the state lodging tax, making of 
reports and keeping and preserving records with respect thereto; the pro- 
mulgation of rules and regulations with respect to the state lodging tax; and 
the administration and enforcement of the state lodging tax statutes, which 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act when applied to the tax 
authorized by this act, shall apply to the county if such tax is levied. The 
commissioner of revenue and the state department of revenue shall have and 
exercise the same powers, duties, and obligations with respect to any county 
tax levied pursuant to this act as are imposed on the commissioner and the 
department, respectively, by the state lodging tax statutes. All provisions of 
the state lodging tax statutes that may be made applicable to this act to 
the county tax herein authorized and to the administration of this act are 
theo porated herein by reference and made a part hereof as if fully set forth 

erein. 


Section 5. None of the provisions of this act shall be applied in such 
manner as to violate the commerce clause of the Constitution of Alabama. 
Should any provision of this act be held invalid, the invalidity thereof shall 
not affect the remaining provisions of this act. 


Section 6. The state department of revenue shall, if the tax herein 
authorized is levied, charge Jackson County for collecting any county tax 
so levied, an amount or percentage of total collections not to exceed 10 
percent of the total amount of tax collected hereunder. Such charge for 
collecting the tax for the county may be deducted each month from the 
proceeds of the tax before certifying the amount thereof due Jackson County 
treasurer for that month. 


Section 7. If the tax herein authorized is levied, the county commission 
may, in its discretion, first give up to one (1) cent of the net proceeds of 
such tax to the Scottsboro-Jackson County Heritage Center. The county 
treasurer shall then deposit the remaining net proceeds of the lodging tax 
collected hereunder to the account of the Scottsboro-Jackson County Chamber 
of Commerce for the promotion of tourism. 
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Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 9. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed. 


Section 10. This act shall become effective the first day of the second 
month following its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its 
otherwise becoming law.

states by visiting such states. 


Upon the request of the chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be necessary 
for the committee’s work. The committee shall report its findings, conclusions 
and recommendations to the Legislature not later than the tenth legislative 
day of each regular session remaining in the current term of the Legislature. 
The committee shall terminate at the expiration of the current term of the 
Legislature. Each member of the committee shall be entitled to his regular 
legislative compensation, his per diem and travel expenses for each day he 
attends a meeting of the committee which shall be paid out of any funds

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON RULES 
ON ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS 


Mr. Speaker: 


Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said 
committee, in session, has compared the following engrossed bill with the 
original bill and finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit:

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance and de- 
velopment of public education in Alabama and for debt service and capital 
improvements for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1988. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1988, and 
for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) of 
Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 4 of this Act. 
For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this Act, amounts 
are shown by programmatic area and the total for all programs is shown so 
as to include estimated sources of funds other than the appropriation made 
in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of this Act, 
“ASETF” shall mean the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund Sur- 
plus, Special Mental Health Trust Fund, Alabama Board of Nursing Trust 
Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Fund, and Public 
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School Fund and are hereby made for the support of public education in 
Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1988, and except as may 
be otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein made shall be 
subject to the provisions, terms, conditions and limitations of the Budget 
and Financial Control Act (Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, Sections 
41-4-80 through 41-4-96), the provisions of The Budget Management Act of 
1976 (Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, Sections 41-19-1 through 41-19- 
12), and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 


(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Trust Funds” and “Ap- 
propriation Total” are as set forth for the purpose of indicating amounts 
estimated to be available by programmatic area from sources other than 
from appropriations made in subsection (a) of this Section 2, in order, upon

A. SPECIAL MENTAL HEALTH FUND:

Alabama 1901 and the amount appropriated from all other funds as is now provided 
by law, however, not more than four percent of all funds appropriated in this Section 
shall be used or expended otherwise than for the payment of teachers employed in 
such schools. There is hereby appropriated forty-five million dollars ($45,000,000) 
from the Public School Fund for the Minimum Program Fund to be expended under 
the Financial Assistance Program as shown in subsection 3-A-8(a). If the Public 
School Fund receives more revenue than appropriated for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1988, the excess in revenue shall be carried over as a beginning 
balance for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1988. 


SECTION 6. 


The State Superintendent of Education shall make requisitions on the State 
Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in accordance with the law and rules 
and regulations governing the expenditure or disbursement of any and all funds 
appropriated to the State Department of Education and/or the State Board of 
Education in this Act, whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. 
All other appropriations in this Act shall be paid on request by the Comptroller in 
the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 7. 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or repeal any law authorizing 
or permitting any college, school or other education or eleemosynary institution of 
the State to receive, collect or disburse any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, 
trusts or income therefrom, which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, 
collect or disburse. The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain 
separate accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of accounting which 
will show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provision of this appropri- 
ation. Further, all state, county, municipal and educational entities are authorized 
to disburse such funds as deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said 
entities and the State of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to 
partially defray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through the fund 
established by Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, Section 41-5-24. 


SECTION 8. 


The appropriations made herein to the departments, boards, offices, commis- 
sions, and agencies include the amount necessary and said departments, boards, 
offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby directed to make the transfer of funds 
to the State Personnel Department in the amounts enumerated in the General 
Appropriation Act for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1988. 


SECTION 9. 


All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year appropriation other than the 
exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, Section 41-4-93, 
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shall lapse on September 30 of the fiscal year immediately following the fiscal year 
for which the appropriation was made and shall revert to the credit of the ASETF 
or the trust fund from which the appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 10. 


The provisions of this Act are severable. If any section, paragraph, sentence, 
clause, provision, or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriation or 
appropriations herein made be held unconstitutional or invalid, such holding shall 
not affect any other section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this 
Act or any other appropriation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative 
and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of government, for interest 
on the public debt, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1988. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1: The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named funds 
for the 1987-88 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, as the amounts to be used 
to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and are in lieu of all monies appro- 
priated for these purposes in other sections of the Alabama Statutes. 
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For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are listed by 
programmatic area and the totals for all programs are shown by the source of funds. 
It is intended that only the named funds be appropriated to the agency concerned; 
and that the following definitions shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all fund sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required to achieve a 
specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting the need of an identified 
clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries. 


(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the acquisition 
and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have an appreciable and 
calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, and shall be expended only for 
such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of interest and 
principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, and shall be expended only for 
such purposes. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses of the 
executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of 
government, for the principal and interest on the public debt, and for capital outlay 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1988, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter 
specified, from such other funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for 
which the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor, except as provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41- 
19-1 through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless of the 
ending date of any pay period which has been or may be established by the Legis- 
lature for the payment of salaries of state employees, the entire payment due shall 
be made from the fiscal year’s appropriation in which the pay date falls.

That any surplus remaining in any appropriation herein made 
from the State General Fund to any office, department, bureau, board, commission 
or agency may be transferred, on order of the Governor, to any other appropriation 
herein made from the State General Fund when such appropriation to any office, 
department, bureau, board, commission, or agency is insufficient to pay salaries in 
that office, department, bureau, board, commission or agency. 


SECTION 5. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, grants, 
contributions, entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the bill, including 
grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities or counties, to any 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, office or officer 
of the State of Alabama are hereby appropriated and, in the event the same are 
recurring, are reappropriated to such department, division, board, bureau, commis- 
sion, agency, institution, office or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes 
for which the grant or contribution was or shall be made.

sion, institution, or office shall be transferred to the State General Fund within 
thirty (30) days after September 30, 1988.

shall not be considered to be outstanding for purposes of constitutional and 
statutory debt limitations as a result of one or more escrow funds having 
been established to provide for the payment thereof, (ii) will provide that 
refunding obligations satisfying certain conditions may be issued without 
restriction as to rate or rates of interest or as to principal amount and will 
further provide that such refunding obligations shall not constitute or create 
any debt in excess of the debt represented by the obligations refunded thereby 
within the meaning of certain constitutional and statutory provisions, (iii) 
will provide that warrants may be issued by any county or municipality to 
refund bonds issued by such county or municipality, (iv) will confirm and 
validate the power previously exercised by any county or municipality to 
incur debt evidenced by warrants without an election of the voters of such 
county or municipality, and (v) will provide rules for the allocation of 
refunding obligations between obligations refunded thereby that are subject 
Ho any constitutional debt limitation and those that are not subject to such 
imitation. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Proposed Constitutional Amendment. The following amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 is hereby proposed and shall 
become valid as a part of said Constitution when approved by a majority 
of the qualified electors voting thereon. 


[PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT] 


“Section 1. As used in this amendment, the following words and phrases 
shall have the following respective meanings:

of the Governor for the purpose of acting as an instrumentality of the State 
or otherwise acting in the public interest. 


“Non-Exempt Obligations” means Obligations constituting debt of any 
county or municipality that are required to be counted against the limitation 
on debt imposed on such county or municipality by the Constitution of the 
State. 


“Obligations” means any bonds, notes, warrants or other evidences of 
indebtedness issued by any Issuer. 


“Qualified Escrow Investments” means any of the following: (i) direct 
general obligations of the United States of America; (ii) obligations the 
payment of the principal of and the interest on which is unconditionally 
and irrevocably guaranteed by the United States of America; (iii) custodial 
receipts evidencing ownership in future principal or interest payments, or 
both, with respect to direct general obligations of the United States of 
America that have been deposited with a custodian pursuant to a custody 
agreement which provides for all payments of principal and interest received 
by such custodian with respect to the obligations underlying such custodial 
receipts to be paid to the holders of such custodial receipts in accordance 
with their respective ownership interests in such underlying obligations; (iv) 
obligations, whether general or limited, of any state of the United States of 
America or of any political subdivision thereof (“state or local obligations”) 
if the payment of the full amount of the principal of and interest on such 
state or local obligations is either unconditionally and irrevocably guaranteed 
by the United States of America or is to be derived from payments of 
principal of or interest on obligations that are described in any of clauses 
(i), (ii) and (iii) of this definition and that are held in an irrevocable trust 
or escrow for the payment of such state or local obligations; and (v) demand 
or time deposits with banks or savings and loan associations (whether or 
not evidenced by certificates of deposit) that are insured by an agency of 
the United States of America or, to the extent not so insured, that are 
secured by collateral consisting of obligations described in any of clauses (i), 
(ii) and (iii) of this definition and having a market value (exclusive of accrued 
me) at all times not less than the amount of such deposits not so 
insured. 


“Qualified Supplier” means (i) any bank, whether organized under the 
laws of the United States of America, any state thereof or any foreign 
country, which conducts a banking business in the United States of America 
subject to regulation by one or more bank regulatory authorities of the United 
States of America or any state thereof and which has stockholders’ equity 
of not less than $500,000,000; or (ii) any firm which conducts a securities 
business in the United States of America subject to regulation by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission or successor agency of the United 
States of America, which is a primary dealer in United States Treasury 
obligations reporting to and trading with one or more Federal Reserve Banks, 
and which has stockholders’ equity or partnership capital of not less than 
$500,000,000; provided that the Legislature, by duly enacted law, may impose 
additional conditions to be satisfied by any Qualified Supplier and may 
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increase, but not reduce, the minimum stockholders’ equity or partnership 
capital required of any Qualified Supplier. 


“Refunding Expenses” means any expenses of selling and issuing Re- 
funding Obligations incurred by an Issuer, including, but without limitation 
thereto, the following: the expenses of developing the refunding plan involving 
the issuance of such Refunding Obligations; underwriting fees and commis- 
sions incurred in selling such Refunding Obligations; the fees and expenses 
of financial advisors, lawyers, accountants and other consultants and advisors; 
printing and publication expenses; the cost of insurance, letters of credit, 
guaranties and other credit enhancement arrangements obtained to reduce 
the interest cost of such Refunding Obligations or to improve the market- 
ability thereof; the fees and expenses of any registrars, paying agents or 
trustees with respect to such Refunding Obligations; and the fees and expenses 
incurred in establishing and administering any escrow fund for the payment 
of Obligations refunded by such Refunding Obligations. 


“Refunding Obligations” means any Obligations issued by an Issuer for 
the purpose of providing funds to refund or refinance all or part of the 
principal of or interest on one or more prior issues of Obligations evidencing 
valid debt at any time incurred or assumed by such Issuer, whether such 
refunding or refinancing shall occur before, at or after the maturity of the 
principal or interest of such prior Obligations that is to be refunded or 
refinanced. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


“Yield”, when used with reference to any issue of Refunding Obligations, 
means that discount rate which, when used in computing the present value 
(as of the date of issuance of such Refunding Obligations) of all payments 
of principal and interest that will become due with respect to such Refunding 
Obligations, will produce an aggregate present value equal to the purchase 
price received by the Issuer from the sale of such Refunding Obligations 
(taking into account accrued interest and underwriters’ discount, but not 
other Refunding Expenses). In computing such present value, such discount 
rate shall be applied with a compounding frequency identical to the frequency 
of computing interest on such Refunding Obligations that is prescribed by 
the terms thereof. 


“Section 2. In applying any limitation imposed by the Constitution 
and laws of the State respecting the maximum amount of debt that may be 
incurred by any Issuer, any Obligations heretofore or hereafter issued by any 
Issuer shall not be considered to be outstanding if one or more escrow funds 
shall have been established for the payment of such Obligations, provided 
that any such escrow fund shall comply with the following conditions: 


(i) any such escrow fund shall consist of cash, Qualified Escrow In- 
vestments or any combination thereof and shall be irrevocably held in trust 
for the payment of such Obligations, except that such escrow fund may be 
revoked upon the condition that there is substituted therefor another escrow 
fund which satisfies the conditions of this section; and 


(ii) any Qualified Escrow Investments held in any such escrow fund will 
not be subject to redemption or prepayment, at the option of the obligor, 
prior to the dates on which the same shall mature or otherwise become due 
for purposes of such escrow fund, and the principal and interest scheduled 
to mature or otherwise become due with respect to any Qualified Escrow 
Investments held in any such escrow fund, together with the amount of any 
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cash or demand deposits held therein, will provide moneys sufficient to pay 
the principal of and the interest and redemption premium (if any) on such 
Obligations on or before the respective maturities or due dates of such 
principal, interest and redemption premium. 


“Section 3. In the case of any Obligations issued by any Issuer after 
the effective date of this amendment that are secured by a pledge of any 
specified tax revenues or other revenues of the Issuer or any mortgage lien 
or other encumbrance upon any properties of the Issuer, such pledge, mortgage 
lien or other encumbrance, unless specifically provided otherwise in any 
applicable contract of the Issuer for the benefit of the holders of such 
Obligations, shall be deemed to have been satisfied, discharged and released 
if one or more escrow funds complying with the conditions specified in 
Section 2 hereof shall have been established to provide for the payment in 
full of the principal of and the interest and redemption premium (if any) 
on such Obligations. 


“Section 4. Any provision of the Constitution and laws of the State 
to the contrary notwithstanding, Refunding Obligations may be issued without 
restriction as to rate or rates of interest or as to principal amount if either 
of the alternative sets of conditions described in the following subsections 
(a) and (b) shall be satisfied with respect to such Refunding Obligations, 
and if either set of such conditions shall be so satisfied, such Refunding 
Obligations shall not constitute or create any debt in excess of the debt 
represented by the Obligations to be refunded thereby within the meaning 
of any constitutional or statutory provision that limits the debt of any Issuer 
or that requires any debt incurred by any Issuer to be authorized by an 
election or other approval of the qualified voters of such Issuer. The aforesaid 
alternative sets of conditions are as follows: 


(a) Not less than 98% of the net amount realized by the Issuer from 
the issuance of the Refunding Obligations shall be used for one or more of 
the following purposes in implementing a refunding plan: (i) to pay all or 
any part of the Refunding Expenses incurred in connection with the Re- 
funding Obligations; (ii) to pay all or any part of the principal of or the 
interest or redemption premium (if any) on any of the Refunding Obligations 
or any of the Obligations to be refunded thereby; (iii) to establish a reasonable 
debt service reserve fund for the Refunding Obligations; and (iv) to establish 
one or more escrow funds that will provide a source of payment for all or 
any part of the principal of or the interest or redemption premium (if any) 
on any of the Refunding Obligations or any of the Obligations to be refunded 
thereby, provided that moneys from such escrow fund or funds in an aggregate 
amount not less than 98% of the cumulative sum of (1) the amount of 
proceeds of the Refunding Obligations used to establish such escrow fund 
or funds and (2) the amount derived from the investment and reinvestment 
of such proceeds and the income therefrom shall be applied for the payment 
of principal of or interest or redemption premium on the Refunding Obli- 
gations or the Obligations to be refunded thereby, for the payment of the 
expenses of establishing and administering such escrow fund or funds, or 
for the acquisition of Qualified Escrow Investments that are to form a part 
of such escrow fund or funds. 


(b) A portion of the net amount realized by the Issuer from the issuance 
of the Refunding Obligations shail be used to implement a refunding plan 
involving the establishment of one or more escrow funds which, together 
with any other deposits to such escrow fund or funds that are required by 
the refunding plan, will provide a source of payment for all the principal of 
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and all the interest and redemption premium (if any) on the Obligations to 
be refunded, provided that the sum of (i) the present value of all payments 
of principal, interest and redemption premium (if any) scheduled to become 
due with respect to the Refunding Obligations in accordance with the terms 
thereof, (ii) the present value of all deposits to such escrow fund or funds 
required to be made by the Issuer, whether or not such deposits are required 
contemporaneously with the issuance of the Refunding Obligations or at any 
time subsequent thereto, and (iii) the present value of all Refunding Expenses 
that are not paid from the net proceeds of the Refunding Obligations, whether 
such Refunding Expenses are paid contemporaneously with the issuance of 
the Refunding Obligations or are required to be paid at any time subsequent 
thereto, shall be less than or equal to the sum of (1) the present value of 
all payments of principal, interest and redemption premium (if any) that 
would become due with respect to the Obligations to be refunded if the 
refunding plan were not implemented, (2) the present value of all unpaid 
future expenses of carrying and paying such Obligations, including the cost 
of insurance, letters of credit, guaranties and other credit enhancement 
arrangements and the fees and expenses of any registrars, paying agents or 
trustees with respect to such Obligations, and (3) the present value of all 
payments made from such escrow fund or funds to, or for the account of, 
the Issuer that are not applied for the payment of any obligation, expense 
or cost described in either of the preceding clauses (1) and (2). The Issuer 
may deposit moneys other than net proceeds of the Refunding Obligations 
into an escrow fund at the time of issuance of the Refunding Obligations 
or may obligate itself to make a deposit or deposits of moneys into the 
escrow fund at a time or times subsequent to the issuance of the Refunding 
Obligations. One or more escrow funds shall be deemed to provide a source 
of payment for all principal of and all interest and redemption premium (if 
any) on Obligations to be refunded if (A) such escrow fund or funds satisfy 
the conditions of Section 2 hereof or (B) such escrow fund or funds satisfy 
the conditions of clause (i) but not clause (ii) of Section 2, the Issuer has 
entered into a binding contract with a Qualified Supplier for the future 
purchase of Qualified Escrow Investments, and the principal and interest 
scheduled to become due with respect to Qualified Escrow Investments at 
any time held or to be held in such escrow fund, together with the amount 
of any cash or any demand deposits held therein or any future deposits 
which the Issuer is obligated to make into the escrow fund to implement 
the refunding plan, will provide moneys sufficient both (1) to purchase such 
Qualified Escrow Investments as and when the same are contractually required 
to be purchased in accordance with the refunding plan and (2) to pay all 
the principal of and all the interest and redemption premium (if any) on 
such Obligations to be refunded on or before the respective maturities or 
due dates of such principal, interest and redemption premium. 


If the conditions of either subsection (a) or subsection (b) of this section 
are satisfied with respect to any Refunding Obligations, the Issuer may use 
for any lawful purpose any portion of the net proceeds realized from the 
sale of such Refunding Obligations and any portion of the income derived 
from the investment of such proceeds that are not used to implement the 
refunding plan. 


For purposes of subsection (b) of this section, the following rules shall 
apply: the present value of all amounts shall be determined as of the date 
of issuance of the Refunding Obligations; the discount rate used for all 
computations of present value shall be the Yield on the Refunding Obligations; 
the compounding frequency used for all computations of present value shall 
be the same as that used in computing the Yield on the Refunding Obligations; 
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and the amounts and dates of payment of all future Refunding Expenses 
and all future expenses of carrying and paying the Obligations to be refunded 
may be conclusively established by a certificate of the Issuer executed in 
good faith and based upon the reasonable expectations of the Issuer at the 
time of the issuance of the Refunding Obligations. Any entity that constituted 
a Qualified Supplier at the time of entering into a binding contract with an 
Issuer shall continue to be a Qualified Supplier for purposes of subsection 
(b) of this section regardless of any subsequent change of circumstances that 
would prevent such entity from satisfying any of the criteria for a Qualified 
Supplier contained in the definition thereof. 


“Section 5. Any provision of the Constitution and laws of the State 
to the contrary notwithstanding, any county or municipality in the State 
may issue warrants, in accordance with other applicable provisions of this 
amendment, to refund all or any part of the principal of or interest on one 
or more issues of bonds validly issued by such county or municipality pursuant 
to authority conferred by an election of the qualified voters of such county 
or municipality. In accordance with the extensive practice of counties and 
municipalities based on previous interpretations of the Constitution and laws 
of the State, any county or municipality in the State may incur debt evidenced 
by warrants (whether general obligation debt or limited obligation debt 
payable solely from specified taxes or other sources) for such purposes and 
in such manner as may be authorized by law without any requirement that 
such debt or the issuance of the warrants evidencing such debt be authorized 
by an election of the qualified voters of such county or municipality. Nothing 
contained in this amendment shall be construed to affect adversely the 
validity of any warrants issued by any county or municipality prior to the 
effective date of this amendment, and all such warrants and the debt evidenced 
thereby are hereby validated and confirmed except in cases where (i) the 
debt evidenced by such warrants exceeded, at the time it was incurred, any 
limitation on debt at that time imposed by the Constitution of the State 
or (ii) the validity of such debt is or was adversely adjudicated in any judicial 
proceeding commenced prior to the effective date of this amendment. 


“Section 6. Refunding Obligations issued to refund Exempt Obligations 
shall also constitute Exempt Obligations. In any case where Refunding 
Obligations are issued to refund both Exempt Obligations and Non-Exempt 
Obligations, the principal amount of Refunding Obligations shall be allocated 
between such Exempt Obligations and Non-Exempt Obligations in accordance 
with one of the following alternatives: 


(i) in proportion to the respective principal amounts of Exempt Obli- 
gations and Non-Exempt Obligations so refunded; 


(ii) in proportion to the respective amounts of debt service, including 
principal, interest and premium (if any), that will respectively become due 
on the Exempt Obligations and the Non-Exempt Obligations so refunded 
until they are paid at their respective maturities or redeemed prior to their 
respective maturities; or 


(iii) in accordance with such additional rules as the Legislature may 
provide by duly enacted law. 


“Section 7. This amendment shall be self-executing, but the Legislature 
shall have the right and power to enact laws supplemental to this amendment 
and in furtherance of the purposes and objectives thereof, provided that such 
laws are not inconsistent with the express provisions of this amendment. 
Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the Legislature shall have 
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the right and power to enact laws to specify the manner in which the 
provisions of Section 4 of this amendment shall be applied for purposes of 
determining the debt refunded by particular Refunding Obligations and, based 
upon the amount of such refunded debt, the specific amount of debt rep- 
resented by such Refunding Obligations for purposes of any constitutional 
or statutory provision that limits the debt of any Issuer or that requires 
any debt incurred by any Issuer to be authorized by an election or other 
approval of the qualified voters of such Issuer.”

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the governing body of any municipality, or any municipality 
or municipalities to establish historic preservation commissions and archi- 
tectural review boards in order to preserve and protect buildings, sites, 
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structures, areas and districts of historic significance, architectural, archae- 
ological and aesthetic heritage in the state, and to promote these attractions 
to tourists and visitors; to provide for the membership, the qualifications 
and terms, the powers, duties, and appointments to such commissions and 
boards; to prescribe that certain reporting shall be made to the Alabama 
Historical Commission and to the local governing bodies; to provide for the 
reimbursement of expenses of members, the rules of procedures for operations, 
and notice of meetings; to provide that each commission shall constitute a 
non-profit governmental agency whose funds shall be used exclusively for 
public purposes; to prescribe that certain restrictions shall be placed on 
designated properties, and provide exceptions thereto; to provide for appeals 
and other judicial processes; to preserve certain existing historic development 
commissions or architectural review boards; to authorize these to be certified 
with local government status or to assume the powers of this act pursuant 
to proper ordinance; to provide for exceptions to certain highways, roads, 
streets, utility structures or facilities or bridges, including the properties 
utilized in connnection therewith, and to provide for exceptions to certain 
highways, roads, streets, utility structures or facilities or bridges; and to 
provide that the provisions of this act are cumulative. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The purposes of this act are to provide for the establishment 
of Historic Preservation Commissions and Architectural Review Boards, and 
to promote the educational, cultural, economic and general welfare of Alabama 
municipalities: through the preservation and protection of buildings, sites, 
structures, areas and districts of historic significance and interest; through 
the preservation and enhancement of the national, state and local historic, 
architectural, archaeological and aesthetic heritage found in Alabama; and 
through the promotion and enhancement of Alabama’s historic and aesthetic 
attraction to tourists and visitors. 


Section 2. The governing body of any municipality electing to enact 
an ordinance, pursuant to this act, to provide for the creation, protection 
and enhancement of historic properties or historic districts, shall establish 
an Historic Preservation Commission, hereinafter sometimes called the com- 
mission, and may establish one or more Architectural Review Boards, here- 
inafter sometimes called the boards, to carry out the purposes and 
responsibilities of that ordinance. 


Section 3. (a) An Historic Preservation Commission created by an 
ordinance enacted pursuant to this act shall be composed of not less than 
seven (7) members, who shall have demonstrated training or experience in 
the fields of history, architecture, architectural history, urban planning, 
archaeology or law, or who shall be residents of an historic district designated 
pursuant to that ordinance. Members of the commission shall be bona fide 
residents of the territorial jurisdiction of the municipality creating the com- 
mission. Not more than one-fifth (1/5) of the members of the commission 
shall be public officials. 


(b) Members of the commission shall be nominated by the chief executive 
officer of the municipality creating the commission and appointed by the 
legislative body of that municipality. Nomination and appointment of mem- 
bers of the commission shall be made so as to ensure that the commission 
will be composed of persons with as much of the training and experience 
specified in Section 3(a) of this act as is possible. 


(c) Except for the original members of the commission, members of the 
commission shall serve three (3) year terms and shall be appointed in such 
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a manner so as to serve overlapping terms. Two (2) of the original members 
of the commission shall be appointed to serve one (1) year terms, two (2) 
of the original members of the commission shall be appointed to serve two 
(2) year terms, and the remainder of the original members of the commission 
shall be appointed to serve three (3) year terms. Members of the commission 
may be reappointed. 


(d) Members of the commission may be removed for cause by the 
legislative body of the municipality creating the commission. 


(e) Vacancies on the commission shall be filled by persons nominated 
by the chief executive officer of the municipality creating the commission 
and appointed by the legislative body of that municipality. Such appointments 
shall be for the unexpired term of the member replaced. 


(f) Members of the commission shall elect a chairman and a vice 
chairman and such other officers as the members deem necessary. The 
commission shall adopt rules of procedure and by-laws to govern its operations 
and shall communicate those rules of procedure and by-laws to the munic- 
ipality creating the commission. The rules of procedure and by-laws of the 
commission shall specify what number of members of the commission con- 
stitutes a quorum. 


(g) Members of the commission shall serve without compensation but 
may be reimbursed for expenses incurred on behalf of the commission in 
accordance with the rules and regulations for the reimbursement of expenses 
adopted by the commission. 


(h) The commission may employ such professional, technical, office and 
other personnel as may be necessary to carry out the purposes and respon- 
sibilities of the ordinance enacted pursuant to this act. 


(i) The commission shall prepare and file with the municipality creating 
the commission, and with the Alabama Historical Commission, an annual 
report of its activities as required by the municipality and the Alabama 
Historical Commission. 


(j) Meetings of the commission shall be public meetings and shall be 
held at times and places and pursuant to such notices specified in the 
ordinance creating the commission. 


Section 4. An Historic Preservation Commission shall constitute a non- 
profit governmental agency whose funds shall be used exclusively for public 
purposes. Such commission shall have tax exempt status, and the properties 
of the commission and the income therefrom, together with all leases, 
agreements and contracts made by it, shall be forever exempt from any and 
all taxation by the State of Alabama and any political subdivision thereof, 
including, but not limited to, income, admission, amusement, excise and ad 
valorem taxes. 


Section 5. An Historic Preservation Commission created by an ordi- 
nance enacted pursuant to this act shall be authorized to: 


(a) Preserve and protect buildings, structures and sites of historic and 
architectural value in the historic districts designated pursuant to that 
ordinance; 


(b) Prepare a survey of all property within the territorial jurisdiction 
of the municipality creating the commission; 
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(c) Recommend to the municipality creating the commission buildings, 
structures, sites and districts for designation as historic properties or districts; 


(d) Restore and preserve any historic properties acquired by the mu- 
nicipality creating the commission or acquired by the commission; 


(e) Promote acquisition of facade and conservation easements by the 
municipality creating the commission or by the commission; 


(f) Develop and conduct educational programs on historic projects and 
districts designated pursuant to the ordinance and on historic preservation 
subjects; 


(g) Make such investigations and studies of matters relating to historic 
preservation as the municipality creating the commission or the commission 
deems necessary and appropriate for the purposes of this act; 


(h) Apply for funds to carry out the purposes and responsibilities of 
the commission from municipal, county, state, federal and private agencies 
and sources; 


(i) Purchase, sell, contract to purchase, contract to sell, own, encumber, 
lease, mortgage and insure real and personal property in carrying out the 
purposes and responsibilities of the commission; 


(j) Investigate, survey and process nominations of properties to the 
National Register of Historic Places; 


(k) Investigate, survey and process applications for certification of his- 
toric properties for tax credits for preservation expenditures; 


(1) Contract with other municipal, county, state, federal and private 
agencies and organizations to perform historic preservation related functions; 


(m) Exercise such further powers as the commission may deem reason- 
ably necessary and proper to carry out the purposes, responsibilities and 
powers of the commission. 


Section 6. (a) On recommendation of the Historic Preservation Com- 
mission, a municipality enacting an ordinance, pursuant to this act, may 
designate historic properties and historic districts within the territorial ju- 
risdiction of the municipality. 


(b) The commission shall not recommend designation of an historic 
property or historic district unless such recommendation is based on a finding 
of a survey of such property or district conducted by or for the commission 
in accordance with the rules and regulations of the Alabama Historical 
Commission. 


(c) The commission shall not recommend designation of an historic 
property or historic district unless it finds that the building, structure, site 
or district is identified with or represents a significant aspect of the cultural, 
political, economic, military or social history of the locality, region, state or 
nation or has had a significant relationship with the life of a historic person 
or event, representing a major aspect of the history of the locality, region, 
state or nation, or if a part of the historic, architectural, archaeological or 
aesthetic heritage of the locality, region, state, or nation. In the case of an 
individual building or structure, the commission may recommend designation 
as an historic property if the commission finds that the building or structure 
is an example of an architectural style, or combination of architectural styles, 
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which is representative of the municipality creating the commission or which 
is unique to that municipality. In the case of a district, the commission may 
recommend designation as an historic district if the commission finds that 
the district contains vernacular structures which contribute to an overall 
character and sense of place which is representative of the municipality 
creating the commission. 


Section 7. (a) Before the commission shall recommend the designation 
of an historic property or historic district, it shall hold a public hearing on 
the proposed recommendation of historic designation to be held at a time 
and place, and pursuant to such notices specified in the ordinance creating 
the commission. 


(b) In addition to the notice of the public hearing required pursuant to 
subsection (a) of this section, all owners of property to be included in the 
proposed historic designation, as such owners are identified in the relevant 
property tax rolls, if such owners can be found on reasonable inquiry, shall 
be notified by mail of the public hearing to be held by the commission on 
the proposed recommendation of historic designation. 


Section 8. Upon the designation of any historic property or historic 
district by a municipality, pursuant to an ordinance enacted pursuant to 
this act, the Historic Preservation Commission shall give notice in writing 
of that designation to all agencies of the municipality, and to all owners of 
property included in the historic designation. 


Section 9. (a) No change in the exterior appearance of an historic 
property or any building, structure or site within an historic district may 
be made, and no historic property may be demolished, and no building or 
structure in an historic district may be erected or demolished unless and 
until a certificate of appropriateness for such change, erection or demolition 
is approved by the Historic Preservation Commission created by the mu- 
nicipality designating the historic property or the historic district. Signs 
shall be considered as structures and no sign on an historic property or in 
an historic district shall be changed, erected or demolished unless and until 
a certificate of appropriateness is approved by the commission. The require- 
ment of a certificate of appropriateness shall apply to public property which 
has been designated as an historic property or which is contained in an 
historic district, and shall apply to all actions by public authorities which 
involve historic properties and properties within historic districts. Demolition 
by neglect and the failure to maintain an historic property or a structure 
in an historic district shall constitute a change for which a certificate of 
appropriateness is necessary. A municipality enacting an ordinance, pursuant 
to this act, may include selection of paint colors in changes requiring a 
certificate of appropriateness. The painting of originally unpainted surfaces 
shall require a certificate of appropriateness. 


(b) The commission shall adopt rules and regulations setting forth the 
procedure for submission and consideration of applications for certificates 
of appropriateness, and no certificate of appropriateness shall be approved 
unless an application for a certificate of appropriateness is submitted to the 
commission accompanied by such drawings, photographs and plans, as may 
be required by the commission. 


(c) The commission shall adopt general design standards which shall 
apply in considering the granting and denial of certificates of appropriateness. 
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(d) Applications for certificates of appropriateness shall be considered 
by the commission at public meetings, held at times and places and pursuant 
to such notices as are specified in the ordinance creating the commission. 


(e) The commission may adopt an expedited procedure for approval of 
routine maintenance to historic properties, or to buildings or structures in 
historic districts. Such expedited procedure may waive the requirements for 
submission of an application for a certificate of appropriateness and for 
consideration at a public meeting. 


(f) The commission shall keep a record of all applications for certificates 
of appropriateness and requests for approval of routine maintenance and of 
all of its proceedings. 


Section 10. Any person having a request for a certificate of appropri- 
ateness denied by the Historic Preservation Commission, or Architectural 
Board as hereinafter provided, may appeal such denial to the circuit court 
of the county in which the commission exists. 


Section 11. (a) The Historic Preservation Commission shall approve 
an application and issue a certificate of appropriateness if it finds that the 
proposed change, erection or demolition conforms to the general design 
standards established by the commission, is compatible with the character 
of the historic property or historic district and does not detract from the 
value of the historic property or historic district. In making this determi- 
nation, the commission shall consider, in addition to any other pertinent 
factors, the historic and architectural features involved and the proposed 
change thereto, and the relationship thereof, to the exterior architectural 
eee and pertinent features of other structures in the immediate neighbor- 

ood. 


(b) In its review of applications for certificate of appropriateness, the 
commission shall not consider interior changes or use having no effect on 
the exterior of a building or structure. 


(c) In the event the commission rejects an application, it shall state its 
reasons for doing so and shall transmit a record of such action and reasons 
therefor, in writing, to the applicant. The applicant may make modifications 
to its plans and resubmit the application for reconsideration at any time 
after doing so. 


(d) In cases where the application is for a change in the exterior of the 
building or structure which would require the issuance of a building permit, 
the rejection of an application for a certificate of appropriateness by the 
commission shall be binding upon the building inspector or other admin- 
istrative officer charged with issuing building permits and, in such case, no 
building permit shall be issued. 


Section 12. The Historic Preservation Commission, or the municipality 
creating the commission, shall be authorized to institute any appropriate 
action or proceeding in a court of competent jurisdiction to prevent any 
change in the exterior of a building or structure which is either an historic 
property or which is contained in an historic district, except in compliance 
with the provisions of an ordinance adopted in conformity with this act, or 
to prevent any illegal act or conduct with respect to such historic property, 
or historic district, and to recover any damages which may have been caused 
by the violation of that ordinance. 


Section 13. (a) A municipality enacting an ordinance pursuant to this 
act, may elect to create an Architectural Review Board, hereinafter sometimes 
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called the board, to perform the duties and responsibilities of the Historic 
Preservation Commission in accepting, considering and approving or rejecting 
applications for certificates of appropriateness, as set out in Sections 9, 10, 
11, and 12 of this act. (b) If such board is created, it shall be composed of 
not less than five (5) members who shall have demonstrated training or 
experience in the fields of history, architecture, architectural history, urban 
planning, archaeology or law. Members of the board need not be residents 
of the territorial jurisdiction of the municipality creating the board. No 
elected public officials shall serve as members of the board. Not more than 
one-fifth (1/5) of the members of the board shall be public officials. 


(c) Members of the board shall be nominated by the chief executive 
officer of the municipality creating the board, and appointed by the legislative 
body of that municipality or county. Nomination and appointment of mem- 
bers of the commission shall be made so that the board will be composed 
of persons with as much of the training and experience specified in Section 
13(b) as possible. 


(d) Except for the original members of the board, members of the board 
shall serve three (3) year terms and shall be appointed in such manner as 
to serve overlapping terms. Two (2) of the original members of the board 
shall be appointed to serve one (1) year terms and the remainder of the 
original members of the board shall be appointed to serve three (3) year 
terms. Members of the board may be reappointed. 


(e) Members of the board may be removed for cause by the legislative 
body of the municipality creating the board. 


(f) Vacancies on the board shall be filled by persons nominated by the 
chief executive officer of the municipality creating the commission and 
appointed by the legislative body of that municipality. Such appointments 
shall be for the unexpired term of the member replaced. 


(g) Members of the board shall elect a chairman and vice chairman and 
such other officers as the members deem necessary. The board shall adopt 
rules of procedure and shall communicate those rules of procedure to the 
municipality creating the board. The rules of procedure of the board shall 
specify what number of members of the board shall constitute a quorum. 


(h) Members of the board shall serve without compensation, but may 
be reimbursed for reasonable expenses incurred on behalf of the board, in 
accordance with the rules and regulations for the reimbursement of expenses 
adopted by the board. 


(i) The board may employ such professional, technical, office and other 
personnel, as may be necessary, to carry out the purposes and responsibilities 
of the board. 


(j) Meetings of the board shall be public meetings and shall be held at 
times and places and pursuant to such notices as are specified in the ordinance 
creating the board. 


(k) If, in the opinion of the governing body of the municipality creating 
a board, the work load of the board is, or is contemplated to be excessive, 
the governing body of the municipality creating the board may create more 
than one board, and designate the historic properties, and historic districts 
with which each board will be concerned, so long as each historic property 
and each historic district designated by the municipality shall be subject to 
the control of only one board. Each such board created shall have all of the 
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powers and authority set forth in this act with respect to the historic 
properties and historic districts with which it is concerned. 


Section 14. A county and any municipality or municipalities within 
that county may create a joint commission, pursuant to an ordinance enacted 
pursuant to this act and pursuant to a resolution adopted by the county, 
with all the powers granted by this act to such commissions. A county and 
any municipality or municipalities, which create a joint commission, may 
also create such boards as it deems necessary. Any such joint commissions 
and joint boards shall be subject to all of the applicable provisions of this 
act and the representation on such joint commissions and joint boards shall 
be determined by the county and municipalities participating in such joint 
commissions and joint boards. 


Section 15. No provision of this act shall be construed to require the 
dissolution of any historic development commission or architectural review 
board created by an ordinance enacted pursuant to prior laws. Any historic 
development commission or architectural review board created by an ordi- 
nance existing pursuant to prior laws and existing at the time of the enactment 
of this act shall continue in existence and shall have all of the purposes, 
powers and authority set out in the ordinances creating such commissions 
and boards. Any such commission or board shall also have the power set 
forth in this act, if so provided by ordinance enacted by the governing body 
of the municipality creating the historic development commission or archi- 
tectural review board. The fact that such a commission or board is not 
created by an ordinance enacted pursuant to this act shall not be cause for 
denying such commission or board certified local government status. 


Section 16. The provisions of this act shall not apply to a highway, 
road, street, bridge, or utility structure or facility, nor to any highway, road, 
street, bridge or utility structure or facility to be constructed or improved, 
including any property, building or other structure or facility to be changed, 
moved, demolished, acquired or utilized in connection therewith, lying or 
running within any municipality or county, or within an historic district or 
an area designated as historic properties under this act, nor to actions taken 
in connection therewith by public authorities or utilities charged with re- 
sponsibility of constructing, maintaining, repairing or improving any such 
highway, road, street, bridge or utility structure or facility, including any 
property, building or other structure or facility to be changed, moved, demol- 
ished, acquired or utilized in connection therewith; provided further, however, 
that where property lying within an area designated as historic properties 
or as an historic district, pursuant to the provisions of this act is sought 
to be utilized or acquired by any such public authority for the purpose of 
construction or improvement of a highway, road, bridge, utility structure or 
facility or street, and the provisions and requirements of Section 106, et 
seq., of the National Historic Preservation Act of 1966 (16 USCA 470), are 
applicable to the property acquisition or utilization, the public authority or 
utility may utilize or acquire any such property, building or other structure 
or parts thereof, and change, move or demolish any building or other structure 
in accordance with the applicable provisions, requirements and procedure 
provided for under such act, including the requirements and procedure as 
applicable of the Advisory Council on Historic Preservation, Section 36, 
Code of Federal Regulations 800 (16 USCA 470i), and in accordance with 
the provisions, requirements and procedure as applicable under Section 4(f) 
of the U. S. Department of Transportation Act of 1966, as amended, 49 
USCA 1653(f), and under 23 USCA 138. 
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In the event the foregoing National Historic Preservation Act or Section 
4(f) are not applicable to the property, building or other structure, they shall 
be exempt from the provisions of this act. 


Section 17. The provisions of this act are cumulative and shall be 
construed with any and all other laws or parts or laws relating to historical 
preservation and architectural review, except those laws in direct conflict 
herewith are repealed. 


Section 18. All provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 19. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

respect to the furnishing by a health care authority of office space to 
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nonhospital-based physicians, dentists or other health care professionals; and 
to provide further for investments of proceeds from the sale of securities 
and other moneys of a health care authority. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions. The following words and phrases used in this 
act shall, unless the context clearly indicates otherwise, have the following 
respective meanings: 


(1) Authority. A public corporation organized, and any public hospital 
corporation reincorporated, pursuant to the provisions of the Enabling Stat- 
ute. 


(2) Authorizing Resolution. A resolution adopted by the board author- 
izing an arrangement by which an authority is to furnish office space to a 
nonhospital-based physician, dentist or other health care professional for use 
in his private practice. 


(3) Authorizing Subdivision. A county or municipality with the governing 
body of which an application for the incorporation of an authority under 
the Enabling Statute, or for the reincorporation of a public hospital cor- 
poration thereunder, is filed (and any other county or municipality that may 
at the time constitute an ‘authorizing subdivision” within the meaning of 
the Enabling Statute). 


(4) Board. The board of directors of an authority. 
(5) Director. A member of a board. 


(6) Enabling Statute. Act No. 82-418 enacted at the 1982 Regular Session 
of the Legislature (codified as article 11 of chapter 21 of Title 22 of the 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended). 


(7) Nationally Recognized Credit Rating Agency. Any credit rating agency 
that is nationally recognized for skill and expertise in rating the credit of 
obligations similar to securities issued by an authority (including, without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, Moody’s Investors Service, Inc., and 
Standard & Poor’s Corporation). 


(8) Securities. Bonds, notes, warrants, certificates of indebtedness or 
other evidences of indebtedness, including (without limiting the generality 
of the foregoing) notes issued in anticipation of the sale of any of the 
foregoing. 


The term “federal securities,” as used in this act, shall have the same 
meaning given it in the Enabling Statute. 


Section 2. Legislative Findings. The legislature hereby finds and declares 
as follows: 


(1) That in order to promote the public health of the people of the 
state of Alabama, the legislature enacted the Enabling Statute, whereunder, 
among other things: a. the several counties and municipalities of the state 
are effectively authorized to form public corporations known as health care 
authorities, and b. existing public hospital corporations are authorized to 
reincorporate as health care authorities; 


(2) That all such health care authorities are empowered under and 
pursuant to the Enabling Statute, among other things: a. to own and operate 
public hospitals and other health care facilities; b. to furnish office space to 
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(among others) any nonhospital-based physician, dentist or other health care 
professional for use in his private practice, subject to the conditions specified 
in the Enabling Statute; and c. to appoint, employ, contract with, and provide 
for the compensation of accountants; and 


(3) That as a result of significant changes and developments in the 
economic and commercial structure and practices of health care providers 
since the enactment of the Enabling Statute, it is now necessary, in order 
to enable health care authorities organized or reincorporated pursuant to the 
provisions of the Enabling Statute to continue to operate adequately and 
efficiently, that the legislature: a. confer on such health care authorities 
certain powers in addition to, and in furtherance of, those conferred by the 
Enabling Statute; and b. provide further for the corporate structure of such 
health care authorities. 


Section 3. Further Provision for Amendment of Certificates of Incor- 
poration or Reincorporation. 


(a) Except as otherwise provided in the last sentence of this subsection 
(a), any authority that now exists, or that is hereafter organized or rein- 
corporated (as the case may be) pursuant to the provisions of the Enabling 
Statute, shall have the power to amend its certificate of incorporation or 
ee of reincorporation, in the manner hereinafter provided, so as to 
provide: 


(1) That the governing body of an authorizing subdivision empowered 
(either alone or jointly with the governing body or bodies of one or more 
other authorizing subdivisions) to elect or appoint one or more directors 
shall so elect or appoint all or any of such directors only from a list of 
nominees, as provided in subdivision (2) below, proposed by the board and 
otherwise qualified, in accordance with law and with the terms of such 
certificate of incorporation or certificate of reincorporation (as the case may 
be), or any amendment thereto made pursuant to the provisions of the 
Enabling Statute, to serve as a director; and 


(2) That in the case of a vacancy resulting from the expiration of the 
stated term of office of any such director, the board shall, not more than 
90 nor less than 10 days prior to the expiration of such term of office (or 
in case of a vacancy resulting from the death or resignation of any such 
director or from a cause other than the expiration of the stated term of 
office of any such director, within 30 days following the occurrence of such 
vacancy): a. by resolution duly adopted, propose a list of nominees (not less 
than three in number) for each place or seat on the board that is or is to 
become vacant as aforesaid; and b. cause a certified copy of such resolution 
to be filed with the governing body of the authorizing subdivision or sub- 
divisions empowered to elect or appoint such director. To amend its certificate 
of incorporation or certificate of reincorporation so to provide, the board 
shall first adopt a resolution approving and authorizing such an amendment 
to the certificate of incorporation or certificate of reincorporation (as the 
case may be) of the authority, which amendment shall be set forth in full 
in the said resolution.- Within 40 days following the adoption of such res- 
olution, the chairman and the secretary of the authority shall sign and file 
for record, in the office of the judge of probate of the county in which the 
original certificate of incorporation or certificate of reincorporation (as the 
case may be) of the authority was filed, a certificate in the name and on 
behalf of the authority, under its seal, reciting the adoption of such resolution 
by the board and setting forth the proposed amendment. The said judge of 
probate shall thereupon record such certificate in an appropriate book in 
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his office. When such certificate has been so filed and recorded, such amend- 
ment shall become effective without any further consents or approvals (in- 
cluding, without limitation, any consents or approvals that would otherwise 
be required by law for amendments to such certificate of incorporation or 
certificate of reincorporation, as the case may be), and the certificate of 
incorporation or certificate of reincorporation (as the case may be) of such 
authority shall thereupon be amended to the extent provided in such amend- 
ment. The preceding provisions of this subsection (a) shall not, however, 
apply to any authority if its certificate of incorporation or certificate of 
reincorporation (as the case may be), or any amendment thereto made 
pursuant to the provisions of the Enabling Statute, expressly denies to such 
authority the power to amend its certificate of incorporation or certificate 
of reincorporation as provided in this subsection (a). 


(b) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit the inclusion 
in the original certificate of incorporation or certificate of reincorporation 
of any authority (or in any amendment thereto made pursuant to the 
provisions of the Enabling Statute) of provisions requiring the election or 
appointment of any director of such authority by the governing body of an 
authorizing subdivision (either alone or jointly with the governing body or 
bodies of one or more other authorizing subdivisions) from a list of nominees 
proposed by the board, provided that the number of directors elected or 
appointed by the governing body or bodies of one or more authorizing 
subdivisions without reference to any list of nominees (whether proposed by 
the board or otherwise) or other condition, is at least a majority of the total 
number of directors, it being understood and intended by the legislature, 
however, that in the case of an amendment to the certificate of incorporation 
or certificate of reincorporation made pursuant to the provisions of the 
preceding subsection (a), there shall be no limit on the number of directors 
that may be elected or appointed by the governing body or bodies of the 
authorizing subdivisions only from a list of nominees proposed by the board. 


Section 4. Further Provisions Respecting Issuance of Securities. Any 
authority shall have, in addition to the power to sell and issue interest- 
bearing securities that are limited as to source of payment, the power to 
sell and issue interest-bearing securities that are not limited as to source of 
payment and that are general obligations of the authority. The principal of 
and interest on (and premium, if any) any securities issued by the authority 
pursuant to the provisions of this section may be secured by: 


(1) A pledge of the general credit of the authority; or 


(2) Both such a pledge of the general credit of the authority and a 
special pledge of specific revenues or taxes (or both) identified in the pro- 
ceedings authorizing the sale and issuance of such securities; and may also 
be secured by a trust indenture evidencing such pledge or by a foreclosable 
mortgage, mortgage indenture or mortgage and trust indenture conveying as 
security for such securities all or any part of its property. Except to the 
extent hereinabove provided, all securities issued pursuant hereto shall be 
considered as securities issued under the Enabling Statute and shall be 
subject to all the provisions thereof respecting securities issued thereunder. 


Section 5. Further Provisions Respecting Use and Disposition of Cer- 
tain Property. In determining the financial effect of an arrangement between 
an authority and any nonhospital-based physician, dentist or other health 
care professional for the furnishing of office space to any such person for 
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use in his private practice (for purposes of those provisions of the Enabling 
Statute relating thereto), the board: 


(1) May, in the determination of the rental and other consideration to 
be received by the authority from the furnishing of such office space, consider 
not only the dollar amount of such rental and other consideration being or 
to be paid by such person pursuant to such arrangement, but also such other 
circumstances or conditions as it shall generally describe in an authorizing 
resolution, including (without limitation and by way of example or illus- 
tration) factors such as the probability or possibility that such person will 
refer patients or others to any one or more of the health care facilities 
owned or operated by the authority or will otherwise make use of, and 
compensate the authority for, services provided at or by any such health 
care facilities; 


(2) In such event, may (in the authorizing resolution) assign to such 
other circumstances or conditions such value as in its discretion it deems 
appropriate and warranted; and 


(3) May furnish office space to such person if the dollar amount of the 
rental and any other consideration being or to be paid to the authority by 
such person, when added to the value so assigned to such other circumstances 
and conditions, is not less than the cost of such office space to the authority, 
any provisions of the Enabling Statute to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Any value so assigned in an authorizing resolution to any such other 
circumstances and conditions shall be conclusive in the absence of fraud or 
a gross abuse of discretion. 


Section 6. Further Provisions Respecting Investment of Funds. In ad- 
dition to the investment powers granted by the Enabling Statute, any 
authority shall, to the extent permitted by the contracts of such authority 
with the holders of its securities, have the further power to invest any portion 
of the principal proceeds derived from the sale of any of its securities not 
then needed for any of the purposes for which such securities were authorized 
to be issued, any moneys held in any special fund created pursuant to any 
resolution or mortgage, mortgage indenture, mortgage and trust indenture or 
trust indenture authorizing or securing any of its securities, and any other 
moneys of such authority not then needed by it, in any of the following:

(3) Banker’s acceptances endorsed or guaranteed by a bank whose senior 
long-term debt obligations are, at the time of the acquisition of such ac- 
ceptances for the account of the authority, rated by a nationally recognized 
credit rating agency in one of its three highest rating categories (or by a 
bank that is owned or controlled by a bank holding company whose senior 
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long-term debt obligations are, at the time of the acquisition of such ac- 
ceptances for the account of the authority, rated by a nationally recognized 
credit rating agency in one of its three highest rating categories); 


(4) Bonds and debentures of a corporation incorporated under the laws

(5) To the extent not prohibited by the Constitution of Alabama: a.

an authority is permitted, by the Enabling Statute or by the preceding 
provisions of this Section 7, to invest moneys directly, b. participation 
certificates in federal securities, and c. investment or cash management 
agreements with a bank whose senior long-term debt obligations are, at the 
time of the acquisition of any such investment or cash management agreement 
for the account of the authority, rated by a nationally recognized credit 
rating agency in one of its three highest rating categories (or with a bank

“(g) To make loans to persons to whom electric energy, water, or 
santitary sewer or television reception services through the use of television 
rogram decryption equipment arn subscriber owned Teased or rented satellite 
ashes is or will be supplied by the cooperative for the purpose of, and 
otherwise to assist such persons in, wiring their premises and installing 
therein electric, water, sanitary sewer and plumbing fixtures, appliances, 
apparatus and equipment of any and all kinds and character or to make 
loans to or assist such persons in constructing, maintaining and operating 
electric refrigeration plants, and, in connection therewith, to purchase, ac-

requirement that the vehicle’s identification number plates and license plate(s) 
must be returned to the Department of Revenue in certain instances when 
the vehicle is changed or is damaged to a certain extent or when total loss 
or salvage has occurred or total loss due to theft of the vehicle has occurred; 
to remove the requirement that the title of a rebuilt motor vehicle must be 
stamped rebuilt in certain intances; to reduce the criminal penalty imposed 
against certain persons for possessing a motor vehicle which is junk or salvage 
or a total loss when certain identification has been removed; to reduce the 
criminal penalty imposed against any person who shall authorize, direct, aid 
in or consent to the possession, sale or exchange or offer to sell, exchange 
or give away certain certificates or forms of identification of a motor vehicle 
which has been scrapped, dismantled or sold as junk or salvage or as a total 
loss; and to remove owners of scrap metal processing plants from the provision 
providing that it shall be unlawful for certain owners to have in their 
possession any motor vehicle which is junk, salvage or a total loss when 
certain identification has been removed. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Sections 32-8-2 and 32-8-87, Code of Alabama 1975, are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“$32-8-2. 


“For the purpose of this chapter, the following terms shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in this section, except where the 
context clearly indicates a different meaning: 


“(1) DEPARTMENT. The department of revenue of this state. 


“(2) DEALER. A person licensed as an automobile or motor vehicle 
dealer and engaged regularly in the business of buying, selling or exchanging 
motor vehicles, trailers, semitrailers, trucks, tractors or other character of 
commercial or industrial motor vehicles in this state, and having in this 
state an established place of business. 


“(3) DESIGNATED AGENT. Each judge of probate, commissioner of 
licenses, director of revenue or other county official in this state authorized 
and required by law to issue motor vehicle license tags, who may perform 
his duties under this chapter personally or through his deputies, or such 
other persons, as the department may designate; the term shall also mean 
those ‘dealers’ as herein defined who are appointed by the department as 
herein provided in section 32-8-34 to perform the duties of ‘designated agent’ 
for the purposes of this chapter; such ‘dealers’ may perform their duties 
under this chapter either personally or through any of their officers or 
employees. 


“(4) IMPLEMENT OF HUSBANDRY. Every vehicle designed and 
adapted exclusively for agricultural, horticultural or livestock raising oper- 
ations or for lifting or carrying an implement of husbandry and in either 
case not subject to licensing or registration if used upon the highways. 


“(5) VEHICLE IDENTIFICATION NUMBER. The numbers and let- 
ters on a vehicle designated by the manufacturer or assigned by the de- 
partment for the purpose of identifying the vehicle. 


“(6) LIEN. Every kind of written lease which is substantially equivalent 
to an installment sale or which provides for a right of purchase, conditional 
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sale, reservation of title, deed of trust, chattel mortgage, trust receipt, and 
every written agreement or instrument of whatever kind or character whereby 
an interest other than absolute title is sought to be held or given on a motor 
vehicle. 


“(7) LIENHOLDER. Any person, firm, copartnership, association or 
corporation holding a lien as herein defined on a motor vehicle. 


“(8) MANUFACTURER. Any person regularly engaged in the business 
of manufacturing, constructing, assembling, importing or distributing new 
motor vehicles, either within or without this state. 


“(9) MOTOR VEHICLE. Such term shall include: 


“a. Every automobile, motorcycle, mobile trailer, semitrailer, truck, truck 
tractor, trailer and other device which is self-propelled or drawn, in, upon 
or by which any person or property is or may be transported or drawn upon 
a public highway except such as is moved by animal power or used exclusively 
upon stationary rails or tracks; 


“b. Every mobile home, trailer coach, travel trailer and house trailer 
manufactured upon a chassis or undercarriage as an integral part thereof 
drawn by a self-propelled vehicle. 


“(10) NEW VEHICLE. A motor vehicle which has never been the subject 
of a first sale for use. 


“(11) USED VEHICLE. A motor vehicle that has been the subject of 
a first sale for use, whether within this state or elsewhere. 


“(12) OWNER. A person, other than a lienholder, having the property 
in or title to a vehicle. The term includes a person entitled to the use and 
possession of a vehicle subject to a security interest in another person, but 
excludes a lessee under a lease not intended as security. Under any lease- 
purchase or installment sales agreement where a governmental agency, either 
city, county or state, is the lessee or purchaser with a security interest or 
right to purchase, such lessee or purchaser shall be the owner for purposes 
of this chapter. 


“(138) PERSON. Such term shall include every natural person, firm, 
copartnership, association or corporation. 


“(14) POLE TRAILER. Every vehicle without motive power designed 
to be drawn by another vehicle and attached to the towing vehicle by means 
of a reach or pole, or by being boomed or otherwise secured to the towing 
vehicle, and ordinarily used for transporting long or irregularly shaped loads 
such as logs, poles, pipes, boats or structural members capable generally of 
sustaining themselves as beams between the supporting connections. 


“(15) SECURITY AGREEMENT. A written agreement which reserves 
or creates a security interest. 


“(16) SECURITY INTEREST. An interest in a vehicle reserved or 
created by agreement and which secures payment or performance of an 
obligation. The term includes the interest of a lessor under a lease intended 
as security. A security interest is ‘perfected’ when it is valid against third 
parties generally, subject only to specific statutory exceptions. 


“17) SCRAP METAL PROCESSOR. Any person, firm, or corporation 
engaged in the business of buying scrap wahicles automotive parts, or other 
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metallic waste by weight to process such material into scrap metal for 
remelting purposes, who utilizes machinery and equipment for processin 
and manufacturing ferrous and nonferrous metallic scrap into repared's grades, 
and whose principal product is metallic scrap. 


“(18) SCRAP VEHICLE. Any vehicle which has been crushed or flat- 
tened by mechanical means or which has been otherwise damaged to the 
extent that it cannot economically be repaired or made roadworthy. 


“447) (19) SPECIAL MOBILE EQUIPMENT. Every vehicle not de- 
signed or used primarily for the transportation of persons or property and 
only incidentally operated or moved over the highway, including but not 
limited to: ditch-digging apparatus; well-boring apparatus; road construction 
and maintenance machinery such as asphalt spreaders, bituminous mixers, 
bucket loaders, tractors other than truck tractors, ditchers, leveling graders, 
finishing machines, motor graders, road rollers, scarifiers, earth-moving car- 
ryalls and scrapers, power shovels and draglines, and self-propelled cranes; 
and earth-moving equipment. The term does not include house trailers, dump 
trucks, truck-mounted transit mixers, cranes or shovels or other vehicles 
designed for the transportation of persons or property to which machinery 
has been attached. 


“48} (20) NONRESIDENT. Every person who is not a resident of this 
state. 


“€49} (21) CURRENT ADDRESS. A new address different from the 
address shown on the application or on the certificate of title. The owner 
shall within 30 days after his address is changed from that shown on the 
application or on the certificate of title notify the department of the change 
of address in the manner prescribed by the department. 


“{20) (22) STATE. A state, territory or possession of the United States, 
the District of Columbia, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico or a province 
of the Dominion of Canada.” 


“§32-8-87. 


“(a) Each owner of a motor vehicle and each person mentioned as owner 
in the last certificate of title i i 
an-ewner who scraps, dismantles, destroys or changes the motor vehicle in 
such a manner that it is not the same motor vehicle described in the 
certificate of origin or certificate of title, shall within—72-heurs_thereafter as 
soon as practicable cause the certificate of origin or certificate of title, Heense 
, if any, vehicle identification number plates and any other documents 
or information required by the department to be mailed or delivered to the 
department for processing. The department shall, with the consent of any 
holder of liens noted on the surrendered certificate, enter a cancellation upon 
its records. Upon cancellation of a certificate of origin or certificate of title 
in the manner prescribed by this section, the department shall cancel all 
certificates of origin or certificates of title and all memorandum certificates 
in that chain of title. A certificate of title for the vehicle shall not again be 
issued except upon application containing the information the department 
requires, accompanied by a certificate of inspection in the form and content 
as specified in this section. 


“No motor vehicle for which a salvage or junk certificate has been issued 
by this state or any other state shall be driven or operated on the highways 
or other public places of this state. However, a vehicle which is in this state

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restored to its operating condition which existed prior to the event which 
caused the salvage certificate of title to issue, may be moved to and from 
repair points as necessary by the rebuilder to complete the restoration. A 
valid Alabama dealer transport (DT) license plate must be displayed on the 
vehicle during its movement.

The owner of every motor vehicle in which total loss or salvage 
has occurred shall, within 72 hours after such total loss or salvage occurs, 
make application for a salvage certificate of title and forward to the de-

process the certificate of origin or certificate of title and-plate(s} in a manner 
prescribed by law or regulation. An insurance company which pays money 
or makes other monetary settlement as compensation for total loss of a 
motor vehicle shall at the time of payment or monetary settlement obtain 
such vehicle’s certificate of origin or certificate of title 
and, within 72-heurs as soon as practicable after receiving them, shall forward 
them along with their application for a salvage certificate, to the department 
for processing. In the event the payment or monetary settlement was made 
because of the theft of the vehicle, which shall be considered a total loss. as 
defined i in this section, the i insurance company shall;

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 
Section 1. It is the intent of the legislature in enacting this law that: 


, a. State publications of public interest be made available to the public; 
an 


b. An efficient. distribution and depository system of these publications 
be established; and 


c. An Advisory Council for the State Publications Depository Program 
be hereby established; and 


d. The preservation of all state publications having historical value be 
ensured. 


Section 2. As used in this act the following words shall have the 
following meanings ascribed to them unless the context clearly indicates 
otherwise: 


a. “State agency” means any permanent or temporary state office, de- 
partment, division or unit, bureau, board, commission, task force, authority, 
institution, state college or university, and other unit of state government, 
whether executive, legislative or judicial, and includes any subunits of state 
government. 


b. “State publication” includes any document issued in print by any 
state agency and which may be legally released for public distribution but 
for the purposes of this act does not include the following state publications: 


(a) Code of Alabama; 

(b) Alabama Reporter; 

(c) Bound volumes of the Acts of Alabama; 
(d) The Alabama Digest; 


(e) University press items prepared for commercial sale and other uni- 
versity items not designated for external distribution. 


“State publication” does not include correspondence, interoffice or in- 
troffice memoranda, routine forms or other internal records and certain 
ephemeral materials such as news releases. 
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c. “Depository” means an institution which contracts with the Alabama 
Public Library Service to participate in the state publications depository 
system. 


d. “State printer” means the State Print Shop, a commercial printer 
under contract with a state agency, or a state agency print shop. 


Section 3. There is hereby created as a division of the Alabama Public 
Library Service, an Alabama Publications Clearinghouse. The clearinghouse 
shall be headed by a librarian with a master’s degree from a library school 
accredited by the American Library Association. The clearinghouse shall 
establish and operate a state publications depository program for Alabama 
publications. To this end, the Alabama Public Library Service shall make 
such reasonable rules and regulations as shall be necessary to carry out the 
provisions of this act and to implement the same. 


Section 4. The purpose of the Advisory Council for the State Publi- 
cations Depository Program is to advise the Director of the Alabama Public 
Library Service and the head of the Alabama Publications Clearinghouse on 
matters concerning the administration of the state publications depository 
program, including but not limited to interpreting the definition of state 
publications. The Advisory Council shall have the authority to determine 
which state publications shall be submitted to the Alabama Publications 
Clearinghouse. 


The membership of the advisory council shall consist of not more than 
fifteen members, including: the ex officio members, and those members 
appointed by the Executive Board of the Alabama Public Library Service 
from recommendations from the Alabama Commission on Higher Education’s 
Council of Librarians, Alabama Library Association Government Documents 
Round Table, and state agencies. At least eight members shall represent the 
state agencies, including at least one member from a college or university, 
and at least five shall represent the depositories.

Section 5. a. The state printer or the responsible state agency, if a 
state printer was not used, shall forward to the Alabama Publications Clear- 
inghouse upon completion of at least nine (9) copies of every state publication. 
The Alabama Publications Clearinghouse shall distribute these copies as 
follows: three (3) to the Alabama Department of Archives and History—one 
(1) for reproducing in microform and two (2) for permanent retention in its 
historical collection; two (2) to the Library of Congress; one (1) to the Center 
for Research Libraries; three (3) to the Alabama Public Library Service— 
one (1) for its reference use and two (2) for its circulation. 


b. The Alabama Department of Archives and History shall produce in 
microform for depository distribution every state publication appropriate for 
microform distribution within the program under the guidelines developed 
by the Advisory Council for the State Publications Depository Program. If 
the Alabama Department of Archives and History determines that a pub- 
lication cannot be reproduced in microform, the state printer or the issuing 
agency shall provide additional copies equal to the number of state publi- 
cations depositories.

d. All state publications in microform may be purchased at reasonable 
cost for production and distribution from the Alabama Department of Ar- 
chives and History. 


Section 6. a. Every state agency shall designate one (1) of its staff 
members or employees as the publications officer for the agency and notify 
the Alabama Publications Clearinghouse of the identity of such publications 
officer and of the identity of any new publications officer should a change 
occur. 


b. Each publications officer of each state agency shall have the duty to 
provide the Alabama Publications Clearinghouse with nine (9) or more copies 
of each state publication specified by the guidelines of the Advisory Council 
and not printed by or furnished by a state printer, to compile and forward 
to the Alabama Publications Clearinghouse required lists of the state pub- 
lications of the agency, and to provide other related information as may be 
requested by the Alabama Publications Clearinghouse. 


Section 7. a. All United States government depository libraries, existing 
now or hereafter, in the state of Alabama are eligible to be a state publications 
depository. Libraries may contract with the Alabama Public Library Service 
to become depositories. 


b. Each depository shall agree to make state publications accessible to 
the public, to render free service in their use, and to abide by the rules and 
regulations promulgated by the Alabama Public Library Service. Extended 
noncompliance with the contract provisions shall result in the loss of de- 
pository status. 


Section 8. To facilitate the distribution of state publications, the Ala- 
bama Publications Clearinghouse shall issue quarterly a complete list of state 
publications issued during the immediately preceding quarter, such list to 
be cumulated and printed at the end of each calendar year. 


Section 9. a. Funding for the State Publications Depository Program 
shall be from appropriations provided the Alabama Public Library Service 
as a part of its budget in a program entitled State Publications Depository 
Program. 


b. The Alabama Public Library Service will reimburse the Alabama 
Department of Archives and History for its reasonable costs in producing 
microforms distributed as a part of the State Publications Depository Pro- 
gram. 


Section 10. This act shall not require state agencies to supply copies 
of publications produced prior to the effective date of this act. 


Section 11. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 12. Section 41-6-12, Code of Alabama 1975, as amended is 
hereby specifically repealed and all laws or parts of laws which conflict with 
the provisions of this act are repealed to the extent they relate to state 
documents and state publications. This act shall in no way affect the authority 
of the State Records Commission, as specified in Sections 41-13-20 through 
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41-13-44 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to determine which state records, 
including the record copies of state publications, shall be permanently pre- 
served because of their historical value. 


Section 13. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

“(1) Make arrests without warrant for any offense under this chapter 
committed in their presence, or if they have probable cause to believe that 
the person to be arrested has committed or is committing a violation of this 
chapter which may constitute a felony; 


“(2) Make seizures of property pursuant to this chapter; 
“(3) Carry firearms in the performance of their official duties.”
